Q. May two people share a sponsorship ? 

A. Yes, and please give both names and ad- 
dresses of persons sharing the expense of a spon- 
sorship. 

Q. May groups sponsor a child ? 

A. Yes, church classes, office workers, civic 
clubs, schools and other groups. We ask that one 
person serve as correspondent for a group. 

Q. Are all the children orphans ? 

A. No. Although many of our children are or- 
phans, youngsters are helped primarily on the 
basis of need. Some have one living parent unable 
to care for the child properly. Others come to us 
because of abandonment, broken homes, parents 
unwilling to assume responsibility, or serious ill- 
ness of one or both parents. 

Q. Where do the children live who are being 
sponsored ? 

A. Youngsters who receive your help live in or- 
phanages, homes for abandoned babies, schools 
for the blind, hospitals, nursing homes, day care 
nurseries, vocational training centers, and many 
other types of projects. 

Q. How long do the children remain in the 
Homes ? 

A. This depends on the country, but usually 
the children stay in the Homes until they are 18. 
We do everything possible to see that they are 
equipped to make an adequate living before they 
go out on their own. 

Q. How old are the children in the orphanages ? 
A. They range from infants through teen-agers. 
Q. Is it possible for sponsors to eventually legally 
adopt the child they sponsor ? 

A. Many people want to take these needy chil- 
dren into their homes, but the majority of them 
cannot be legally adopted. In all cases it is neces- 
sary for the U. S. Immigration and State Welfare 
authorities to approve legal adoptions. CCF does 
not handle legal adoptions. 

Q. May I visit my child ? 

A. Yes. Our Homes around the world are de- 
lighted to have sponsors visit them. Please inform 
the superintendent in advance of your scheduled 
arrival. 

Q. Can my child visit me? 

A. This decision must be left entirely with the 
superintendent. If allowed, all traveling expenses 
and responsibilities are assumed by the sponsor. 
Q. Are my letters to the child censored ? 

A. Absolutely not. Your entire letter is given to 
the child along with a literal translation in the 
child’s language. 

Q. Which would you advise me to send ? Packages 
or a money gift ? 

A. Money gifts save the cost of mailing a pack- 
age and insure that the items you wish for your 
child will be the proper size. Also, goods pur- 
chased overseas generally cost less than similar 
items in the U. S. 

Q. Should I always send a money gift through 
the Richmond Office ? 

A. Always! It would be extremely difficult for 
your child to cash a check or exchange currency. 
The total amount of your gift will be sent to the 
Home, along with your instructions for its use. 
This is a service provided for our sponsors, with- 
out any deduction for handling. 

Q. Is CCF registered with any government 
agency ? 

A. Yes, CCF is registered with the U. S. State 
Department’s Advisory Committee on Voluntary 
Foreign Aid, holding Registration No. 080. 

Q. Where do Ii send my checks ? 

A. All contributions, whether sponsorship pay- 
ments or money gifts for your child, should be 
sent to our Richmond Office and made payable 
to Christian Children’s Fund.

What would a nice lower-case 
republican like you be doing in a 
French castle? Having the time 
of your life, if our own late, 
brief sampling of chdateaux-hotels 
et vieilles demeures de France is 
a typical experience. 

Bejeweling the map of France, 
there are 64 or more castles, 
manors, priories and similar 
evokers of legend lately turned 
hotel, enough to make every 
overnight stop on a motor tour a 
pretty attractive event. They are 
individually owned but linked 
in l’Association des Chdteaux- 
Hotels de France, whose invitée 
we were during the last golden 
days of September. Being a guest 
naturally tends to put a pleasant 
bloom on things, but hardly 
enough to cloud a critical judg- 
ment. We can say with honest 
conviction that putting up in an 
ambience of history and charm, in 
rooms furnished in real live an- 
tiques and toiles, with views to 
moats and gardens and _ forests, 
beats the usual roadside motel 
every time. 

Our wistful wish is that our 
own country might have more 
of this kind of accommodation. 
All is by no means grandiose. 
The hotels are categorized as 
luxury, great comfort, good com- 
fort and plain old comfortable, 
which, in the Frenchman’s lexi- 
con, means very, very good. Much 
emphasis is placed on food, every 
place heralding its own special- 
ties. Once around the circuit, 
you become aware that every- 
body’s caneton sur son lit 
d oranges does not merit the same

21-gun salute. And then there is 
the matter of de gustibus: While 
we were happily savoring wild 
boar and chestnuts at the Chateau 
d’Artigny, other guests were 
making ugly noises about it. The 
association attempts to set stand- 
ards for better-than-average food 
and makes a major objective of 
preserving the appropriate atmo- 
sphere of other days while it 
obliges patrons with thoroughly 
modern comfort like plumbing, 
heating and reading lights. 

Our first sojourn with the ro- 
mantic past was the 20-reom 
L’Hostellerie du Pare de Diane, 
near Evreux in Normandie, an 
hour’s drive to the west of Paris.

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Exercises that give 
your face a lift

/Perhaps last New Year’s you resolved the impossible in a 


vigorous flurry of seasonal spirit. A total personality change, 
maybe, or a promise to be . . . something that escapes you now. 
This year, we suggest a simpler resolution, practically effortless, 
and pinpointed enough that its memory won't be erased by a 
spirited eggnog. Resolve to treat your face more kindly with 
some of the little tricks and exercises we show you. No far-flung 
self-denials. Only a mere few puffless minutes a day. Just like 
the elbows of a sweater, your face responds to your most usual 
pose, and before you know it, deep furrows—if you're a worrier 
—or sagging cheeks and double chin—if you're a sloucher— 
can sneakily appear. Your face is the expression of the whole 
you that others see the most of—and faithful home treatment 
can change both your outlook and the outlook of others on you. 

Start with the experts, if possible. Bravely set out to be 
scrutinized (and pampered) by a beauty spa or make-up salon. 
Often a department store’s cosmetic section will have special 
clinics where you learn in a class situation as you get individual 
attention.

face. Try “the sneer,” a favorite at the Golden Door Spa, Escon- 
dido, Calif., and better than counting to 10 under stress. Like a 
gangster, raise one side of the upper lip at a time toward the 
corner of your nose, while keeping lower lip firm. Do it slowly 

. up and down, alternating sides. Be not discouraged if one 
side sneers fiercer than the other. It won’t take long to become a 
pro on both sides. The exercise will strengthen those muscles for 


their important job of holding up your lower cheek. 





Another for the same area comes from Senta Maria Rungé’s 
thorough book, Face Lifting by Exercise (write her at P.O.B. 
39523, Los Angeles, Calif. 90039, for details). This is the 
“smiling back” exercise: With an eyebrow pencil, make a mark 
over the smile line on each side of the face. Smile lines are the 
curved lines about 14 inch from the corner of the lips. Keep 
teeth and lips limply together. Move your smile lines horizontal- 
ly toward the earlobes. Then relax them to their original posi- 
tion. The lines around your eyes should not deepen while you're 
doing this exercise. 

A stimulating exercise for the chin and neck area is 
shown above. Drop chin to chest. Open your mouth as wide as 
possible. Lift your head with mouth still open and drop it all the 
way back. Close your mouth by bringing your lower lip over 
your upper lip. Repeat this last step three times. Do only one 
lime, several times a day. 

No matter how diligently you do this exercise, bad pos- 
ture can fight against all your work. When you read, all propped 
up with pillows, notice what happens to your chin. That old 
expression “chin up” can help get rid of double chins—and 
boost your morale at the same time. 

Complete your facial improvement resolution with exer- 
cise for the eyes. A 75-year-old woman, who used to wear read- 
ing glasses and now reads without them, gives full credit to their 
effectiveness. They are designed to exercise the eye muscles 
themselves, not the surrounding area. Open your eyes as wide as 
you can and look far off until you get that day-dreamy sensation 
in which everything blurs. Then focus on the tip of your nose, 
using your finger as a guide if you need it. Repeat three or four 
times in a leisurely way. Next, keeping head straight, look as far 
to the right as you can, then to the left. Repeat several times 
slowly. Then look at your eye brows, then at the floor. All these 
should be done in good light. Even if you still need glasses at 
79, these exercises will certainly relax your eyes—and they can 
be done in any odd moments and practically anywhere. ®

First, there was the sauna. A mar- 
velously soothing heat bath it is, 
and the Scandinavians started it.

You know the 
stimulating effect of taking a cold 
shower immediately after you've 
finished a hot one. Working on 
that principle, the impulse show- 
er sprays a bather with alter- 
nating bursts of hot and cold 
water. The multiple jets of water 
stream from four corners of the 
prefabricated — stall-shower unit.

The fine 
jets of water massage your skin, 
softening and activating, and 
stimulating blood circulation.”

Occasionally you may be faced 
with a job of lifting more weight 
than you can handle alone. One 
solution is to call in more help. 
But you run the risk then of 
someone—including yourself—se- 
verely pulling a muscle or crush- 
ing a toe. After all, not everyone 
jogs to keep in shape, and who is 
foresighted enough to own a pair 
of steel-tipped boots? 

You could pay to have a pro- 
fessional do the job, and wait un- 
til he arrives. And wait. A third 
solution is to invest between $30 
and $40 for a hand-operated 
rachet winch that works on the 
same principle as a bumper jack. 
One unit will lift up to 2000 Ibs. 
of dead weight as much as 18’. 
Another will hoist 4000 Ibs. a 
distance of 6’. Called Power-Pull, 
it consists of two steel hooks, one 
of which is attached to steel 
cable wound on a reel between 
the hooks. 

Once the load is attached, you 
crank up the reel, one rachet at a 
time, with a handle fixed to thé 
reel.

HOW TO MAKE AN (ALMOST) 
TROUBLE-FREE TRANSFER 


By JOHN INGERSOLL ( Relo- 
cating—the polite business word 
for moving—is a way of life for 
many executives. If it’s going to 
happen in your family, you can 
relax a little. There are ways to 
save time and money and ease 
your problems in a long-distance 
transfer—and there are people 
standing by to help you. 

For example, would it ease 
your mind if on your first trip to 
the new destination, someone met 
you at the airport? If he had a 
rental car ready, presented you 
with motel reservations, gave you 
the name of a reliable baby sit- 
ter for your children and_pro- 
ceeded to escort you to three 
houses that almost — exactly 
matched your personal require- 
ments? And then told you that 
all of these services cost you 
nothing extra? It sounds impos- 
sible, but it isn’t. 

Realtors are doing it for trans- 
ferees every day. These firms— 
members of the National Associ- 
ation of Real Estate Boards—of- 
fer such assistance through affi- 
iations with private national real 
estate companies, such as Pre- 
views, or through their own or- 
ganization, Intercity Relocation 
Service. 

Suppose for a moment you're 
making a transfer from your Chi- 
cago office to a new Atlanta 
branch. The chain of events be- 
gins when you or your company 
contacts a Realtor in Chicago. 
That firm, in turn, reaches a 
NAREB member in Atlanta. And 
the Atlanta Realtor begins very 
quickly to narrow down the list 
of homes for sale to those few 
he thinks best suited to your 
needs. It is also the Atlanta con- 
tact who makes reservations, ar- 
ranges for rental cars and so on, 
depending on how much aid you 
need. 


Cross-country contacts 
How is a Chicago company fa- 
miliar with an independent firm 
in Atlanta? Or in any other city? 
Contacts are established at the 
Realtors’ national meetings or 
by affiliations with private na- 
tional firms (see a complete list 
at the end of these columns) or 
through the Intercity group, a 
non-profit, Realtor-inaugurated 
association within an association, 

In any case, you gain. These 
cross-country contacts can short- 
en by quite a margin the time 
between your first visit to your 
new destination and finding the 
right house in the right neigh- 
borhood at the right price. 

You are probably aware by 


















































now of the part your company 
will take in this transfer—finan- 
cial part, especially. If not, there’s 
no time like the present to find 
out. Old hands at transferring 
place this nugget of information 
high on the list of important 
items. 

Transferees are also quick to 
point out that even the most pa- 
ternalistic companies leave a 
chunk of details for you to work 
out on your own. 

Whatever help your firm gives 
or doesn’t give, at some point in 
all the negotiations, vou will be 
intimately engaged in one or 
more of the three fundamental 
steps in getting from here to 
there: selling your present home; 
moving: buying a new _ house. 
Here’s a closer look now at the 
ways you can simplify each 
phase. 


Selling your home 


What you want to avoid most is 
leaving an unsold house behind 
when you finally are pressed to 
begin work at your new post. For 
two—and_ possibly three—rea- 
sons. 

You don’t want to get strapped - 
by two monthly mortgage pay- 
ments (or mortgage plus rent). 
An empty, unfurnished house is, 
of all sales, the most difficult for 
a broker to make. And if you’re 
like most couples swept up in a 
transfer, you need the equity 
from your first house to buy a 
new one. 

At the same time, no one would 
fault you for wanting as large a 
return on your investment in 
house number one as you can get. 
Opposing that thought, if there 
were ever a need to be realistic 
about pricing your home, it’s 
now. Unless your company is one 
that pays you the equity in your 
home if you haven’t sold it with- 
in a predetermined period of time, 
holding out for top price doesn’t 
make much sense at the present 
time. But you shouldn’t lose 
money on the deal, either. 

Your wisest solution is to turn 
over the job of selling the house 
to a professional as soon as pos- 
sible. A good Realtor can (a) 
help you find that “realistic” 
price and (b) get it for you. 

Second, request that your home 
be placed on a multiple listing. 
This intra-community service puts 
the selling facts about your home 
before the largest number of 
brokers in your area. This step 
also gets the facts to brokers who 
are seeking a house for trans- 
ferees coming into your com- 
munity.

1. Clean it up. Unfortunate- 
y, not even a very logical excuse 
or having a messy house—illness 
n the family, for example—gets 
hrough to the average buyer. 
What he sees in untidy floors and 
soiled curtains is a house that has 
wrobably been permitted to de- 
eriorate badly in areas that don’t 
how it. In short, disorder and 
lirt turn buyers into lookers. 

Go at the job of sprucing up 
he house as if it were 
‘leaning time. Look candidly at 
he hall leading to the childrens’ 
‘ooms (finger marks?), the wall 
yehind the range, closet floors, 
surfaces around doorknobs and 
cabinet pulls. 

Should you spend money send- 
ng carpets out for cleaning or 
eupholstering a worn chair? 
Probably not. Unless fabrics and 
ugs are hopelessly spotted, vac- 
juming or, at most, a home sham- 
pooing is all that’s needed. Few 
duyers inspect closely. It’s their 
fleeting impression — that

2. Next, clean out. When you 
move, you'll probably toss out old 
clothes, a wagon with one wheel 
missing, ice skates that no longer 
fit anyone and empty hat boxes. 
Don’t wait. Do it now. Attack the 
closets, cupboards, basement and 
attic storage areas. Make these 
spaces look roomy once again. 
A jammed-full-of-junk closet, no 


matter how large, looks inade- 
quate to a buyer. 
Finally, put your lawn, gar- 


dens, trees and shrubs in trim 
shape. A buyer’s first impression, 
as he looks at your house from 
the street, is often the strongest 


influence on his opinion. And 
don’t neglect outbuildings. A ga- 


rage or tool shed is less impor- 
tant than the house and property. 
But an interested prospect will 
get around eventually to viewing 
these enclosures. Make 
clean and neat. 

3. If you're in doubt about 
spending money to remodel your 
house before selling it, don’t. 
Nearly all experienced brokers 
advise against major remodeling 
of any kind at this time. The in- 
fluence of a new kitchen or bath 
on prospective buyers is doubt- 
ful at best. Instead of spending 
money to glamorize your home, 
put cash and whatever personal 
effort you can contribute toward 
repairing minor breakdowns. 
Sometimes, one loose porch step 
is more damaging to a_buyer’s 
good opinion than the lack of a 
tub in the bath or a dishwasher

“You can never be absolutely 
certain whether people are in 
society or not until you see them 
at four or five of the best 
houses.” said 19th-century  so- 
cial chronicler Ward McAllister.

To work real decorating magic, turn to 
mirrors—to widen a wall, lengthen a hall, 
push up a ceiling; to brighten a dull 

room, lighten a dark room, double the impact 
of a good room; to minimize a flaw, 
maximize a masterpiece, make any piece 
seem more important. Look at the effects of 
mirror-brewed magic in these rooms: 

To bring dimension and brightness to a dark 
sitting room in his New York brownstone, 
Designer Louis Tregre paneled the fireplace 
wall with mirror squares and rectangles. 
Adroit fitting around chimney breast and 
beams visually extends wall, window and 
ceiling, while a round mirror, in gilt frame, 
and Lucite brackets add shimmering sparkle. 
To camouflage an awkward corner in the 
apartment of Louis Mallas, Designer David 
Barrett reflected it out of existence. 

A steel-framed, mirrored cube table sits in 
front of the shining corner, further 
lengthened by a mirrored screen. Together, 
they take away all feeling of boxiness 

and create endless vistas of light 

flowing around the corner and beyond. 

To dress up a dressing area, Designer Robert 
Scana of W & J Sloane mirrored the make-up 
wall in the bedroom of Mr. and Mrs. Calvin 
Haddad's apartment. The dazzling 

mirror gives relief from an over-all flower 
patterning and becomes a decorative as well 
as functiona! element with mirrored molding 
that echoes the lines of the headboards.

THE BASICS OF — 


MIRRORS... from functional looking glass 


Silvery, shiny foil. Polished chrome 
and gleaming stainless. Sheer Lu- 
cite and a resurgence of the look 
of the 30s. What could be a more 
natural adjunct to these decorating 
trends of recent times than a re- 
vival of man’s eternal fascination 
with mirrors? And mirrors are defi- 
nitely back in—if they’ve ever real- 
ly been out. 

Narcissus, that mythical lad of 
great conceit, supposedly began 
the looking glass bit when he fell 
in love with his own reflection 
in a pool of water—although the 
origins of the first real mirror 
are buried along with the first man 
who saw his own image looking 
back at him. But we do know the 
ancient Etruscans had some sort 
of mirror and the Greeks and 
Romans carried their polished 
metal discs wherever they spread 
their civilizations. 

We know that the 16th-century 
Venetians gave the greatest impe- 
tus to glass mirrors—and so 
guarded their process of backing 
glass with a tin/mercury amalgam 


that the state sent hired killers 
after any workman who carried the 
secret to another country. We know 
that the French introduced plate 
glass in 1691 and that true silver- 
ing of glass—chemically deposit- 
ing a reflective metal on glass— 
was discovered in 1835 by a Ger- 
man, Baron Justus von Liebig. 

We know too of one Benjamin 
Rush, who advised American fron- 
tiersmen in 1789 to leave behind 
‘‘several expensive parts of house- 
hold furniture for which he will 
have no use in the woods, such as 
a large looking glass.’’ But his 
seems to be about the only pub- 
lished statement against mirrors, 
and they were for centuries a 
prized possession of the very 
wealthy. In the estate left by the 
French minister Colbert in 1683, 
the value of a 26 by 46-inch Vene- 
tian mirror was listed at 8,016 
livres and a painting by Raphael at 
3,000 livres. 

Throughout those generations, 
however, mirrors were considered 
primarily functional, and their dec- 








orative value was dependent on the 
style, quality and material in the 
frames around them. !t was up to 
modern mirror-makers to develop 
the potential of the mirror and to 


modern usages to turn mirrors — 


into a magical decorating tool. 
Mirrors have a depth foil! lacks, 
a softness missing in wood, an 
elegance chrome and steel can’t 
quite reach. Mirrors can comple- 
ment, compound and give relief 
from the great graphics, can fit 
into any color scheme. Mirrors may 
break, but they will not peel, fade, 
rust, soil or shrink—and a new 
process, coating jolyester film 
with aluminum, is even supposed 
to produce mirrors that are shat- 
terproof.

Acid Etch. Process of producing a 
design on glass using acids; may 
involve frosted surface treatment 
or deep etch. 

Antique Mirror. Decorative mirror 
treated for smoky or shadowy ef- 
fect; may include veining. 
Beveled Edge. Tapered polished 
edge; from YW to 114 inches. 
Clean-Cut Edge. Natural edge left 
when glass is cut. Should not be 
left exposed in installation. 
Concave Mirror. Surface slightly 
bent and depressed; tends to mag- 
nify reflected items or images. 
Convex Mirror. Surface slightly 
bent and raised to increase area 
being reflected. 

Cut-Size Mirror. Mirror cut to spe- 
cific size or pattern; supplied with- 
out hardboard backing. 
Electro-Plated Copper Backing. 
Process of copper-plating to pro- 
tect silver and assure good adher- 
ence of backing paint. 

Engraving. The cutting of a design 
on back or face of mirror, usually 
by hand. 

Float Glass. Formed by process of 
floating molten glass over molten 
metal; considered interchangeable 
with plate glass. 

Ground Edge. Edge ground to 
satin-smooth finish. 

Mitre-Cutting. Wheel-cutting of 
straight lines to form a design; 
either satin or polished finish. 
Plate Glass. Flat glass with both 
surfaces ground and polished to 
eliminate distortion; used for mir- 
rors of highest quality. 

Polished Edge. Edge polished to 
smooth surface; in round (‘‘pen- 
cil’) or three-sided (‘‘flat polish’’) 
contour. 

Sand Blasting. Cutting of designs 
by stream of sand, usually pro- 
jected by air. 

Seamed Edge. Sharp edges re- 
moved by abrasive belt; contour 
similar to that of ground edge. 
Shadow Box Mirror. Mirror bor- 
dered or framed at an angle on all 
or some sides by other mirrors, 
allowing multiple reflections. 
Sheet Glass. Glass drawn in sheets 
from molten batch. Since surfaces 
are not ground or polished, the 
“drawing’’ creates waviness and 
distortions of reflections. 

Silk screen. Stencil application of 
design before silvering. 

Silvering. Applying metallic coating 
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on glass to give it the reflective 
qualities of a mirror. 
Tempered Glass. Glass treated for 


“extra durability, safety, hardness. 


Transparent Mirror. First-surface 
mirror with thin film of reflective 
coating. Viewer can see through 
mirror as through transparent 
glass; subject looks into mirror. 
Venetian Mirror. Unframed wall 
mirror with back mounting and 
hangers, available in beveled or 
polished edge. (Not to be confused 
with Venetian-style frame, referring 
to decorative style.) 


Installation methods... 


Back-up wall surface must be 
smooth, firm and dry. In new con- 
struction or places of high humid- 
ity, a few minutes spent sizing the 
wall with shellac or asphalt may 
save cost of replacing a mirror. 
Space should be left between mir- 
ror and wall for ventilation. (If you 
use self-stick mirror tiles, check 
label for effects of varying tem- 
peratures and humidity and for 
proper installation method.) 

The most commonly used _in- 
stallation techniques are: 
With hangers, affixed to back of 
mirror. Heavy picture hooks or wire 
used for wall mounting. 
With clips, affixed to wall or door 
by screws. Metal clips frequently 
attached to metal strap on wall for 
wall mounting. 
With harness straps, attached to 
mirror by clips at top and bottom, 
mounted onto wall by heavy brads 
or picture hooks. 
With metal channels, attached to 
door or wall; mirror slides in. 
With rosettes or buttons, fitted 
into open-mouthed screw through 
hole drilled in mirror; sold with 
special screws and flat washers. 
With mastic, adhesive applied to 
back of mirror. Mastic should cov- 
er at least 25 percent of mirror 
area, in sunburst pattern. As a 
safety precaution, clips or molding 
recommended around mirror pe- 
rimeter. Installation is permanent.

Creativity can be a frightening 
word. When you do something } 
“creative,” you are, in a sense, | 
asking for the artistic judgment 
of family, friends and even 
strangers. Who needs it? Most of 
what you do is for yourself: If 
there is satisfaction in it, that’s 
what you want. If not, why do it? | 
House Beautiful suggests you 
find a “project.” A project is any- | 
thing you want to do, and if oth- 
ers call it “creative,” that’s fine, 
but that’s not the real point. 
What’s important is what happens 
inside you. Are you really in- 
volved in it? Does it present you 
with new problems? Do you find 
a carry-over of satisfaction? 
The new year is a perfect time 
to find a project, not so much 
because of the traditional new-re- 
solve, but because, from a prac- 
tical point of view, there’s an ac- 
tivity vacuum after the holidays. 
And if you don't fill it with some- 
thing positive, you could get a 
very bad case of the Januaries. 
To prove that a project can be 
almost anything, we’re suggesting 
seven quite different ones. Some 
are traditional crafts, newly ap- 
plied; others, original thoughts. 
Some are long on imagination; 
others, on hammering and stitch- 
ing. They’re here mostly to start 
you thinking. We’d much rather

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efinishing old furniture—found, 
pass-along, Salvation Army, unclaimed rail- 
way—has never gone out of vogue. Then, 
what’s new here? That today people are refin- 
ishing with marvelous flair, a keen awareness 
of the rococo, a sense of humor, an artist’s 
eye. To amplify the point, we asked three tal- 
ented people to transform the stacked-for- 
trash-pickup pile below into functional, spir- 
ited pieces. New York Decorator Malcolm 
Bancroft made over the old library table and 
chair; Boston Decorator Sims Murray brought 
to life the dry sink and chest, and another 
Bostonian, Roger Lussier (owner of a custom 
frame shop), applied fabric to a weary mirror. 
Herein they share their secrets. 

To wit: Before all else, one must remove 
the old coating(s). This is the grubbiest part 
of the process, but it must be done. If the old 
wood is covered by paint, use nonflammable 
paint remover. Follow directions scrupulous- 
ly. Work in a well-ventilated, relatively cool. 
draftless spot. Spread newspapers on_ the 
floor (unless you want to gunk it up, too). 


To get paint out of crevices or carvings, 
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scrub with a stiff-bristled brush. Clean and 
sand the wood as directed on the paint re- 
mover label. Always work with the wood 
grain. 

To strip old shellac or varnish, float wood 
alcohol over the surface; wait a few moments; 
rub away the lifted finish with medium-grade 
steel wool dipped in the alcohol. Then clean 
the wood with a soft rag dipped in alcohol. 
Let it dry, then sand with fine paper. 

Old paint had covered the chair and table. 
Over the bared wood, Bancroft applied one 
coat of white primer; then high-gloss enam- 
hot 


pink, pineapple. A penetrating stain had cov- 


els in custom-mixed colors: lettuce, 
ered the chest and dry sink. To prevent the 
remnants of stain from “bleeding” through 
the new coatings, Murray first applied a thin 
sealer coat of shellac; then an acrylic enamel 
undercoat and gloss enamels. Lussier put a 
white primer coat over the cleaned frame (to 
prevent wood color showing through).

fresh new backdrop. Or, if you prefer, you 
can stencil just part of a floor—perhaps an 





alcove or dining area—or design a pattern to 
edge a fireplace or bay window or to empha- 
size a particular piece of furniture. 

One of the best ways to think up a good 
stencil design is simply to pattern it after 
shapes you like in a room. For this sunny, 
countrified bedroom, far right, actually in a 
city apartment, Cile Lord of Bishop & Lord 
designed a special “Trellis” stencil pattern 
that both imitates the crisscross lines of the 
arched window lattice and complements the 
curlicues of the interesting West Indian bed- 
frame. The entire wall-to-wall pattern of tri- 
angles inside squares was made by painting 
just one nine-inch-square stencil (see drawing, 
lower right) angled in four different directions. 

To copy this pattern on any wood floor, fol- 
low these step-by-step directions: 

1. Sand floor to remove wax, varnish or old 
finish. Keep free of soot, dust and marks

socks or stocking feet, not shoes.) 

2. Prepare the floor background one of three 
ways: Leave it natural wood, stain it or cover 
it with flat or semigloss paint—acrylic, latex 
or oil-based. (Here. it was painted white. ) 

3. Divide the floor into nine-inch squares. 
(Use a plumbline, available in any hardware 
store. Two people hold either end of the line 
while a third plucks the middle to make mea- 
suring chalk marks.) If your floor is made up 
of nine-inch parquet tiles, it’s premeasured. 

|. Next, draw a nine-inch square exactly in 
the middle of a 15-inch square of waxed sten- 
cil paper, available in any art store. (This 
leaves three inches of leeway space on each 
edge when you roll paint across the pattern. ) 
To outline the stencil shapes, draw one right- 
angle triangle one-half inch in from the edge 
in each corner of the nine-inch square. The 
two short sides of the triangle should each 
measure 2! inches. To make the long hexag- 
onal shape, draw lines to connect the base 
angles of two triangles that are catty-cor- 
nered to each other.

magenta. The simplest basic stitches are used 
—outline, satin and French knot—but worke 
plumply, so the embroidery acquires an im- 
portant sculptural dimension. The pattern 
comes marked on the felt of your color 
choice, with explicit directions for embroi- 
dering it in the exact tints and shades the 
designer envisioned, but you can feel free as 
a hummingbird to whip it up in any colors 
your fancy fancies. (Yarns are specified but 
not included in the kit because we think it’s 
more economical to buy your own.) 

As our sketches show, the pattern is di- 
mensioned to adapt to any size headboard. 
It comes stamped on lengths of felt 56 inches 
wide, 48 inches long. One length, i.e., one kit, 
covers a twin-size headboard. For a king-size 
headboard, as shown opposite. two lengths are 
needed. then joined to become 72 inches wide, 
For a double bed, two lengths are needed, one 
12-inch flower panel is clipped off, and the 
remaining felt is joined to become 60 inches 
wide.

Brioches 

‘Our recipe is for a true brioche, that is. 
without milk and with a high proportion 
cof eggs and butter to the amount of flour. 
‘Hence its wonderfully buttery taste and 
light and superb texture. 

In France, brioches are served for 
breakfast, plain or with jam, and they are 
delicious at teatime. Miniature brioches 
stuffed with caviar or foie gras make an 
extravagant hors d’oeuvre, and a grosse 
‘brioche is often used as you would a vol- 
au-vent, hollowed out, then filled with 
ssauced foods such as sweetbreads or 
chicken. A fresh, slightly warm sliced 
brioche served with Créme Anglaise or 
‘ice cream makes a memorable dessert. 


2 packages active dry yeast 

2 teaspoons sugar 

‘7 whole eggs at room temperature 

4 cups unsifted all-purpose flour 

2 teaspoons salt 

‘1% cups (3 sticks) butter or 
margarine, softened 


‘Combine yeast and sugar in the bowl of 
the electric mixer. Add eges, one at a 
time, and beat at medium speed with the 
whip until the yeast has completely dis- 
solved. And 2 cups of the flour, the salt 
‘and butter or margarine, and continue 
beating at low speed for about five min- 
vutes. Replace the whip with the dough 
shook and add remaining flour. Knead at 
low speed until the dough is shiny and 
elastic and will drop from the hook almost 
‘intact. Brush the top of the dough with 
‘melted butter. Cover with a fresh dish 


towel and place in a warm spot, out of 
drafts, until the dough has doubled in 
size. Punch down and refrigerate, cov- 
ered, overnight. 

This amount of brioche will make two 
braids, four dozen petites brioches a téte 
(little brioches with a head) or one 
grosse brioche a téte and 12 petites bri- 
oches a téte or approximately three dozen 
medium brioches. 

Brioches are usually baked in fluted 
molds: six-cup size for the big brioches: 
21-inch fluted pans for the miniatures: 
3°4-inch fluted pan or muffin tins for 
medium or standard size, or anything of 
comparable size that is ovenproof. 

When the brioche is taken from the re- 
frigerator, it will soften rather fast, so 
you should work quickly to form the 
dough into the shape you want. 

To make and bake braids: Take half the 
dough and divide’ it into three parts. 
Then, with lightly floured hands on a 
lightly floured board or pastry cloth, 
stretch each part into a long roll. Braid 
the rolls together and pinch ends to seal. 
Place on a large ungreased baking sheet. 
Cover and allow to rise in a warm place, 
free from drafts, until double in size 
(about one hour). Paint with an egg 
yolk beaten with one teaspoon of water. 

Bake in a preheated 375° oven for 20 
to 30 minutes or until a rich gold and a 
toothpick inserted in the center comes 
out dry. Cool on a wire rack. Serve plain 
or finished with sugar glaze.

DO YOU SPEAK BASIC CHAMPAGNE? 








By ROBERT J. MISCH ( To many an 
American, Champagne is not just wine. 
The sturdy green-black bottle with its 
wired cork is a status symbol, the em- 
bodiment of all celebrations, occasions 
and events transcending the usual. Peo- 
ple who drink no other wine at any other 
time consider Champagne an indispens- 
ible ingredient of a proper New Year’s, 
Christmas, wedding, birthday or other 
celebration. 

What is this elixir? Where does the 
sparkling magic come from? 

When grapes are pressed and the juice 
extracted, yeast goes to work on the 
sugar content and converts it to alcohol, 
loosing vast amounts of carbon dioxide 
in the process. If some of this gas is 
captured in a bottle, it remains captive 
until poured out—to the accompaniment 
of loud huzzas—as the most exciting 
(and expensive) bubbles in the world. 

There are a number of ways to 
achieve this. The first, time-honored— 
and to the French the only—way is 
called “bottle fermented” or méthode 
champenoise. In this process, after one 
fermentation, a second is induced inside 
the corked bottle. This is a long, difh- 
cult, laborious procedure, but to the con- 
noisseur there is no other. 

In this country, the better Champagnes 
are made in the traditional way, but 
there are three quicker and 
(therefore less expensive) 


easier 
procedures 
in regular use. In descending order 
of excellence, these are: 1) The Transfer 
process. 2) The Charmat (or Bulk) 
process. 3) Carbonation. In the Trans- 


fer system, Champagne is fermented in 
the bottle in the traditional method, but 
instead of removing the impurities from 
the bottle by hand, the bottles are 
emptied into pressure tanks, where the 
impurities are precipitated out by cold. 
The wine is then rebottled in new glass. 

The Charmat process ferments the 
Champagne directly in the pressure tank 
and then proceeds as in the Transfer 
system. Carbonation is no different from 
the system used to make soft drinks— 
injecting carbon dioxide and capturing 
the effervescence by cork or cap. 

Three areas—the Champagne district 
of France and the states of California 
and New York in this country—are the 
prime sources of the Champagnes you'll 
drink. (The United States approves the 
use of the word “Champagne” when 
preceded by a place name, such as Cali- 
fornia, New York or Ohio. The French 
take a very dim view of this.) 

Which for you? The choice is primar- 
ily one of taste—and cost. Some perfec- 
tionists insist that the tops in price is 
the tops in taste. Well, no one can say 
that the costly bottles are not superb, but 
there are many others that may suit 
you very well. First, a few pointers: 

1. All Champagne is made from a 
cuvée (a mix) of black and white grapes 
—more black than white—except the 
special, and more expensive, Blane de 
Blancs (all white). 

2. Every Champagne producer has its 
own taste “style” to which it blends, so 
you will want to experiment to find the 
one or ones you prefer.

3. A “vintage” Champagne is made 


only in years of exceptional grape excel- 
lence and is always more expensive. A 
non-vintage (often called NV) by a 
producer who knows his business can 
often be excellent. 

4. Brut is the word for driest—then 
Extra Sec, Sec, Demi-Sec, Doux in 
ascending order of sweetness. Don’t be 
intimidated by the American penchant 
for dryness. Americans often talk dry 
but drink sweeter. 

5. The French Champagnes listed be- 
low are all “Grandes Marques” bottlings 
—the well-known names, the established 
producers. There are many others quite 
legitimately French Champagnes—pri- 
vate labels, specials, less well-known 
brands. Some can be very good; some 
not so. It is worth experimenting. 

6. Where more than one _ bottle is 
called for, a heroic magnum (equiva- 
lent to two bottles) or even a jeroboam 
(four bottles) often will prove a con- 
versation piece—and wine keeps better. 

7. The 1964s are the current “vin- 
tage” wines you'll find in the stores, al- 
though some 1961 and 1962 bottles are 
sull about. Normally, no Champagne 
should be over 10 years of age. 

8. The color for almost all Cham- 
pagne is, of course, white or yellow- 
white. There is some pink Champagne 
made, either by mixing in a bit of red 
wine, or, more frequently, by leaving 
the red grape skins in the vat just long 
enough to tint the wine. Many people 
think the pink is gay and festive, though 
the taste varies very little.

Butter: prima donna

And rightly so, because there is no sub- 
tute. Buy sweet butter rather than salted because salt is added 
ly to act as a preservative and salted butter may not always be 
ish. Sweet butter, on the other hand, gives away its age by turn- 
r rancid. 

Clarified butter is nothing more than ordinary butter that has 
en heated until the butter melts and the milky residue (the milk 
ids) has sunk to the bottom of the pan. The clear yellow liquid 
it sits on top is clarified butter. Classically, it is used to 
tke Hollandaise, Béarnaise and Choron sauces, among others, and 
is often called for in sautéing (chicken breasts, for example) 
eause clarified butter does not burn as readily as unclarified 
tter. Butter is so versatile it often is used for three different 
rposes in the same sauce: to thicken it with either a roux or a 
urre manié; to enrich it by adding little “nuts” of butter; to 
at the surface of the sauce to prevent a skin from forming.

To make and bake a grosse bri- 
oche a téte: You need a six-cup 
fluted mold. Take two-thirds of 
the dough. With lightly floured 
hands, roll into a large ball. It 
should be of a size to fill the tin 
two-thirds full. Place in the pre- 
pared tin. Make a deep indenta- 
tion in the center of the ball, 
brush the hollow with cold water. 
Press another ball, about the size 
of an egg, into the indentation to 
make the téte, Cover lightly and 
allow to rise in a warm place, 
away from drafts, until double 
in size.

Croissants 


1 package active dry yeast 

1 tablespoon sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

214 to 3 cups unsifted,

Combine yeast, sugar, salt and 
flour in the bowl of the electric 
mixer.

utes in the refrigerator. Turn out 
of the bowl onto a lightly floured 
pastry cloth. 

Now we come to the important 
steps that are the secret to a flaky 
croissant and are much the same 
as those used in making Paté 
Feuilletée (puff pastry). (See 
House Beautiful, March, 1969. ) 

Shape the dough into a flat cyl- 
inder and roll into a long, neat 
strip, approximately 18 by 6 inch- 
es, ¥-inch thick. Now make the 
first “turn” by folding the dough 
in three, starting at the narrow 
end. Place the dough with nar- 
row end parallel to the table, roll 
again into a long strip and make 
a second “turn,” folding as before. 
Wrap the dough in foil and chill 
for one hour. Roll out again on a 
lightly floured board, make a third 
“turn” exactly as you did the first 
two. Wrap in foil and chill at least 
two hours or overnight. Like puff 
pastry, croissant dough benefits by 
a long rest in the cold refrigera- 
tor and is much easier to work. 

To make and bake the crois- 
sants: Unwrap the dough and di- 
vide into three pieces. Roll and 
shape one piece at a time, refrig- 
erating the remainder. Roll one 
piece out on a lightly floured 
board into a 12-inch circle. Us- 
ing a sharp knife, cut into eight 
exact pie-shaped pieces. Take 
one piece at a time and brush 
only the point with some of the 
egg mixture. Starting at the wide 
end, roll up each piece tightly. 
Pinch the ends together to seal. 
Place on lightly greased bak- 
ing sheets with the point under- 
neath. Bend the two ends to make 
crescents. Brush with the egg 
mixture. When all the croissants 
are made and glazed, set aside in 
a warm place, free from drafts, 
until dough has almost doubled 
and feels very light and springy. 

Bake in a preheated 475° oven 
for 12 to 15 minutes or until crois- 
sants are golden. Cool on a wire 
rack for 10 to 15 minutes before 
serving. Makes about 24. 

Note: Croissants are at their 
best when eaten fresh. If you wish 
to make them ahead, let them 
cool. Then wrap properly and 
freeze. To thaw, place frozen 
croissants on a baking sheet in 
a 400° oven for about five min- 
utes and serve immediately.

Punch down and turn out 
on a lightly floured pastry cloth. 

Divide dough in half. With a 
rolling pin covered with a lightly 
floured stocking, roll each half in- 
to a flat eight-inch circle. Place 
on two greased baking sheets. Us- 
ing a three-inch cookie cutter or a 
heavy tumbler, cut out a center 
round so you have a large ring 
(the round can also be baked on 
the sheet along with the ring).

To bake, prick top of dough in 
several places with the tines of a 
fork.

Slash 
the tops of the loaves in two or 
three places with a knife. Brush 
with egg white. Place in a cold 
oven, then set the oven at 400°. 
Place a pan of boiling water on 
the bottom shelf of the oven. Bake 
until crusty—40 to 50 minutes. 
The crust will not be very brown 
but rather lightly tinged. 

Variation: Sprinkle the tops of 
the loaves with sesame seeds or 
poppy seeds just before baking.

What is fondue? : 


A famous Swiss dish composed of grated natural Swiss cheese 
(either Gruyére or Emmenthal or a combination of both), 
a whisper of garlic, pepper, dry white wine and kirsch. The 
fondue is cooked in an earthenware or glazed iron casserole, 
then set on the table over a heating element. Hard-crust 
French or Italian bread, cut in bite-sized cubes, is speared on 
a fork (preferably long). then dipped into the bubbling mix- 
ture. Good hot tea with an occasional sip of kirsch always 
accompanies a fondue in a Swiss home. The American version 
of this great, classic dish is an uninspired casserole consist- 
ing of milk, bread crumbs, grated cheese, whole eggs and 
seasonings, baked in the oven. By what legerdemain Beef 
Fondue, sometimes called fondue Bourguignonne, got into the 
picture remains a mystery, since fondue (from fondre) means 
“to melt.” The one common denominator is that you eat it 
as you do fondue. Thus, spear cubes of raw beef on long 
forks and cook it to your taste at the table, in bubbling oil. 
It is served with condiments such as chili sauce, mayonnaise 
or mustard. But there is also Fondue Orientale, which calls 
for four different meats cooked in a rich broth, Fondue aux 
Fruits de Mer, which is a fish fondue, and finally, there is 
a Fondue Chocolat, invented by Konrad Egli, patron of New 
York’s well-known Chalet Suisse.

How do you choose a fresh coconut? 


Food for Us All, the 1969 Yearbook of Agriculture, says, 
“Good coconuts are relatively easy to select. Shake the coconut 
to determine if it has a large amount of ‘milk.’

Books and booklets 
for dedicated 
bread bakers 


Although many good cookbooks 
cover breads, in one form or an- 


other, we are familiar with 
only one that is devoted exclu- 
sively to bread, A World of 


Bread by Dolores Casella (David 
White). However, Paula Peck’s 
excellent book, The Art of Fine 
Baking (Simon and _ Schuster) 
includes “ta few breads and many 
coffee cakes.” A fascinating little 
paperback, Cooking with Bread 
by Adelaide Hechtlinger ($1, 
Stephen Greene Press) is a mar- 
velous idea. It has nothing what- 
soever to do with making bread 
but rather how to use bread in 
cooking. With this in your kitch- 
en, you will never—and you'll 
never want to—waste a crumb of 
bread again. Fleischmann’s New 


Treasury of Yeast Baking is, in- 
deed, a treasury with extremely 
detailed information on _ yeast 
cookery and many _ beautifully 
tested recipes.

How to knead bread by hand 


Although kneading can be done 
effortlessly in an electric mixer 
with dough hook attachment, be- 
ginners should learn to knead by 
hand so they know how the 
dough should feel and_ look. 
Many experienced bread bakers 
actually prefer to knead by hand 
because they get such pleasure 
out of manipulating the dough. 
Besides, as a wag once remarked, 
“It is a perfectly marvelous ex- 
ercise for both of you. 





Kneading tis simply mixing and blending by hand dough that is too 
stiff to mix any other way. Top left: Remove any dangly jewelry 
and rings, except a plain wedding band. Turn the dough out on a 
floured board or floured pastry cloth. Top. right: Flour your 
hands and flatten the dough. Next, prick up the edges of dough 
farthest from you and fold it in half toward you. Bottom left: 
Using the heels of your hands, press down two or three times, 
pushing the dough away from you with a rolling motion. Turn the 
dough a quarter of the way around, fold it, press and push again. 
Repeat this turning, folding, pressing and pushing until the 
dough becomes satiny smooth and elastic. Bottom right: When 
dough has been kneaded for about 10 minutes, shape into a neat 
ball, place in a greased bowl, cover with a fresh dish towel 
and put in a warm place, free from drafts. At this point fermenta- 
tion starts. When enough gas has been produced through the fer- 
menting process, it will puff the dough up to double its original size.

5. Next, lay the design on 
glass and, using a razor blade or 


mat knife, cut out the three 
shapes you have drawn. 
6. When ready to paint, fix 


the stencil with masking tape to 
the precise middle of the floor so 
rows of the design will radiate 
evenly out toward the walls of 
the room. 

7. Then roll the mohair paint 
roller, coated with a very small 
amount of paint, across the cut- 
out stencil pattern. (Use a flat 


or semi-gloss latex or oil-based 
paint, thinned with water or tur- 
pentine, respectively, so it will 
dry quickly. 

8. Lift up the stencil, position 
it correctly and tape it to the 
next square you plan to paint. 
(You may want to skip a square 
so the edges of the stencil paper 
don’t smear a square you've just 
done. ) 

Repeat steps 7 and 8 until you 
have stenciled as much area as 
you want to cover.

Computerized plants 


The American Horticultural So- 
ciety has recently received a 
grant from the Longwood Foun- 
dation of Wilmington. Del., to ex- 
pand its work of collecting ba- 
sic horticultural information on 
America’s. different types of 


plants into a central data bank. 

The grant of nearly $300,000 
is the second the Society has re- 
ceived from Longwood for the de- 
velopment of its Plant Records 
Center, where electronic data 
processing techniques developed 
for the field of horticulture are 
being used in recording, storing 
and retrieving information. 

In accepting the grant for the 
Board of the Society, President 
Fred C. Galle said, “The Long- 
wood Foundation’s first grant of 
$90,000 in 1968 gave us the op- 
portunity to prove the practi- 
cality of this method of horticul- 
tural record-keeping. The famous 
plant collections of Longwood 
Gardens at Kennett Square, Pa.. 
are now the first collections in 
the world, to our knowledge, to 
have been transferred to an auto- 
mated recording system. 

“This second Longwood grant 
enables the Society to bring the 
modern plant records method to 
a representative group of public 
arboreta and botanic gardens. 

“The Longwood trustees, whose 
funding will relieve institutions 
of the capital outlay cost of en- 
coding their collections into the 
Society’s data bank, see in this 
work a public service which will 
benefit all areas of horticulture. 

“The data bank will house in- 
formation valuable to a _ large 
cross section of our population. 
including chemists. medical re- 
searchers, amateur gardeners and 
professional horticulturists.” 

This pioneering work of the 
Society has been carried on at 
its Plant Records Center at Lima, 
Pa., established in July, 1968. 
Robert D. MacDonald is director 
of both the Center and the John J. 
Tyler Arboretum, where the Cen- 
ter is housed. @

Hotel, which tips its architectural 
hat at all eras from the 17th-cen- 
tury to no-nonsense motel mod- 
ern.

Our shining moment of gran- 
deur arrived when we climbed up 
into a yellow Rolls Royce circa 
1930 and as much as_ stopped 
trafic on Windsor High Street. 
Instant grande dame, that was us.

there on the streets. How we 
wished we'd been wearing a mon- 
umental hat and could salute our- 
admirers with a white-gloved 
hand!

For a moment, keep in mind: 

e A computer firm in Los Angeles. 

¢ A plywood manufacturer in New York. 
e A steel producer in Pittsburgh. 

e A panel maker in Los Angeles. 

e An appliance company in Louisville. 
e A designer in Houston. 

Now add to this list over 30 more 
key suppliers, a talented land planner. 
a good decorator and a_ first-rate 
builder and wrap it up with the city 
administration of Houston, a manage- 
ment consultant. the Shell Oil Co. and 
House Beautiful. 

And yet this group, so large, diverse. 
its members properly concerned with 
promoting their own products and 
services, cooperated beautifully to erect 





a demonstration house—on time—in 
Houston, Texas. 

They did, and much more than that, 
they stirred into this mix their own 
individually nurtured ideas to produce 
a larger concept. Though the house is 
well-designed and easy and comfortable 
to live in (as you'll see on the following 
pages). it is this new concept that 
excites the building professionals. And 
it is this concept that could satisfy your 
needs for a house at a price lower than 
equivalent model homes available to 
you now. 

Moreover, a good builder in your 
own community can put up such a 
house, with but two significant changes 
in his operation: The job will take less 
time and call for less labor. Both 
reductions save money. Together, these 
savings account for 90 percent of the 
reason this home will cost less than 
competing models. 

Consider time first. Speculative 
single-family homes built conventionally 
in Houston now take from 120 to 150 
days to complete, from the first bite of 
the bulldozer blade to delivery of the 
front-door key. Westchester Corp., the 
builder of this house, completed it in 
36 days. And this was accomplished 
under trying conditions: bad weather, 
late shipments, damaged materials— 
ordinary ingredients for a_ first-time- 
anywhere house. Scheduled construction 
time was 23 days, and the builder is 
completely convinced this can be met 
and quite possibly cut still further. 

This saving of some 90 days of 
construction time is reflected in costs. 
It precipitates a substantial cash re- 
duction on interest for interim finane- 
ing. This is money the builder borrows 
for construction (current rate is around 
11 percent in Houston). Savings abound 
also in labor costs (presently about 
$4.50 an hour for skilled work in 
Houston). Normally a crew of carpen- 
ters would take at least two days to cut 
and nail the wall framing for this house. 
But since there is no wall framing, the 
time for that job was cut to zero. Or 
match a week-long stint of putting in 
perimeter foundations and _ footings 
against simple concrete piers for this 
house—finished in two days. Or the 
pouring. reinforcing and curing of a 
concrete slab (one week) compared to 
steel girders and joists over the piers 
(one day). 

All of this came about for several 
reasons: the use of an electronic com- 
puter. selection of finished and dry 
materials wherever possible and a 





construction 
schedule. Taken one at a time: 


carefully pre - planned 

The computer represents the newest 
and most glamorous addition to home 
construction. In fact. in Houston. the 
house is called “The Computer House.” 
Before explaining what it does do, what} 
it does not do is design the house. The 
designer, Roger Rasbach Associates of 
Houston, was totally responsible for 
the design. Rasbach and his staff used 
the computer as a tool. 

For example, before beginning con- 
struction, Rasbach wanted to know the 
potential cost difference between using 
the new steel and concrete pier foun- 
dation or a poured concrete foundation 
or a concrete block underpinning. The 
computer came back with exact figures 
for labor and materials, in Houston. 
Armed with this information, Rasbach 
chose the steel system, because the total 
in-place costs were less. When an 
esthetic selection was needed, Rasbach 
had the option of going to higher- 
priced material if he thought the house 
would look better for it. 

Using a computer, a designer can} 
still make a personal selection, but he 
makes it on the basis of facts, not. 
estimates, or worse, guesses. 

Then, building panels—which make 
up the walls and roof in this house—} 
represent quite a time saving. They take/ 
the place of conventional stud walls and) 
roof framing, plus the  insulation,| 
ceiling, wallboard, siding and sheathing. 
Each panel is a “sandwich” of *g-inch 
plywood inside and out (the bread), 
and rigid foamed polyurethane within | 
(the filling). The panel arrives ready to| 
put up and is structurally load-bearing. | 

Finally. a management firm laid out) 
a “critical path” schedule before con-) 
struction began.

profit and lot price, which is currently 
running between $10,000 and $12,000 
in the areas Westchester has developed. 
This means the cost for house only (in 
Houston) would fall somewhere — be- 
tween $33,000 and $35,000. The builder 
contends that a conventionally built 
house containing 2,600 square feet, the 
interior size of this house, would have 
to be priced at about $39,000. 

This works out to a saving of approx- 
imately 12 percent, as mentioned 
earlier. The percentage figure gives you 
a guide to a price comparison in your 
own area. For example, a 2,600-square- 
foot house built conventionally in 
Greenwich, Conn., could cost as much 
as $65,000. At that level. a 12 percent 
reduction puts the price of the “Com- 
puter House” at around $58,000. 


ite planning 
that counters 
rising costs 


In every major metropolitan area of 
this country, land prices are going up. 
And that’s only part of the story. Be- 
cause developers have leap-frogged 
close-in land to reach and build on less 
expensive property, both the communi- 
ties left behind and those born anew 
are plagued with too meager a source 
for taxes. 

This house (shown in a gull’s-eye 
view at right) was designed to meet the 
land problem, rather than escape it. 
Its architectural orientation is deep, 
front to back. The house sits here on 
a 50 by 100-foot lot. It would rest 
comfortably on a 50 by 75-foot lot. 
And the land planner, Vernon Henry 
Associates of Houston, believes the size 
could be reduced to 40 by 65. feet 
without losing the ideas designed into 
plan. 

More than anything else, this is 
highly efficient use of land—because a 
house on less land costs less and because 
the strictures of a small lot have in- 
spired Rasbach and Henry to produce a 
combination of interiors and enclosed 
exteriors that increase a_ family’s 
personal freedom and privacy. 
| If there were any question in your 
‘mind, consider how much use you 
could gain from the large front court- 
yard. Then think of how families now 
use a typical front yard (other than to 
mow the grass).

individuality of a single-home owner- 
ship.

does. Suppliers, government officials, 
association executives and a number of 
local Houston builders can see it as one 
good answer to our shortage of middle- 
priced housing. And they do. But it is 
the mass of home builders—experi- 
enced, down-to-earth, unimpressed by 
gimmicks—who must be moved sufh- 
ciently to say, “I like it. I'll try out the 
concept in my own area.” 

We think a number will try it, 
although not necessarily designed ex- 
actly as you see this house (the 
computer plus panelization plus. steel 
foundation plus critical path add up to 
the same infinite number of design 
possibilities as conventional construc- 
tion). But they will use the systems 
approach to building, much as it’s done 
here. And the result could definitely be a 
well-designed, comfortable, durable house 
with a price tag lower than that of homes 
of equivalent size that are currently 
being built in a conventional manner.

ceilings give the main living area and 
the bedrooms upstairs a strong spatial 
feeling. There’s another way space 
works to a family’s advantage here. 
Observe on the first-floor plan (below 
left) how relaxed and open the living 
areas are. Standing in the rear right 
corner of the den. one has a sweeping 
view across to the back wall of the 
dining room, a distance of some 57 
feet. Yet, each space—den, living room, 
dining room—seems, when one is 
standing there, as if it were an entity, 
a whole and complete room. This is 
achieved by subtle positioning of walls, 
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stairs, balcony, exterior viewlines. The 
den can be made truly private when 
folding wood doors are drawn across 
the living room opening. Then the 
space converts to private office, guest- 
room or mother-in-law suite. with its 
own separate bath (otherwise used as 
a guest bath). Upstairs, younger mem- 
bers of the family have a wing of their 
own with a bath between the bedrooms 
and, at the other end of the hall. what 
House Beautiful has designated as a 
playroom. If needed, this room could 
convert to a bedroom, as well, pro- 
viding a total of five bedrooms in the 
house.

Sunlit and peaceful, this courtyard— 
bound by the front of the house, one side 
of the garage and an 8-ft.-high fence 
—is, more than anything else, usable. 
Compared to the patch of green before 
the average home (“groomed for the 
neighbor’s benefit,” according to Land 
Planner Vernon Henry), the quiet re- 
treat shown above and on the cover is at 
various times a solarium, party setting, 
tricycle and carriage run, outdoor dining 
stage and, always, an enrichment of the 
view from inside. A gentle spilling of 
water in a serene reflecting pool sets a 
pleasing scene by day, a romantic mood 
at night. Or the owner could have the 
pool built for swimming. If it were, the 
circular aluminum stair would lead wet 
young feet away from the main living 
areas and directly to the children’s wing.

The decision to use this material was 
based on appearance and on redwood’s 
high resistance to decay. Gates and wood 
screens are prebuilt of hemlock and ar- 
rive at the site ready to put up (the cor- 
ner of one gate is seen above right and 
on the cover). Exposed aggregate con- 
crete covers the patio, which is divided 
and rimmed with common brick, and the 
reflecting pool is built of reinforced con- 
crete.

“We never had to buy bizarre- 
shaped, custom furniture for 
our angled rooms,’ Mrs. Sim- 
mons says.

Add the salt, leek, onion, carrot, toma- 
toes, garlic, tomato paste, bouquet 
garni, pork skin, bacon, broth and 6 
cups of cold water. Bring to a boil 
slowly, reduce heat, cover and simmer 
for about 1°4 hours. At this point, 
pierce the sausage with a fork and add 
to the casserole. Cook another half-hour. 
At the same time, salt and pepper both 
the duck and the pork. Place each in 
a separate roasting pan and roast in a 
preheated 375° oven for 11% hours. 
When the beans are cooked (they 
should be tender but not mushy), turn 
off the heat. Lift the sausage, pork 
rind, bacon, onion, carrot, leek and bou- 
quet garni from the casserole into a pan. 
Cool slightly. Discard bouquet garni. 
When the duck and pork are cooked, 
pour 1% cup of the fat from the roasting 
pans into a measuring cup and _ set 
aside. Discard any extra fat. Deglaze the 
pork pan by adding a few tablespoons 
of the juice from the beans. Bring to a 
boil, then simmer, stirring together all 
the coagulated cooking juices. Add _ to 
the beans.

Allow to brown again, 
leaving the crust intact for serving. At 
the end of the cooking time, the cas- 
soulet can rest, out of the oven, for 20 
to 30 minutes before serving. 

Serve straight from the casserole, giv- 
ing each person a portion of all the var- 
ious ingredients.

114 cups dried white kidney, marrow

7-ounce can tuna, well-drained 

Minced parsley garnish

Boston Baked Beans 


Although Boston is credited with having 
originated baked beans, it actually was the 
Indians who soaked their beans (just as 
we do), then combined them with deer fat 
and onion in a stout clay pot and baked 
them overnight. The method proved to be 
a godsend to Pilgrim housewives because 
their religion forbade all worldly activities, 
even cooking, on Sunday. So the beans 
were prepared Saturday, cooked all night 
and served hot on Sunday. Eventually, 
beans became a Saturday night tradition 
in New England. 


4 cups dry white pea beans or 
Great Northern beans 

%4 pound salt pork 

1 large onion, peeled 

2 tablespoons tomato paste 

2 tablespoons cider vinegar 

Good pinch of powdered cloves 

'% cup dark molasses 
teaspoons salt 

1 generous teaspoon freshly 
ground black pepper 

1 cup dark brown sugar 


Soak the beans overnight in enough cold 
water to cover them generously. Drain, 
place in a large kettle and cover with fresh 
water by two inches. Bring to a boil slow- 
ly, reduce heat to simmer and cook gently 
until the beans are almost tender. If the 
water boils away, add more boiling water 
to keep them well covered. Drain, saving 
the cooking water. 

Meanwhile, scald the pork in boiling wa- 
ter. Cut half of it into pieces about one- 
inch square, leaving the other half whole. 

In the bottom of a large earthenware 
casserole or bean pot with a lid, place the 
onion, Add half the drained beans, then 
the cubes of pork and top with the re- 
maining beans. Place the chunk of pork on 
top. Mix together all remaining ingredi- 
ents and pour over the beans. Heat 2 cups 
of the remaining bean liquid and pour it 
over all. Cover and bake in a preheated 
250° oven for six to eight hours. Keep an 
eye on the beans. If the liquid boils away, 
add any remaining bean liquid heated to 
the boiling point. or boiling water. The 
beans must always be covered. 

During the last hour of cooking, uncover 
the pot and allow the beans to finish cook- 
ing. Do not add any more liquid during 
this time. Serve with steamed Boston 
Brown Bread (from cans) or hot rolls. 


Julia Augier’s Rice and Beans 


This is one cf those recipes that doesn’t 
spell out by name what it really is. It is a 
combination of pork, kidney beans, sea- 


sonings and tomato sauce served with 
freshly cooked rice—a hearty, good, inex- 
pensive stew right out of Puerto Rico. 


3 pounds (6 slices) of pork, cut 
off the end of the loin 

2 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 

1 very large onion, peeled and 
coarsely chopped 

1 bay leaf 

14 teaspoon thyme 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

3 8-ounce cans tomato sauce 

1 tablespoon tomato paste 

Grated rind of 1 lemon 

3 1-pound, 4-ounce cans 
kidney beans 


When you buy the meat. have the butcher 
cut out the bone, or do it yourself. Then 
cut each slice into three equal pieces, cut- 
ting off any surplus fat. 

Heat the butter and oil in a large, heavy 
skillet. When hot, sauté the meat, a few 
pieces at a time (don't crowd the pan) 
until lightly browned on both sides. After 
the meat is browned, lift it to a heavy four- 
to five-quart ovenproof casserole. 

Add the onion, bay leaf, thyme, salt, 
pepper, tomate sauce and paste and 1 
cup of water. Bring to a boil. Add the 
lemon rind and all the beans with their 
liquid. Fold the beans into the mixture 
with two spoons, taking care not to break 
the beans. Bring to a boil again. Cover 
and place in a preheated 325° oven for 
one hour or until the meat is tender when 
pierced with a fork. Taste for seasoning. 

While the beans are cooking, cook the 
rice and keep it warm. Serve the beans in 
large, heated soup bowls or plates, with 
a serving of rice. Serves about eight. 

Note: In the event any beans are left 
over, purée them to make a nice soup. 


Rosa La Cour’s Red Beans and Rice 


House Beautiful’s garden editor, Elvin 
McDonald, enjoyed this old Louisiana 


dish so much at a recent party in New 
Orleans that we wrote to Miss La Cour, 
the caterer, to ask if we might have her 
recipe. If all her cooking is as good as 
this (she caters for everything from cock- 
tails to weddings), Miss La Cour must pre- 
sent splendid fare, indeed. 


2 cups red kidney beans 

1 ham hock 

1 small onion, peeled and minced 

14 sweet green pepper, seeded 
and chopped fine 

1 rib celery, chopped fine 

1 clove garlic, peeled and minced 

Salt 


Freshly ground pepper 


Wash the beans. Piace in a large, heavy 
casserole with enough cold water to cover. 
Bring quickly to a rolling boil. Then stir 
well. When all the beans sink to the bot- 
tom of the casserole, add all remaining 
ingredients with salt and pepper to taste. 
Reduce heat to moderate and continue 
cooking until the beans are “creamy” and 
tender. Depending on the age of the beans, 
two to three hours. Taste for seasoning. 

To serve, slice the meat off the hock and 


serve with the beans and freshly cooked 
rice. Serves six to eight. 


Roasted Chicken with 
Garbanzos in the Basque Manner 


314 to 4-pound ready-to- 
cook chicken, trussed 

2 to 3 cloves garlic, peeled and split 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

Olive oil 

2 cups cooked garbanzos (chick 
peas) * 


Tuck the garlic into the cavity of the bird 
and rub ‘with salt and pepper. Coat the 
skin well with olive oil, then salt and pep- 
per. Place in a roasting pan, surround 
with the cooked garbanzos and a little of 
their cooking liquid. Roast in a preheated 
450° oven for about one hour or until the 
legs feel soft and the juices run clear 
when the leg is pierced with a fork. 

*To cook the garbanzos: Place garban- 
zos (available in stores specializing in 
Spanish foods) in a deep kettle with a 
teaspoon or so of salt and cover with luke- 
warm water. Soak overnight. The follow- 
ing day, add enough water so the peas are 
completely covered. Bring to a boil. Skim 
off any foam that rises to the surface. Keep 
skimming until the water is clear. Then 
add 1 medium onion and 1 garlic clove, 
both peeled and minced, 1 tablespoon to- 
mato paste, | bay leaf, 1 tablespoon of 
olive oil and % teaspoon rosemary. Bring 
to a boil, reduce heat to simmer, cover and 
cook for three to four hours (time depends 
on the age of the peas) or until they are 
soft. Keep covered with liquid during the 
entire cooking period. 

If canned garbanzos are used (you will 
need 3 cans), place in a heavy saucepan 
with their liquid; add 1 clove garlic, 
minced, a couple of tablespoons of minced 
onion, and 1 tablespoon tomato sauce. 
Bring to a boil and simmer 15 minutes. 

Note: The garbanzos can be puréed in a 
food mill before serving. 


Soups 


These three great soups all call for a ham 
bone. If you haven’t a nice bone on hand, 
buy the butt end of a ham, cut off a thick 
slice and bake or broil, then use the real 
butt to make your soup. 


The Coach House Black Bean Soup 


This soup comes from New York’s The 
Coach House, where it is always on the 
menu, with good reason. It’s marvelous.

In the last year or so, a growing 
number of economy-minded peo- 
ple have “discovered” Spanish 
wines. They compare their dis- 
coveries to many domestic and 
other imported wines and boast of 
finding Spanish ones that are both 
inexpensive and highly palatable. 
This is all very true, but it is also 
true that a fine Spanish wine can 
be hard to find—even in Spain. 

In the past, many critics of the 
Spanish wine industry charged 
that both the vintners and their 
government regulatory 
have operated in an 


agencies 
offhand, 
almost casual manner. This. they 
say, accounts for the high inci- 
dence of variability in Spanish 
wines—not only from year to year 
but even between one bottle and 
another from the same vintner. 

Happily for those who fancy 
Spanish wines, many major vint- 
ners have set up new controls 
to provide greater uniformity. 

The seals that do have merit 
and are respected by the experts 
are the Riojan Marca Registrada 
and the Garantia De Ligitimidad, 
which are issued by an organiza- 
tion of Riojan vintners, the Con- 
sejo Regulador de la Denomina- 
ction de Origen Rioja. 

While only small quantities of 
vintage Spanish wine have been 
available in the United States in 
the past, the situation is very 
different this year. The bins of 
better liquor stores across the 
country are now. stacked with 
bottles of good Riojan wines from 
some of Spain’s most respected 
bodegas (wine cellars). Now 
available are the following:

Priced at $1.19, the Vino Cata- 
luna Blanco produced in Tar- 
ragona is surprisingly good, and, 
in my opinion, one of the best 
buys available. The label claims 
that the wine is made from Pinot 
Chardonnay grapes. All I can say 
is that the French grapes seem to 
have taken root well. (The Pinot 
Chardonnay white grapes of 
southern Burgundy are used to 
make some of France’s most cele- 
brated wines.) At this price, Vino 
Cataluna Blanco, which I find 
soft and delicious, bought by the 
case makes a pleasant inexpensive 
wine to keep on hand all the time. 

It has often been contended that 
most young non-vintage Spanish 
wines were extremely raw and 
coarse-tasting—a quality caused 
by the large amounts of tannins 
and acids which result from old- 
fashioned fermenting and aging 
techniques. Yet I have, in Spain, 
drunk some young wines—vinos 
de pasto or vinos de pastoso, as 
they are sometimes called—that 
are mellow and velvety. 

Many wine authorities are 
critical of the Spanish bodegas 
that label their wines “Burgun- 
dy,” “Claret” or “Chablis.” 

Of course, no Iberian wine, 
neither Portuguese nor Spanish, 
can ever taste precisely like 
French, German or even Californ- 
ian wines. And it is true that there 
is no Spanish version of a Chateau 
Mouton Rothschild or of a Pies- 
porter Goldtropfchen Spatlese. 

Yet The Bodegas  Franco- 
Espanolas of Logrono (Rioja) 
claim that the skills of Bordeaux 
vintners have been imparted to 
their “Burgundy,” “Claret” and 

































“Chablis’—thus they feel justi- 7 
fied in using the descriptions 
on their labels. On the other 
hand, all of France’s great Bur- 
gundies—Pommard, Beaune and) 
Corton—are made from Pinot 
Noir grapes, while the Riojan table} 
wines are the product of a blend of 
Tempranillo, Garnacho, Gran- 
ciano, Mazuelo or Viura grapes. 

An agreement reached in Brit- 
ish courts prevents Spanish vint- 
ners from calling their sparkling 
white wines “Champagne,” but 
that is what it tastes like—and 
that is what visitors to Spain con- 
tinue to ask for. Although it is 
relatively cheap in the home 
country, once it reaches the 
United States it gets more expen- 
sive. The reason: American taxes 
on sparkling wines are nearly 107 
times that placed on imported 
still wines. Still, at $5 and un- 
der, Spanish “Champagne” is a’ 
good value compared to other im- 
ported Champagnes. The Extra 
Bruts of two firms, Castellblanch' 
and Cordoniu, are the best of 
these sparkling wines. And an.- | 
other good one is Royal Carlton, } 
by the Bodegas Bilbainas of Haro 
(Rioja). 

While good Spanish wines are 
available now in many _ cities 
across this country, it is still dif- 
ficult to obtain Spanish “Cham- 
pagne” except in the major cities. 
In New York City I recently pur- 
chased the best bottle of Cordoniu 
now available, however. A Brut 
Gran Cordoniu, Non Plus Ultra © 
De Anada that cost me $5.25. It 
was truly a vino el fantastico. 

No survey of Spanish wines | 
would be complete without a men- | 
tion of Sangria, the fascinating © 
wine punch. Last summer, in Mal- 
lorea I watched the hotel owner, © 
Senor Morrera, make his potent | 
version of this drink.

Many innovations contributed to making our cover house 
in Houston “The Best House $50,000 Can Buy.” Some 
were mentioned briefly on page 46. Certainly there are 
no more important contributions than the new approaches 
to building used to assemble the house. Here in more de- 
tail are a few of the vital steps between lot grading and 
furnishing. While new in technique, all make use of ex- 
isting materials. And each method illustrated here is be- 
ing used right now in other parts of the nation—perhaps 
where you live. If builders in your area haven't come 


around to one or more of these approaches, you can be 





reasonably sure some of them will within the next 18 
months. They are that important. And, as mentioned on 
page 46, any of these techniques could produce a less 
expensive new house for you. Underneath the house. one 
of the most significant systems (center) began with 
concrete piers, hot-dipped galvanized steel joists and 
perimeter beams. Developed by U.S. Steel, the metal- 
framed base cut a week off the time it would normally 
take to build a foundation. In one day, workmen finished 
pouring concrete piers, and in less than a day they as- 
sembled the metalwork. Leveling the floor frame (lower 
right) requires only a hand wrench and some muscle. 
Jacking up the floor frame is a far easier and more 
permanent method of leveling than shimming wood 
beams—the conventional way small errors are corrected. 
More than that, jacking up the steel (or letting it down) 
is ideal compensation for normal settling or for the shift-

beans in a large kettle and add 5 
quarts fresh, cold water. Bring to 
a boil, then simmer for 114 hours, 

Meanwhile, melt the butter in a 
second large kettle and sauté the 
celery and onions for about eight 
minutes or until tender. Stir in 
the flour smoothly, add the pars- 
ley and cook, stirring constantly, 
for one minute. At this point. stir 
in the beans and all their liquid. 
Add the rind and ham bone, 
leeks, bay leaves, salt and pepper. 
Simmer over a low heat for six 
hours. If the liquid boils down, 
add boiling water to keep beans 
covered. 

Remove and discard rind, ham 
bone and bay leaves. Force the 
bean mixture and broth through 
a fine sieve. Stir in the Madeira, 
bring to a boil. Remove from heat 
immediately and mix in the finely 
chopped eggs. 

Serve in hot soup plates with a 
thin slice of fresh lemon float- 
ing on top. This makes a generous 
quantity of an extraordinary soup 
that should accommodate even a 
large, hungry family for at least 
two meals. 


Split Pea Soup 


4 cups split peas 

Ham bone 

2 onions, peeled, each stuck

Place all ingredients except the 
tomato paste, cream and parsley 
in a large heavy kettle. Add 
enough cold water to cover (5 to 
6 quarts). and bring to a boil. 
Reduce the heat, then simmer, 
covered, until the peas are very 
soft—two to three hours. Lift the 
ham bone out of the kettle. Cut 
any meat off the bone and sliver 
it. Discard the bone. 

Push the soup and all the vege- 
tables through a fine sieve to 
make a thick purée. Then stir in 
the tomato paste. This should 
make about 4 generous quarts. 

To serve, dilute the purée with 
heavy cream (a cup or so to a 
quart). Taste for seasoning. At 
this point, you'll probably need 
both salt and some freshly ground 
pepper. Bring to a boil, but do 
not cook further. 

Present the soup in a large 
heated tureen with a garnish of 
slivered ham and parsley. Serve 
with croutons, fried in butter, on 
the side.

Reduce heat to simmer 
and cook until the beans are al- 
most tender (the best test is the 
taste test). Depending on the age 
of the beans, this will take around 
two hours. The beans should be 
completely covered with liquid 
while they are cooking. If liquid 
boils away, add boiling water. 
Ladle the beans into a bean pot 
or a casserole that can go to the 
table, adding only enough liquid 
so they are moist. Reserve any 
surplus liquid to add to the beans 
if they dry out during the last 
baking period. Beans can be pre- 
pared to. this any time 
during the day. But they must go 
into the oven two hours before 
they are to be served. With that 
in mind, stir in the salt, the pep- 
per and 44 cup of the rum. Cover 
and bake in a preheated oven 
until the beans are tender, about

The types of dry beans available 
are as follows: 

The white beans (marrow, 
Great Northern. navy and pea), 
which are the most popular and 
used interchangeably in 
baked beans, whether Southern, 
New England or Western style. 

Pinto beans, also called “red 
Mexican” and “red miners,” 
which are pale beige speckled 
with brown and are popular in 
the Southwest in hearty stews. 

Red and white kidney beans 
(also available in cans), which 
are light to bright red-purple and 
are used in chili con carne (see 
House Beautiful, March, 1970), 
soups and salads. 

Lima beans, both large and 9) 
small, flat and kidney-shaped; in 
the South, large limas mottled 
with purple are called “calico” 
or “speckled butter beans” and 
are often used in combination® 
with meat such as lamb. 

Red beans, also known as 
Mexican “chili beans,” which are 
darker red than pinto beans and§, 
are essential in chili con carne} 
and other Mexican dishes. 

Black-eye or yellow-eye (called 
cow-peas in the South), which 
are oval-shaped and have a 
black or yellow “eye”; black-eyes 
are the very heart of Hopping 
John, an old Southern dish tra- 
ditionally served on New Year’s 
Day. 

Chick-peas (available in cans), 
which are also known as Spanish, 
or garbanzo beans or as Cecci in 
Italy. Good in stews, soups or 
puréed with seasoning to make 
a delicious dip for hors d’oeuvres.

As is true of many foods, the 
taste test is the best test for 
determining when beans are 
properly cooked. Squeeze then, if 
you like, but also look at them. 
They should look soft and plump 
yet still shapely. If under-cooked, 
the skins will appear “hide- 
bound.” 


Dry beans may be cooked in 
advance 


Once cooked, drain well, cool 
and refrigerate, well-covered. Or 
freeze in suitable freezer contain- 
ers. As thrifty cooks know—and 
all cooks should know—the 
liquid from beans makes an excel- 
lent base for a good soup. 


How to determine the 
quality of packaged beans 


It’s best, we're told, to buy beans, 
peas and lentils in see-through 
packages so you can actually see 
the color. Beans, peas and lentils 
should be bright. If not, it indi- 
cates long storage and means they 
should be cooked longer, but the 


quality is in no way affected. 
Also, they should be uniform in 
size, otherwise you'll have a 


problem in cooking. Cracked seed 
foreign material and _ pin- 
holes caused by insect damage 
are signs of low quality.

Explaining dry peas 


The Dry Pea and Lentil Commis- 
sion says: “There are many 
varieties, types and strains of dry 
edible peas which are generally 
classed as ‘dry greens’ or “dry 
yellows’.”” Whatever the type, they 
are interchangeable in recipes. 

A split pea is essentially a dry 
pea that has had its hull removed. 
What is left are the two halves 
(technically, the cotyledons) of 
the pea seed itself, which splits 
apart when the skin (hull) is 
removed. 


Explaining the lentil 


The seed as well as the name of 
a leguminous plant (known since 
Biblical times), lentils have been 
used as food in Mediterranean 
countries for thousands of years. 
They look very much like split 
peas, and like all other legumes 
they are highly nutritious. Today, 
lentils are grown extensively 
the United States. 

Although many cookbooks say 
it is not necessary to pick lentils 
over before cooking, it may be, 
since odds and ends such as weed 
seed, dried soil (“dobie”), even 
tiny stones that cannot be re- 
moved mechanically may _ be 
mixed in with lentils (particu- 
larly if lentils bought loose). 

The simplest way to pick them 
over is to spread the measured 
amount on a cookie sheet and 
look for any foreign matter. Then 
pour the lentils into a colander, 
place it in the sink and run cold 
water over the beans. Swish the

bred in Ireland by Patrick Dick- 
son, is the first British rose to 
be an All-America Rose Selection 
in almost a quarter of a century. 
It is a brilliant floribunda bi- 
color of chrome yellow and brick 
red. As the two-inch flowers ma- 
ture, they take on a glowing or- 
ange-gold hue with the ° petal 
edges turning hot magenta. 
Firelight, the 1971 Rose of the 
Year, was bred in Germany by 
the Kordes firm. It is a hybrid tea, 
a richer, darker version of Tropi- 


cana’s non-fading, fluorescent 
coral-red with —high-centered 


blooms six inches across. The 
fragrance is rich and fruity. 

Oldtimer has the largest flowers 
of any new rose this year—to 
seven inches across—each__ per- 
fectly formed, high-centered in a 
delicate apricot-gold coloring. The 
fragrance is light but definitely 
rose. It, too, was created in Ger- 
many by Kordes. 

Climbing Tropicana was dis- 
covered in one of the Jackson & 
Perkins’ rose fields in Arizona in 
1963. the tenth such sport to be 
selected, but the only one to 
prove truly a climber with the 





same everblooming qualities of 
the bush-form Tropicana. 
Spanish Sun is the fifth Jackson 
& Perkins rose for 1971. It was 
originated by the late Gene 
Boerner and introduced in 196] 
as a greenhouse rose for the com- 
market.

Not everyone on the French 
Riviera has time bask in the 
sun. At the House of Meilland in 
Cap D’Antibes some 80,000 new 
roses are started every year, a 
crop that within five years will 
have been weeded down to pos- 
sibly 30 promising new varieties. 
Eventually three or four of these 
will find their way into the U.S. 
market. Only one made it for 
1971, Tamango, a floribunda 
with remarkable immunity against 
black spot and powdery mildew. 
It has unusually large flowers— 
over three inches—in wide bou- 
quet-like corymbs, closely spaced, 
in a luminous, dark red. 

In the U.S., the Meilland roses 
are propagated by Star Roses, 
the largest growers east of the 
Mississippi, with headquarters in 
West Grove, Pa. 

Present breeding efforts at the 
House of Meilland are directed 
toward perfecting vermillion and 
other geranium-like colors in 
plants that are disease-proof.

California's influence— 


the way of the stars

Three of the important 
movie stars who started 
the silents rolling 

and, each in her own 
style, captured the 
hearts of the world:

For many years, for many people, California meant one 
thing: the movies. And partly becayse of this, the state has 
been—-for some 50 years—a pace setter in makeup, in fash- 
ions. in hairstyles. Hollywood made untouchable idols of 
many actresses, and the larger-than-life screen image gave 
makeup a vital role in the production. Richard Griffith in 
The Movie Stars reports Mary Pickford’s frightened reac- 
tion when she saw her face greatly magnified in the first 
close-up. Everything seemed so ominously large—both her 
flaws and her clear, innocent eyes. Through her professional 
response to the way she looked. she helped influence the fu- 
ture of movie makeup. For all silent stars, makeup was an 
essential part of the acting. (Didn't the villain always wear a 
moustache?) Actresses depended on it, especially eye make- 
Mary Pickford. the 


wide-eyed innocent: Theda Bara, she of the smouldering 


up, to help define their characters: 


eyes and slinky gowns. the original vamp; and Clara Bow, 
the love-of-life flapper with the rosebud mouth. 

Clara Bow. of course. started a new trend in hair and 
clothes fashion. Bobbed hair became widely accepted, often 
accompanied by little cloche hats. The knee-length skirt—one 
that made it possible really to dance the Charleston—freed 
the legs of the post-war generation as it freed women of 
their former ladylike inhibitions. It was a light-hearted time 
that Richard Griffith describes: “You had only to waich 
Clara Bow on the screen for a few minutes to decide that 
having fun was the most important thing in life.” And so 
millions of young girls flapper-ed. 

When the talkies took over in the 30s, Greta Garbo’s 
clean, masked look, her seemingly simplified makeup. her 
smooth, patrician features melted every fan. Helped along 
by her fame came both the Garbo look of sleek hair and 
longer hemlines. Femme fatale Jean Harlow brought the de- 
fined look a step further—and gave it her own particular 
kind of spiciness. The eyebrows were actually drawn in, the 
mouth carefully, boldly outlined, and though her hair was

Carmel Snow, former Editor of Harper’s Bazaar, writes of 
that era: “People said no lady would varnish her finger- 
nails. No man would look twice at the woman with cropped 
hair. Hussies used hair dyes.” Yet, although the actual movie 
makeup didn’t rub off on the woman of that time, the effect 
and glamour of the star did. It couldn’t take much longer be- 
fore all would follow. Wide distribution of those beauti- 
ful. exciting faces let millions watch and absorb and escape 
from the harsh realities of the Depression. 

After that, the gap between the screen and the street be- 
gan to close. Glamour figures continued. but their makeup 
was less dramatic and their looks more what the average 
could afford or could feel comfortable with. 
Through the war and immediately after, Rita Hayworth and 
Betty Grable gave women a choice. Rita was the siren with 
long, gypsy hair, and Betty—although glamourous, too— 
had a more wholesome look. Millions copied her curly, up- 
swept hairstyle. 

Even Hollywood itself recognized her influence. In the 
movie “Battleground,” knowing about Betty and her ro- 
mances was a password used to tell whether Van Johnson was 
an enemy infiltrator or a U.S. soldier fighting in the Battle of 
the Bulge.

If crowned heads no longer 
drive four-in-hand along the 
Lichtentaler Allee and there’s not 
a leg-o’-mutton sleeve to be seen 
at the morning concerts in the 
Pump Room, the elegant aura 
of Edward and his peers. still 
persists in this queen of the 
great German spas. The River 
Oos still gurgles through the 
tweezer-groomed gardens of the 
Brenner’s Park Hotel, the gilded 
Casino keeps on glittering (they 
use gold and silver chips on week- 
ends), the hydrophiles still as- 
semble devoutly to be scrubbed. 
steamed and soaked to limpness 
at the same Friedrichsbad_ bath- 
house that cosseted the Victorian 
beau monde. And down from the 
Schwarzwald, the Black Forest 
which cups the little town, 
comes the same sauerstoff or oxy- 
gen to remind you that there is 
still a place in the world to 
breathe some bona fide fresh air. 


A social spa 


Baden-Baden is 100 miles from 
Frankfurt, 65 miles from Stutt- 
gart, negotiated by car or, at 
much less expense, by fast train. 
This quasi remoteness is all in 
its favor. If you want to get away 
from it all these days, you do in- 
deed have to go away from it all, 
and Baden-Baden is as rewarding 
an escape hatch as we know of. 
It is, of course, a place of natural 
springs and healing waters—has 
always been such since the days 
of the Romans who have left 
their ruins to be seen under the 
Friedrichsbad = bathing __ hall.

her targets, and this is the norm 
in Baden-Baden, where massage 
is serious and no gentle laying-on 
of hands. “You must walk, walk, 
walk—two hours a day. You must 
breathe, breathe, breathe,” she 
told us sternly, and outlined the 
bus route to Rote Lache, an “air 
resort” nearby, where she con- 
siders the walking paths loveliest 
and the air full of the sweet medi- 
cine of carbon dioxide given off 
by the Tannenbdume, She advised 
us to drink lots of water—not 
only the water from the local 
springs, usually taken an hour 
or so before meals, but any water.

Eat, drink and... 


What with the haute cuisine of

thing was happening to make us 
feel more euphoric every day.

tions, Fango packs and a variety 
of baths for different ailments.

As for sightseeing, Baden- 
Baden has two castles of its own, 
ancestral seats of the Margraves 
of Baden. The old medieval castle 
is a romantic ruin on a hilltop a 
few miles out of town, command- 
ing great views. The new castle, 
in the town itself, was lived in 
until 1928, is as handsome an ex- 
ample of German Renaissance 
architecture as you can find, is 
open by appointment and worth 
the effort, especially for its col- 
lections of ivories and glass.

From the ruined chapel 
on Burg Windeck on a clear day 
you can look across the Rhine 
Valley as far as Strasburg—or, 
in ultimate comfort, take in the 
view and the special veal with 
morels from your luncheon table 
at the Burg Windeck restaurant. 
Finish off this day’s excursion by 
driving back to Baden-Baden via 
the Badenweinstrasse and_ the 
vineyards. Whether or not you ac-

However, the 
faucet detail is not the only duty 
the mother-of-the-gardener takes 
on. If you’re going to make this 
project the satisfying life-experi- 
ence you want it to be, you also 
must learn to deal with soil, 
shovels, drainage, chickweed and 
tomato vines that collapse in the 
night. And you must deal with 
them so craftily that your small 
gardener thinks he dealt with 
them. This will give the child 
self-confidence. achievement, ego 
identity and satisfied delusions of 
grandeur. And if it gives you 
schizoid headaches and pains in 
the back, they are a small price 
to pay for such a Big Step For- 
ward for your child. 

At what age a child should 
attempt this Big Step Forward 
is debatable. I think 25 is a good 
age—preferably when he has his 
own house—but since many moth- 
ers would disagree, here are some 
gardening guidelines for the child 
from half-past-two to 10. These 
are good, nonskid, carefully de- 
guidelines—and if they 
strike some people as shrill or

in pushing those particular sure- 
fire plants. Flowers, too, should 
suit his esthetic tastes. Haul out 
catalogs or take a trip to a seed 
rack display. And then help him 
with his ultimate selection with 
the following tips in mind: 


Sure-fire things you 


Give the very young gardener 
king-sized, substantial seeds. Re- 
member that these things are go- 
ing to be planted and replanted 
about five dozen times, and it is 
frustrating not to be able to check 
on whether your seed is. still 
there. Beans, nasturtiums. sun- 
flowers and beets all have good | 
hold-in-the-hand seeds—and de- | 
cent survival records. 

Include “~ some ultra-quick- 
sprouting things. Most children 
expect to put a seed in and get | 
a plant out almost the way it © 
works with a soft drink machine, | 
so bolster his faith with some | 





quick-return investments such as | 
zinnias and radishes. 

Radishes are not only fast off | 
the mark, but famous for their |) 
fortitude through drought, flood, | 
earthquake and almost any other 
calamity. Learn to like radishes. 



































Look up some good recipes for 
serving them in soups, salads, 
hors d’oeuvres, stews. (You had 
better learn to like them, because 
they are probably the only part 
of the crop you're going to have 
lots of.) 

Give some thought to pump- 
kins, for their glamour and the 
status they'll bring. They do need 
room to sprawl, but it’s worth 
every square foot in most. chil- 
dren’s eyes. They’re easy enough 
to grow. and if a child scratches 
his name on the shell when the 
pumpkin is baseball size, his 
name will grow with the fruit. 

Carrots, squash, tomatoes, 
Swiss chard, lettuce, bell pep- 
pers, onions, string beans and 
potatoes are other vegetables that 
have made success records with 
the young, and marigolds, cosmos 
and alyssum are some flowers 
you can trust. . 

3. Choose plot location with 
care. Pick a level, sunny spot 
close enough to civilization to b 
reached easily by a hose but fa 
enough away that it won’t mak 
a public spectacle of itself. It is 
better for your emotional stabil 
ity if the approach to a child’ 
garden is not directly throug 
your tuberous begonms or prize 
winning phlox. 

4. Make sure there is goo 
access to all parts:of the plot 
More fledgling plants have gon 
under because this rule was ig 
nored than anyone has ever dare 
count. Long and narrow is th 
best garden shape, or plan a pat 
that puts every plant within 
short arm’s reach. 

5. Choose a site with reason 
ably civilized soil.

Can white sauce be cooked over a high heat? 


Yes. if the sauce ( Béchamel France) is stirred constantly. 
Chefs and experienced home cooks almost invariably use high 


heat. but we don’t recommend it for novices. 


What are tapas? 


You might say they are the equivalent of our appetizers or 
hors d’oeuvres. In short. small bits and pieces of delicacies 
customarily served with drinks in Spain at all taverns (tascas). 
The Sandeman Newsletter says, “They range from the most 
exotic food from the sea, air or land; from small garden snails 
prepared in olive oil to delicious tiny steaks or Spanish cheese 
and ham with picos (bread sticks) and those wonderful Seville 
olives, pickled or stuffed with red peppers or anchovies, to tiny 
baby eels from the Sargasso Sea, prepared with garlic and oil 
and served sizzling hot.” 


Why do my meringue shells sometimes stick? 


High humidity is probably the reason. The same thing can 
happen to macaroons. which are also made with egg whites. 
The Poultry & Ege National Board recommends covering 
baking sheets with heavy brown or baking parchment, spooning 
or piping the meringue onto the plain paper. then baking in a 
preheated 225° oven for about 70 minutes. When properly 
cooked, the meringues (or macaroons) can be lifted off the 
paper easily, with no sticking. If the humidity is extremely 
high, bake the meringues a few minutes longer. It is perhaps 
worth noting that the French bake meringues at 200° for 2's 


to three hours. which makes a very dry meringue. We ourselves 
prefer them softer and somewhat chewy, the way they turn out 


when they are cooked for a shorter time.

California is where daisies grow 
like hedges, billowing in gar- 
dens against the green polish 
of healthier, heartier shrubs 
than seem to flourish elsewhere. 
It is also a place where life is 
lived close to such loveliness 
and where hospitality—Calli- 
fornia’s own agreeable mix of 
the casual with the mannerly— 
is indeed of the garden variety. 

See a sum total in the Bruce 
Colens’ guesthouse-in-a-garden, 
fairy-tale blue, riding a sea of 
marguerites on a hilly site in 
North Hollywood. It is set on a 
knoll, up a brick path (center 
left) and cupped in the top 
branches of acacias and_ live 
oaks that grow on the descend- 
ing slopes. A delight, an en- 
chantment and the total concept 
of Mrs. Colen, who is Eszter 
Haraszty, designer, colorist and 
creator of House Beautiful’s 
needlework patterns. 

The house is in two parts— 
a combined _ living-dining-kit- 
chen room separated by a red- 
wood living deck from a studio- 
bedroom-bath with its own 
garden entry. Outdoor living 
areas abound, from a flower- 
smothered sunpocket (lower 
left) to a tree-shaded deck

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Editor: LESTER GRUNDY The 
erace of Europe past meets the tempo 
of San Francisco todav in Interior 
Designer Tony Hail’s apartment. 
Throughout the rooms shown ~ on 
these four pages. he has used his pro- 
fessional know-how to combine the 
many mementos and furnishings 
found on his travels. the thines he 
loves most. into a blend of innate 
elegance and utter comfort. 

The drawing room (above and 
right) provides a background for his 
frequent entertaining during San 
Francisco's gala opera season. with a 
fire going and a spectacular view of 
the city below. And he uses it equally 
successfully for the most casual sweat- 
er-and-jeans cet-togethers. It is a 
warm and cosmopolitan setting in 
which French furniture predominates 


amid an ingenious mix of detail and 





simplicity. Muted colors and minimal 
patterning enhance the careful carv- 
ing of the Louis XVI paneling in- 
stalled and pegged the way boiserie 
was in the 18th century. Precision is 
paramount even in the curtain rods, 
covered with ivory faille silk, and in 
the padded silk walls that incorporate 
a music system. The shelves hold a 
collection of royal bindings and rare 
books on art and architecture. The 
oval pastel is of the time of Louis XV, 
depicting one of his royal subjects. 

The strategically placed furniture 
groupings break the large room into 
intimate islands for conversation. In- 
direct spotlights join with Hail’s Rus- 
sian chandelier of malachite and blue 
glass in a soft play of light, and flow- 
ering plants, cut flowers and a kitchen 
basket of black-eyed Susans next to

The fover of Hail’s apartment (above 
left) has deeply rusticated walls. This 
block-cutting technique, used to dec- 
orate the facade of many a Renais- 
sance palace, was converted here to 
layers of plaster, put on and then 
chipped away to simulate stone. Then 
many coats of paint in various shades 
of beige were added to give an an- 
tiqued look. In this small hall. the feel- 
ing of space is doubled by a wide mir- 
ror panel that reflects a wall of books 
and a green Russian chandelier. circa 
1800. A French console table. always 
topped with fresh flowers, and 1&th- 
century Swedish benches increase the 
effect of the walls in making the foyer 
reminiscent of the entrance in a 
French country house. 

Hail’s large bandbox bedroom 


(left) has yet another antique Rus- 


sian chandelier and walls padded in a 


vellow striped silk that he loves. The

Californians were the first to show 
America how to live in the garden. They 
pioneered in developing low-maintenance 
eround covers. They used decks and 
overhead screens and fences to create 
outdoor living areas where none had 
existed before. They organized space so 
that it worked for the owner. But the 
really beautiful thing about their 
gardening was its universalily—it applied 
to the backyard of a tract house in 
Redbank. N. J. as well as to an estate in 
Dallas. And even though times 

have changed, the California garden 

is still valid, still exciting. 


If anything, it’s easier to maintain than 
ever, and the plant material is better. 
And what’s more, the California garden is 
one of the best buys of our time. The 
owner of such a garden not only creates 
his private oasis—screened by trees 
against wind and sun and the public eye 
—he also increases the value of his house 
by some thousands of dollars. 


or every great 

garden, the motivating 
force has to come 

from within the client. 
He should confide in his 
landscape architect 

as he does in his doctor.”’ 


Though California landscaping as we 
know it today is an innovation of recent 
decades, the state has a long-established 
gardening tradition that dates back to its 
early settlers. Basically, much of the state 
is warm and dusty land. dry and brown 
most of the year, bursting into flower 

only atter the winter rains. The mission 
fathers were the first to irrigate and to 
show that almost anything could grow. 
That was the miracle that lured many of 
the newcomers in the last century, 
refugees from the iron winters of New 
England and Indiana and Kansas. From a 
farm background, they gardened for the 
sheer joy of growing things. A wealthy 
man like Edward Doheny sent men over 


the globe to collect plants for his estate. 
Henry Huntington built himself an 
Italian palace in San Marino and there 
created one of the world’s great gardens. 
Then. around 1920, the role of the 
California garden began to change. It 
became less looked at. more lived in. We 
began to hear about outdoor living. At 
the same time, our cities and our living 
habits exploded with the advent of the 
motor car. Thomas D. Church, who has 
been called the dean of modern landscape 
architecture, was one of the first to grasp 
this, and his designs, beginning in the 
1930s, showed a whole generation how 
to use gardens graciously. His entrances 
were auto-oriented and outstanding, his 
terraces and pools had an 

informal and inevitable look that 
perfectly suited the time. Plant 
material thus became the backdrop. 


The most recent change—and perhaps 
the most profound—began in our time 
and is still going on. In essence, more 
and more people have been diverted from 
gardening—yes, even in California. Far 
more people now live in apartments or in 
homes with miniscule lots. People move 
more often and aren't as likely to develop 
gardens. Many have other interests now, 
in skiing, boating, traveling 

abroad. And the majority of young 


people are strangers to plants. 


Yet, ironically, gardening was never 
easier or the results more rewarding for 
the person who gets involved. And get 
involved he must, for there’s no way to 
buy a great garden over the counter, in 
California or anywhere else. And you 
can’t leave its maintenance entirely in the 
hands of the professional gardener. It 
demands some of your attention, too. 
This is not so much a matter of time as 
of timing, of doing the right 


thing at exactly the right moment. 


Perhaps the greatest opportunities 

today are found in the yards of older 
houses. Many owners find they can 
remodel their house and garden far more 
cheaply than they can buy new and 
develop from scratch. Others simply find 
older homes more interesting and bigger 


bargains. This can be an adventure, as 


Thomas Church says. “When you 
remodel.” he promises, ““you may find 
only old junk, but you may also find a 

fortune in old trees, specimen plants, 


boxwood hedges, urns and sun dials.”

But whatever you start with, you have to 
have a plan. “The problem is that people 
don't plan,” says Edward Hume, who has 
specialized in landscaping for tract 
houses. “A garden is too expensive today 
not to be planned. I think people get 
panicky when they see that empty yard, 
so they buy a lot of plants and then they 
get somebody to put in a patio for $200. 


Five years later it all has to come out.” 


Joseph P. Copp Jr., who does custom 
residential landscaping work, says there 
are three mistakes: First, garden 
development is not considered part of 
the initial cost of the house. Second, the 
ideal plan for the site is compromised. 
‘Most houses today are too big for their 
lots, and most lots here in California 
are stair-step pads with bank problems 
front and back. People are afraid to 
overinvest for their neighborhood. and 
this leads to false economies that only 
perpetuate mediocrity and prove that 
they put too much money in the house in 
the first place.” Third, the plan is too 
cute. “Too much going on: too many 
curves. rocks and plants. so that it all 
looks fine when first planted out of 
five-gallon cans. The whole thing falls 
apart when the stuff starts to grow.” 


How well you plan also determines 

how much maintenance will be needed 
And in California, where things grow all 
the year, maintenance is not io be taken 
lightly. Most landscape architects feel

this concern with garden care gets 
obsessive. but they try to live with it. But 
don’t make it your first concern or you Il 
handcuff your designer. Phil Shipley. 
who does private gardens on a erand 
scale as well as apartment landscaping. 
feels it’s better first to work out the 
design you want and then to see how 
you can reduce the maintenance. “You 
can install automatic sprinklers, w ith a 
fertilizer injection system tied in. to do 
your watering and feeding.” he suggests. 
“And there are chemicals now that can do 


much of your weeding.

Ed Hume reminds. though, that it’s the 
quality, not the quantity of earden 
maintenance that counts. “More problems 
are brought on by poor maintenance 
than anything else.” he explains. “People 
tend to water gardens to death. Fungus 

is a big problem at certain times in 
Southern California. so watering should 
be kept to a bare minimum. Split your 
sprinkling system so that one part covers 
the lawn. which needs deep soaking. and 
the other shrubbery. which needs 
frequent watering. Get a soil probe that 
tests for moisture. so you can check just 


how well you.are watering. 


When you have a problem. get expert 
advice. All landscape designers will give 
you an outline of how you should care 
for your new garden. Sid Galper. who 
does tract house landscape design as 
well as custom private work, wants his 
clients to call him back whenever a 
proble iy, arises. and he tries to get back 
once or twice a year to most of his 
gardens. Hume has a different approach. 
“I don’t try to play the expert on plant 
care, so | suggest that my clients hire a 
consultant. He'll visit their garden. 
analyze its needs and give them a 
complete program for watering. feeding. 
preventive spraying—everything that 
needs to be done for. say. the spring 
months. Later hell do another program 
for the summer. and perhaps another 

in the fall. By that time the owner 

or his gardener will have developed a 


pattern of care and can go it alone.” 


But the eardene! should also know the 
basics. He'll get no help from clerks 


in chain stores and discount houses. 
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where most plants are now sold. The best 
source of information is from one of 
those weathered clerks in an old-line 
nursery. “Most people go into a store and 
come away with an armful of bottles 
and this terrible feeling of ignorance.” 
savs Hume. “In a way, it’s their own 
fault. They want something that 

will kill everything. But it’s sad when 
they can’t get more help. 

And that’s what makes a good plan 


all the more important.” 


Has the ban on DDT and some other 
insecticides left the home gardener at 
the mercy of bugs? This question is 
especially pertinent in California where 
some bug is always active. Most 
landscape architects are not concerned. 
A healthy, well-bred plant can resist 

most insects and diseases. Gardeners are 
remembering that a good squirt with the 
hose can cope with aphids. Chemical 
controls are usually needed only as a last 
resort. An important factor here is the 
quality of plant material you buy. It is 
much better today. thanks to government 


controls and improved growing methods. 


Courtland Paul. who has specialized in 
the landscape design for planned 
communities of tract houses. calls the 
personal involvement of the owner 

“client input.” He points out, “For every 
ereat garden, the motivating force has to 
come from within the client. It cannot 
just be an economic reason, to save 
money or to sell the house. And it can’t 
be to keep up Ww ith the Joneses. I find 

too many clients who are afraid to open 
up and tell me what they want and what 


they can afford. They should confide in

Thomas Church says, “The only trend we 
can see is a trend away from trends.

inviting front door. But there are clients 
who live informally, yearn for rustic 
eardens and want the automobile as far 
away as possible. They feel that guests like 
a little hike before dinner and they’ve 
bought steep hillsides to prove it.”

Gardens follow in the wake of house 
design. and the latter has been less 
venturesome in recent years, especially in 
Southern California. Joseph Copp says 
that the last genuine change in garden 
style came with the landscapes of Garret 
Eckbo shortly after World War I. 
“Those that now get talked about,” 
Copp says, “are merely throwbacks to the 
1920s with their arches and Italian 
cypresses.” Sid Galper says that he 
doesn’t concern himself with style. He 
designs the garden to complement the 
house, and if people admire the garden 
instead of the house, he feels he has 
failed to bring it off properly. “People 
know good design today,” he adds. “In 
the past they had to go through two or 


three houses to learn what was good and

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The swimming pool today is less a 
status symbol and more a carefully 
considered investment. It was the ultimate 
development in the garden-to-do-things- 
in. When pools first became really 
popular, many were badly placed and 
looked like overgrown bathtubs or 
gymnasiums, “If there was a wrong place 
to put a pool,” claims Warren Lauesen, 
who has done custom as well as 
tract-house landscape design, “the 

average competitive pool builder would 
unerringly find it.” The pools that now 
go in are much better coordinated and 
look good when nobody is using them, 
which is most of the time. Incidentally, 

the supreme status symbol in California 
landscaping used to be the private polo 
field or the golf links. Today it is the 
tennis court or a pitch-and-putt course. 

In the last analysis, it is the green and 
growing things in a benign climate that 
give the California garden its distinctive 
character. In terms of dollars, plant 
materials represent a small part of the 
total outlay for a good garden. And if the 
owner is ingenious and patient, he can 

do wonders with seed and cuttings at 
almost no cost. So it comes back again to 
this matter of involvement, of client input.

Joseph Copp says that the people who 
best appreciate what he does 

are often those who are most concerned 
about their budgets. Such people, he 
says, “plan ahead and save toward the 
luxury that the well-designed garden 
means in their lives.

Poised majestically in the Califor-

All becomes 
highly visible every three years 
in California Design, one of the 
country’s most influential exhi- 
bitions, showing the best of the 
state’s manufactured and one-of- 
a-kind objects. This year, five de- 
sign experts previewed the show 
for House Beautiful. Here, with 
some of their comments, are their 
choices for the best-of-the-show 
from California Design XI. 


Kipp Stewart’s fiber-glass sculpture 
(right) is a@ simple form that em- 
ploys direct color and large size for 
maximum environmental effect. “This 
trend toward bigness,’ said the 
judges, “will extend past art to other 
fields like furniture.” 

Lawrence Hunter’s chair of plastic 
and fur (far right, top) is an ele- 
gant rendition of a traditional ob- 
ject in a new material, a chair that 
“really works . . . for rocking, 
swiveling, fidgeting. It is a sculpture 
to live with.” 

Don Chadwick’s all-foam chair (cen- 
ter right) can be rearranged like 
pieces of a puzzle “letting everyone 
get into the act of creation. ... This 
squooshy seating is related to what 
impels us as a nation to pick up 
and move every three years.” 
George Muro and students of Han- 
cock College designed the giant 
blocks at lower right as improvisa- 
tional forms to be made in any ma- 
terial, functioning as anything from 
pure sculpture to whimsical seating. 





Duane Brown’s slowly opening and 
rotating six-piece push-button door 
of fiber glass and foam (above and 
left) stands as an inviting gesture 
of “sybaritic extravagance” in a pro- 
gressively streamlined society and 
proves “a good example of the crafts’ 
opening up new areas for industry.”

Cool, elegant metals .. . rich, nub- 
by textures ... bold, bright graph- 
ics... straightforward, functional 
plastics . . . all describe California 
Design.

Or, as 
another of our experts termed it, 
this exhibition—brought together 
by the Pasadena Art Museum’s en- 
thusiastic curator of design, Eu- 


dorah Moore— “‘is one of the last 


few design forums existing today.” 


Gary Neville’s bound-to-be-talked- 
about table (left) combines alumi- 
num base, chrome rim and mirrored 
top into a “seldom-found meld of 
modern materials and technology 
worked into a functioning piece of 
art, all sensitively executed.” 
Roger Fleck’s redwood playstruc- 
ture (below left) is portable, play- 
able, practical (it can be left out- 
doors in moderate climates), a crea- 
tion with “structural logic ... filling 
a gap in designs for play.” 

Ron Rezek’s tough, lightweight life- 
saving device (below) is intended to 
be used by lifeguards facing adverse 
conditions, such as heavy ocean surf. 
The handles grow out of the bast¢ 
shape, rather than being tacked on, 
“aq marriage of utility and form, in 
which an object we take for granted 
becomes_a work of art.” 

Barbara Shawcroft’s earthy colored 
woven structure (right) was cited as 
a “superb example of environmental 
works artists have become involved 
with ... a piece with real soul, a 
piece that in today’s world exerts a 
quieting, peaceful influence on the 
individual who enters it.”

Design, House Beautiful’s panel of 
experts drew upon a wealth of 
design experience from their own 
backgrounds. Serving on our jury 
were Ron Frank, president of Frank 
Brothers modern design store in 
Long Beach; Danny Ho Fong, 
owner of Tropi-Cal Furniture, 
himself an award-winner; Archi- 
tect Craig Hodgetts, Design Chair- 
man of California Institute of 
Arts: Lois Ladas of the American 
Crafts Council; and Industrial De- 
signer Victor Papanek. 


Judith Wachsmann’s chair* (top 
left) has the practical comfort of a 
folding chaise, yet is sleek and ele- 
gant, a design that ts “superbly en- 
gineered by using the logic of ten- 
sion structures.” 

Roger Fleck’s carefully hewn table 
and stool (far left below) have a 
rugged symmetry that “reflects fresh 
thinking in wood outdoor furniture.” 
John Gaughan’s rosewood floor clock 
(below left) displays its own intri- 
cately handmade working — parts, 
“most impressive both in unity of 
design and in execution.” 

Douglas Deeds’s “genuinely 20th-cen- 





tury gazebo” (top right) was lauded 
for what it is now, “a mixture of 
the technology of pantyhose and the 
vocabulary of lawn chairs . . . porta- 
able. stretchable, with the kind of 
translucent luxury appropriate to 
swarms of nouveau ecologists who 





appreciate nature,’ and for new 
trends it could initiate: “The form- 
ing method, stretching cloth over a 
metal frame, could be sprayed with 
fiber glass to produce instant struc- 
tures. . . . Perhaps Deeds will de- 
velop a kit for instant houses.”

Ask for 

the best restaurant in town, and 

youll probably be directed to 

Vieline’s. Meline’s offers a choice 

of 18 dinner entrees. which shouldn’t 

surprise you, but they also offer 

well over 18 wines. which should. 
“When we opened here seven years 

ago,’ says Clarence Meling, “we 

didn’t have any wines, but people kept 

asking for them and we had to put 

them in. Now we sell four or five 

times what we did when we startled.” 
Nearly all of Meling’s wines are 

from California, which is not so much a 

tribute to national pride as to the 

wine industry of the West. which is 

producing wines Americans like and can 

understand—honest. well-balanced. 

palatable wines that are, for the most 

part, free from the mumbo-jumbo of the 

wine world. which has scared off 

Americans for years. Three of every 

four bottles of wine drunk in America 

today are produced in California. 
Unlike the success of many products 

in America, the new popularity of 

wines hardly seems to be the result of 

a gigantic promotion campaign. Wine 


has been with us for many years, 38 


since the repeal of Prohibition alone. 


Explain it as you will—exposure to 
wine in travel. the growth of gourmet 
cooking. the interest of young adults— 
the impetus seems to have come 
from the buyer. not the seller. 
California offers wines in every 
category. But the new enthusiasm is 
centered mainly on the finer table 
wines made for traditional drinking 


with meals. (The so-called “pop”

wines, the flavored confections that 
are bought and consumed like 

soft drinks. are a totally separate 
phenomenon—more of this later.) 

To understand the nature of the French 
wine world requires a surprisingly 
complex knowledge of geography. but 
with California wines no such education 
is necessary. There are three broad 
classifications of table wines that, once 
learned, allow a novice to read labels 
with a pleasant degree of confidence. 

1. Generic wines. Usually blended 
from several varieties of grapes. these 
wines have only the most general 
taste characteristics of the wine type 
for which they are named, such as 
Burgundy. Chablis, Claret, etc. They 
are rarely vintage-labeled (that is, with 
the year of production stated on the 
bottle). They are less expensive and 
often produced in half-gallon and gallon 
containers as well as the usual 
fifth. The price ranges widely here. 
from about $4. a gallon for Gallo’s Hearty 
Burgundy to $6. for a gallon of 
Louis Martini’s Mountain Red Wine. But 
in the opinion of experts, the general 
quality of the wines is far superior 
to the everyday vins ordinaires the 
average Frenchman drinks. These 
generic wines are blended by each maker 
to his own specific taste. and when you 
find one you like, you'll be able to buy it 
again. knowing exactly what to expect. 

2. Varietal wines. \n this group are 
the better (and the best) California 
wines. Each wine is named after the 
grape variety that supplies the 
“informing” taste. (By law, a named 
varietal must have been made from 
at least 51 percent of that grape variety, 
but in practice the percentage is often 
far greater.) In establishing the varietal 


system, California has begun to break

away from? its misuse of European 
classifications. The success of this 
program has only recently been realized, 
for the California varietals are now 
being judged on their own merits, 
without specific comparison to the tastes 
of the European wines they may 
resemble. Indeed, so successful has the 
varietal labeling been that French 
producers occasionally adopt it for 
wines to be shipped to this country. 

There are. perhaps, some 20 varietals 
commonly made, but the names of the 
important ones are quickly learned. Of 
the reds, Cabernet Sauvignon and 
Pinot Noir are considered the best: 
Pinot Chardonnay and Johannisberg 
Riesling lead the whites. (For a 
complete chart of the varietals, see page 
148.) The quality range of the varietals 
is wide. not only because the grape 
varieties themselves produce vastly 
different wines but also because the skill 
and patience of a producer can turn an 
indifferent variety into an interesting 
wine—and a fine variety into a near- 
ereat wine. Many varietals—in fact. 
most of the finer ones—are vinlage- 
labeled, and year-to-year comparisons 
reveal, at least lo experienced 
wine-tasters. that the California growing 
conditions are not quite as uniform 
as they are sometimes reputed to be. 
Except for specially aged and bottled 
wines, the varietals cost between 32. 
and $3.50 for a fifth, roughly equal to 
the regional and lesser wines from France. 
But unless you know how to pick and 
choose your way among the regions and 
shippers of France, you'll find the 
California varietals more consistently 
of good quality. 

3. Proprietary wines. These are wines 
developed by individual producers to 
appeal to broad general tastes. They are 
given a producer's own brand name 
without reference to wine type or grape 
variety. This. too. is an effort to escape 
the traditional wine classifications and 
to offer a wine that will be judged on 
its own merii. The Paul Masson 
Vineyards is perhaps the leader in this 
category. having just added Baroque 
(a Burgundy type) to Emerald Dry (a 
German-style white) and others. 
Christian Brothers’ Chateau La Salle (a 
Sauterne type) is another example of a 
proprietary wine. Since these wines are 
intended to have a broad appeal. 
their prices are moderate. 

The making of fine wine begins with 
the land. and on a recent trip to visit the 
California vineyards for House 
Beautiful. | found that climate was 


always the first word mentioned. The 
conditions for the growing of grapes are 
so ideal in California that they astound 
visitors from Europe, where vineyards 
are scratched into unfriendly soil and 
owners pray for the right combinations 
of sun and rain, warmth and cold. 

Having the right climate is one thing: 
knowing what to grow in it is another. 
Every grape variety has its own 
requirements. The Napa Valley has 
always been considered one ot the 
fine growing districts in California, 
particularly for the robust reds. But 
even Napa has seen great changes in the 
last LO years. As a result of test plantings 
supervised by the Department of 
Viuculture of the University otf 
California at Davis, new sections of the 
valley, previously thought to be 
inhospitable to the finer vines, have 
been opened up for cultivation. 

for example, Andre Tchelistcheff, 
winemaking wizard of Beaulieu 
Vineyards in Napa, explained how his 
company is consolidating different 
varieies into the specific micro-climates 
best for each one, the climax of a 
30-year program. Referring to Cabernet 
Sauvignon, the grape variely most 
experts consider California’s finest, 
‘ichelistcheff said: “Cabernet can be a 
ereat wine if it has the smell of 
Kutherford dust.” (Rutherford is one of 
Napa’s small towns.) Beaulieu’s 
competitors might not agree on this 
point, but it does indicate the importance 
ol climate as a consideration. 

The problem of finding new vineyard 
areas lo increase production of 
the finer varietals is a serious one 
because the older vineyards are being 
engulfed by suburban developmenis. 
Great sections of the Salinas Valley, 
formerly the “salad bowl” of the 
country, are now heavy-producing 
vineyards supplying Almadén, Paul 
Masson and others with a wide range 
of grape varieties. These areas, too, were 
pinpointed by the climate studies 
directed by the University. 

Since the finest wines are produced 
from grapes now grown in the cooler 
areas, there is a limit on the possible 
growing regions. But looking to the 
long-range future, Dr. Harold Berg of 
the University commented: “The answer 
to the problem is to develop grapes that 
will produce fine wine in the hot areas.” 
Whether the scientists can do what others 
have not done remains to be seen. 

Of course, one way to increase the 
production of wine is to increase the

meanings of *papillote’

en you see papillote on a menu in a French restaurant, you can 
ly assume that it means an envelope of parchment paper, usually 
ising a veal chop or sometimes a fillet of fish. The paper is cut in 
shape of a heart and the meat or fish placed in the center. Then it 
losed and baked in the oven. When the papillote is folded correctly 
is. in a sense. sealed so that none of the steam or aroma can escape 
ie papillote should inflate and the top of the meat or fish take on a 
brown color. It is served directly on the plate and the guest opens 
mself. 

apillote also has two other meanings. In the French kitchen, it 
ns a frill, delicate paper lace, rolled into a “hat” and used to 
rn the bone of a lamb chop or a ham. Its raison d’étre is strictly 
hetic. It can also mean a Christmas bonbon rolled in a piece of 
er. then decorated with a drawing and inscribed with a motto, the 
Je wrapped in a colorful paper with frills at both ends. (The fourth 
illote. neither aesthetic nor edible, is a little piece of paper used by 
e women to set their hair.) 

lith these photographs to guide you, you can learn to make your 
_papillote for baking and to make the frill used for garnishing.

cut a long rectangle of

But in season, Jan- 
uary and February, such fine 
fish shops as New York’s Pisa- 
cane import the whole, cooked 
fresh crab. 


Crab Legs Palace Court* 


This famous recipe from San 
Francisco’s Sheraton Palace Ho- 
tel, one of the world’s great hos- 
telries, depends largely on the 
availability of crab legs. 

Fill large cooked 
with mixed freshly cooked vege- 
tables (green beans, peas. cauli- 
flower, asparagus tips) bound to- 
gether with mayonnaise. Arrange 
shredded lettuce on salad plates 
with a slice of tomato in the 
center and sprinkle with chopped 
hard-cooked egg. Place filled arti- 
choke hearts on the tomato slice 
and surround with half a dozen 
crab legs in a symmetrical pat- 
tern. Sprinkle more chopped egg 
around the base and top with 
Thousand Island Dressing. Gar- 
nish with strips of green pepper 
and pimientos.

Crab Louis 


The identity of the mysterious 
Louis who gave his name to this 
recipe seems to be lost in culin- 
ary antiquity. Obviously, it stems 
from the West Coast and it’s pos- 
sible it originated at Solari’s in 
San Francisco about 1914. What- 
ever, it is a lovely salad, no mat- 
ter what version you use. Ideally 
it is made with Dungeness crab, 
but meat from the blue crab is 
not to be scoffed at. 

To make Crab Louis for four, 
mix together 2 cups homemade 
mayonnaise, 1% cup finely chopped 
green onions (scallions), 4% cup 
seeded, minced sweet green pep- 
per, 4% cup chili sauce, a hand- 
ful of minced parsley sprigs. a 
soupcon of cayenne pepper, salt 
and lemon juice to taste. Fold 
in 4% cup heavy cream, whipped.

Jab in numerous places 
with a long metal skewer or ice 
pick so the juices from the meat 
can mingle with the sauce.

Place in a preheated 350° oven 
and roast, basting frequently with 
the wine-garlic mixture, for 
about an hour or until a meat 
thermometer registers 120° for 
pink or about 140° for well done. 
Lift the roast to a heated platter 
and keep warm. 

The sauce should be slightly 
thick. By some culinary magic 
the wine and garlic “marry” to 
a delicious consistency. Hf it 
doesn’t have quite enough body, 
place the pan over a high heat 
and reduce quickly. Add_ the 
drained olives: bring to a_ boil 
only to heat the olives. Pour into 
a heated sauceboat to serve. 

Serve with roasted potatoes 
and buttered green beans.

Tacos 


In American terms, a taco is a 
sort-of sandwich, but in Mexico 
a sandwich is, in fact, a torta. 
Whatever, to make tacos Cali- 
fornia-style, the tortillas can be 
fried in butter or oil or left un- 
fried, then stuffed and folded in 
half, usually fastened with a 
toothpick. Tortillas (a Mexican 
bread) are available nationally 
canned, and fresh, or frozen in 
the West. 

The variations on the stuffings 
are almost endless and to a large 
extent depend on who is making 
them. One favorite is to mix diced 
cooked chicken, lamb, pork or 
other meat with the sauce that 
accompanies. Enchiladas (see 
below) or do the same with any 
chili-flavored sauce. 
the sauce may be spooned over 
the tacos before they are served. 
Another variation is to spread 
the tortillas with diced avocado, 
minced onions and, if you like, 
Fried Beans (page 104). A third 
version calls for chopped hard- 
cooked eggs, 
and chopped onion, and a fourth 
is made with fried beans and 
grated Monterey Jack cheese. 
Garnishes for tacos include let- 
tuce, avocado, radishes and ripe 
olives, and they are frequently 
served with fried beans on the 
side.

They are available 
he year round, with heaviest 
upplies in April and May. Size 
as nothing to do with quality or 
avor.

"he Avocado 


‘he avocado belongs to the West- 
tm Hemisphere, spreading, it is 


believed, from Central America 
and Mexico to Peru (its name 
there is Palta), to the West 
Indies (George Washington wrote 
that it was called “agovago pear” 
in Barbados) and even to West 
Africa (there to be called 
Custard Apple). It has also 
traveled under various names 
such as Midshipman’s Butter. 
Vegetable Butter, Butter Pear 
and, in Mexico, Aguate. But the 
name we know it by, avocado, 
probably derives from the phon- 
etic spelling of ahuacatl, the 
Aztec name, as does its Spanish 
name, abogado, and its French 
name, avocat. 

There is no season for Cali- 
fornia avocados. The familiar 
winter fruit is the green Fuerte, 
distinguished by its leather-like 
skin (hence, its old name “al- 
ligator pear’), and the best 
known of the summer avocados 
is the pebbled dark Hass, which 
shades from a deep hunter’s 
green to purple to black. 

Avocados ripen perfectly off 
the tree but should be eaten only 
if fully ripe. If ripe, they yield to 
gentle pressure but can be test- 
ed by running a toothpick into 
the stem end. If it goes in and 
out easily, the avocado is ready 
to eat. Keep unripened avocados 
at room temperature but refrig- 
erate once ripe. 

Probably the most perfect way 
to enjoy a perfect avocado is “on 
the half shell” with lemon juice. 
But it can be diced, cubed or 
sliced and used in a salad or 
diced and used as a garnish with 
jellied madrilene. Brush a cut 
avocado with lemon or lime 
juice to prevent discoloring. 


Avocado Soup 

4 ripe avocados 

2 cans (101%-ounce size) 
condensed chicken broth or 
3 cups homemade 

Juice 2 lemons 

Salt 

Good dash cayenne 

2 cups half and half or 
light cream 

Garnish: Toasted sesame seeds* 


Cut each avocado in half length- 
wise, then twist to separate.

Purée, a small amount at a 
time, with some of ihe broth in 
an electric blender. Pour into 
a large bowl, stir in the lemon 
juice and salt to taste. Add 
the cayenne and stir in the half 
and half. Seal securely with 
Saran flat on the surface so no 
air can reach it. Chill. This serves 
six to eight.

yield of the acreage already un- 
der cultivation. Despite the beauty 
of its climate, many of the vines 
of California are working only 
at half efficiency because of one 


virus or another. Ed Mirassou, 
whose  fifth-generation family 


vineyard has only recently be- 
bottle and sell its 
fine wines, pointed out a stand 
of vines that, to an 
looked as if they were turning 
red because fall had arrived.

The grape yield can be in- 
creased in still other ways.

So an intensive search is being 
made for newer, more efficient 
trellising. 

The changes in vineyard man- 
agement are accelerating every 
year. In a booklet published only 
three years ago, the California 
Wine Advisory Board was. still 
proudly claiming: “There is as 
yet no machine which can replace 
man in harvesting the grapes. 
Skilled pickers gather the Calli- 
fornia vintage by hand.” Now 
several types of automatic har- 
vesters are past the test stage and 
in actual use. Louis P. Martini, 
the operating head of the firm 
founded by his father, says he'll 
buy a mechanical harvester be- 
fore he builds a badly needed 
new office. And any new planting 
and trellising by major firms is 
now being done with the harvest- 
ing machines in mind. 

Beyond automatic picking, the 
Mirassou family is modernizing 
the German practice of _ field- 
crushing, With a portable crusher 
taken into the vineyards, they are 
crushing the grapes immediately 
after they are picked by the har- 
vester. This is aimed at eliminat- 
ing even minor oxidation or 
spoilage in the during 
transportation to the winery. The 
first batch of wine made this way 
(it was a Chenin Blanc) was of- 
fered this year and recognized by 
buyers as something special. 

Once the grapes leave the vine- 
yard and arrive at the winery, 
the winemaker has to shed _ his 
farmer's role and become a 
chemist, or perhaps an alchem- 
ist. Robert Mondavi, who left 
the Mondavi-owned Charles Krug 
winery to found his own, prob- 
ably has the most modern produc- 
tion equipment in California but

does not consider it a substitute 
for the know-how of the individ- 
ual winemaker. “You must have 
dedicated people who — really 
know.” he said. At the University, 
Dr. Berg put it a little different- 
ly: “You can test a juice chem- 
ically and you can graph all the 
factors. but you must have indi- 
vidual judgment and taste. Wine- 
making is still more of an art 
than a science.” 

With such emphasis on individ- 
uality, it is only natural to find 
that the California winemakers 
disagree on the best way to make 
fine wines. Most vineyards vin- 
tage-label their finer wines, but 
Christian Brothers, for example. 
does not. Brother Timothy, the 
firm’s well-known  cellarmaster, 
believes in blending old and 
young wines to produce a more 


interesting result. He uses a 
Cuvée -(batch) number on_ the 


label instead of the year. 

Should a varietal wine be made 
100 percent from the named va- 
riety? A harder question, per- 
haps. and I found even less agree- 
ment on the answer. At Beaulieu 
and Christian Brothers, all the 
varietals are 100 percent, but 
down the road at Martini, the 
reds are blended “to develop 
greater complexity in the wine.” 
It was often pointed out that 
some of the great Bordeaux wines 
are not made of one grape variety 
but are “field-blended.” That is, 
they are blended from different 
varieties of grapes planted in a 
ratio worked out after years of 
trial and error. 

At his Livermore Valley win- 
ery, Karl Wente makes some 100

percent varietals but said he 
would hate to be required to do 
so by law. On a tour of his barrel- 
storage area, he demonstrated the 
importance of blending by draw- 
ing off some aging Pinot Noir and 
having us taste it before and af- 
ter he added a small percentage 
of Petite Sirah. 

Most of the vineyards are try- 
ing to limit and even cut down 
the number of varietals on their 
list. Nearly all make Cabernet 
Sauvignon and Pinot Noir among 
the reds and Pinot Chardonnay 
and Johannisberg Riesling among 
the whites, but beyond that they 
emphasize those that doe best in 
their climate and soil. 

Chenin Blanc, a white with the 
freshness of the Loire Valley 
wines. and Petite Sirah, a dry 
red resembling a Rhone wine, 
seem to be rising stars. At Con- 
cannon, a small winery in the 
Livermore Valley, Petite Sirah is 
now the best seller. And at 
Mirassou, they feature Petite 
Rosé, a proprietary wine made 
from the Sirah grape. It is a 
rosé wine, actually made first by 
accident, when they inadvertent- 
ly used the white-wine process 
(removing the skins immediate- 
ly) on a batch of grapes de- 
signed for red wine. 

Though most experts feel that 
Cabernet Sauvignon is and will 
be California’s greatest wine, 
there is no unanimity on the sub, 
ject. William Dieppe, Presiden 
of Almadén, feels strongly that 
the Pinot Noirs will eventually 
outshine the Cabernets.

Zapple? Well, yes, that’s one 
of them. It’s apple-flavored, or 
did you guess? Another is Annie 
Green Springs, described as a 
“light fruity wine with a country 
feeling,” complete with buteher- 
paper label. Others are more con- 
servatively named: Ripple (it 
comes in red, white or “pagan 
pink”), Key Largo (orange-cit- 
rus), Bali Hai (tropical fruit), 
Spanada (like the Spanish wine 
punch, Sangria), Ocean Spray 
American Rose (cranberry) and 
dozens of others. 

Cold Duck, a phenomenon that 
needs no introduction, is a simple 
mix of Champagne and Sparkling 
Burgundy. Not everyone would 
label it a “pop” wine, but it has 
a similiar appeal to a generation 
raised on the fizz of soft drinks. 

Where table wines are at their 
best complementing foods, the 
“pop” wines are sufficient unto 
themselves. Chilled in a cooler 
at the beach or just splashed 
over ice, they serve a completely 
different need. Some come in 12- 
ounce bottles, making them even 
closer to soft drinks. @

the elderly or low-income minor- 
ity groups. Class, status, elegance, 
and luxury were words that 
drifted uneasily through my head.

Africa, Asper has built a collec- 
tion that blooms all year. Pro- 
teas bear a slight resemblance to 


an artichoke flower. although 
they are not related. Protea 


altifolia with its maroon-red flow- 
ers is nearly ever-blooming. Pink 
Mink, or P. neriifolia, has a 
strange featherlike growth around 
each pink bract, and the king 
protea grows up to 10 inches 
across. Proteas are being tested 
in containers in other parts of 
the country, but so far they ap- 
parently do well only in the open 
ground in a mild climate with 
full sun, excellent drainage’ and 


portable gazebo. “There’s a lot of 
good design here craft-ori- 
ented, low-culture stuff and big.

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A little language is a 
dangerous thing

For too long, it seems to’ me, 
we poor monoglot American 
travelers have been cruelly 
brainwashed about our linguis- 
tic deficiencies. Before we go 
wherever it is were going, we 
are continually enjoined to ac- 
quaint ourselves with the lan- 
guage, try to speak it, the na- 
tives will love us for our efforts, 
we ll get closer to the people, 
and we'll all live happily in this 
worst of all possible worlds. 

The more earnest of us have 
taken these injunctions to heart, 
done our homework with old col- 
lege textbooks and courses in 
Lithuanian-Made-Easy and gone 
off to foreign shores loaded with 
pocketbooks of Useful Phrases 
and teeny dictionaries in type 
to defy the Mount Palomar lens. 

I submit that this smatter- 
ing of ignorance does two ter- 
rible things to travelers who 
might better be relaxing and 
writing their postcards home in 
English or hiring interpreters: 
(1) it tends to make you believe 
that you speak the language, and 
even when it becomes quite clear 
that you don’t, it (2) produces 
a needling compulsion to keep on 
trying, which in turn can lead 
to a perpetual, nervous-making 
state of insecure communica- 
tions, and who needs that on a 
vacation?

A moat, waterfall 


and bridge 


in my living room

I'd always wanted a_ waterfall 
in my living room, and |

When we turned the water on 
it gushed out and splattered o, 
everything. So we decided 
try a water sealer on the roc 
to make a_ path where 
wanted the water to go, bu* 
went everywhere but where "2 
sealer was. Once the rocks fille 
up with water, though, 
was less of a splatter problem. 
I kept the recirculating pump 
going al! the time so the rocks 
wouldn’t dry out. 

I filled the moat the first 
time by connecting the garden 
hose to an outside outlet and 
running it in through the patio 
door, but now I attach a hose 
to a bathroom faucet to replace 
the water lost by evaporation 
(some 30 gallons a week). It 
takes about 500-600 gallons to 
fill the moat up to four inches 
from the top. 

To keep the water clean, I 
use a _ battery-powered aquar- 
ium cleaner. The recirculation 
of water through the rocks 
keeps the surface clean. I did 
notice at one time that there 
seemed to be a lot of mosquitoes 
in the house and finally discov- 
ered that I was breeding them 
in the moat. So I solved that 
problem by spraying an_ insec- 
ticide on the surface. 

When my architect first saw 
the waterfall, he suggested I 
get a plumber to fix the leak, 
And a friend did a _ cartoon 
showing a man standing on the 
bridge with a dismayed ex- 
pression on his face as he sees 
a shark fin in the water.

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Can chocolate be overcooked? 


Yes. When this happens, the cocoa butter separates. To restore 
the chocolate, cool to the solid stage and reheat over simmering 
water, taking care not to go beyond 90°. If the melted chocolate 
is combined with butter and/or cream, it should be done gradu- 
ally, mixing in each ingredient separately and thoroughly, or 
this mixture, too, will separate. 


How do you store dried fruits? 


In tightly covered containers at room temperature—that is, not 
above 70°. When the weather is warm and humid, they should 
be refrigerated. 


Is there a substitute for buttermilk? 


If it is to be used for baking, you can “sour” milk by adding 
1 tablespoon of white vinegar or lemon juice to 1 cup of fluid 
whole milk, or you can use | cup of fluid whole milk mixed with 
184 teaspoons of cream of tartar. 


How long can butter be frozen? 


The United States Department of Agriculture tells us that it will 
maintain its quality for about two months. Daily supplies of 
butter should be stored in the regular section of the refrigerator 
but taken out 10 to 15 minutes before using so the butter will 
spread more readily. 


What is a Sauce Béarnaise? 


Classically, it is a marvelous sauce made with a reduction of 
wine or tarragon vinegar, shallots and pepper, to which egg 
yolks, then clarified butter are added, then fresh tarragon, pars- 
ley, salt and, if available, fresh chervil. Like Hollandaise, it is 
served lukewarm. Serve with filet mignon, fried or boiled fish. 
Said to have been invented by Maitre Collinet, chef of an inn 
at St. Germain-en-Laye called Henri IV, which is now Pavillon 
Henri IV in a suburb west of Paris. Henri IV was born in 
Béarn, hence the name of the sauce. Collinet, apparently, is the 
same man who accidentally invented pommes soufflés: sliced 
potatoes cooked twice in deep fat, a process that makes them 
puff into golden shells of hot air. 


What is mustard cress? 


Actually, it is known as “mustard and cress,” and wherever you 
eo in England, chances are you'll see it. All grocers carry it and 
the seed can be bought from seedsmen. It is really a miniature 
plant with a white stem and two tiny oval leaves, and you eat 
the whole lot. Once sown, it matures in a week. Then you start 
all over again. The English use it to make sandwiches for tea- 
time, but it is also used as a garnish. The flavor is pleasantly hot. 


Are Demerara sugar and coffee sugar the same thing? 


No. Demerara sugar is a coarse brown shiny sugar that comes 
from the West Indies and is usually offered on the table of 
English restaurants. Coffee sugar, also known as Pure Cane 
Sugar Candy Crystals, is an expensive form of brown sugar 
that is served with coffee after lunch or dinner in chic English 
homes. A product known as Brown Sugar Candy (also expen- 
sive), the equivalent of the crystals, is available in this country 
at shops specializing in fine foods. 


What is the best way to cut blue cheese? 


Since blue cheese is inclined to be crumbly and, like all cheeses, 
should be served at room temperature, it is best to use a sharp, 
thin knife, or, as they do in cheese stores, use a taut wire. @

The new cosmetic: 


today s synthetic wig.

Is there really anything these days that is a lot better 
than it used to be and costs a lot less, too? Yes... a wig. A 
synthetic wig, to be specific. When you add to that the fact 
that a wig smoothes your life and makes you more attractive, 
how can you resist ? 

lor every woman, today’s wig can be another beauty aid. 
like lipstick or false eyelashes. (Revlon has just added wigs 
to their list of cosmetics.) A wig lets you look as if you’d 
just stepped out of the hairdresser’s door. no matter how 
long it’s been since you did. A wig gives you instant change 
—from straight to curly. long to short. You can slip on a 
wig to see how you'd fare with the latest hair fashion with- 
out taking that irrevocable step with the scissors. You may 
be thinking that this has always been true of wigs. Perhaps 
you've tried them and weren’t so impressed. So what’s new? 

The breed of wig we’re talking about is ready-to-wear. 
You select the style you want. and with a bit of brushing and 
playing with it. you're all set. You'll usually find them on the 
main floor of department stores near the cosmetic counter— 
and you can easily spend an afternoon trying them on, For 
those who are shy about trying them in the open, some 
stores have them in upper-floor millinery departments. Wigs 
are becoming so ready-to-wear, in fact, that they'll soon be 
appearing in large drug stores. 

Today’s wig is also wash-and-wear. The fiber is one of 
several synthetics that can be washed in cold water with a 
very mild detergent. Some manufacturers have a_ special 
shampoo. but there are substitutes. Abbott Tresses, for ex- 
ample, recommends that if you don’t have their specially 
designed formula, the next best thing is pHisoHex, easy to 
find in any drug store. And Revlon, now working on a new 
wig shampoo, thinks Lux Liquid is a good substitute. If 
you follow the instructions that come with the wig. there 
wont be any problems. In general: Don’t dry the wig on a 
head form, but let it hang from a door knob or tub faucet. 
Don’t brush or comb it until it is completely dry, about eight 
hours. Dry it away from heat and don’t use hot rollers.

and there. But a chin-length one is bent only at the ends and 
if you trim it to lobe length, that’s the end of the curl. 

Many of the former problems have been solved, at 
least to some extent. That “wiggy” look is gone, for example. 
Wigs used to be made with too much hair on the principle 
that they would be trimmed and shaped later for the indi- 
vidual. Somehow most Wigs never got thinned enough and 
had a bunchy look, a la Harpo Marx. Wigs are now lighter 
in weight—about three ounces, or the weight of a couple of 
letters. This construction means a cooler head, too. 

The part and the hairline used to be trouble spots and still 
can be. Some wigs have definite parts, but a non-parted one 
that can be styled into a soft part wherever you want is more 
flexible. The part becomes less tell-tale, which is, after all, the 
goal. The hairline is still being perfected for those of us who 
like to wear our hair completely off the face. For this, you 
must find a wig that has been handmade at the hairline. 
Compare the stitching on the main part of the wig with that 
in the front. The machine weaving of the cap is easily dis- 
tinguishable from the hand work at the hairline. The most 
important test, though, is how the wig looks on you. 

You can tease and spray a synthetic wig, but if you 
want a bouffant style. we recommend that you buy the wig

If you are at all adept with a 
pair of pliers, assembly is no 
problem. Otherwise, it is worth 
the few extra dollars to have a 
bicycle mechanic do the assem- 
bly and make whatever minor ad- 
justments may be needed in the 
brake and gear action. 

Department stores and dis- 
count outlets stock bikes, but 
other than for buying a tricycle 
or a coaster, I prefer to shop at 
a bicycle store. They will assem- 
ble the bike and make adjust- 
ments and repairs whenever you 
stop by. But comparison 
and make certain the machine 
you get carries all the accessor- 
ies on that model in the catalog. 

If you are careful, you can get 
a bargain at rental shops. Most 
sell their bikes at cost—around 
$30 or $35—at the end of the 
season. But make sure the bike is 
in good condition. 

Riding the bikeways is simple. 
You steer and stay out of the 
way of other bikes. But if you 
plan to commute through trafhe 
or take an extended trip, you 
should be in command of your 
bike. You should be able to start 
without wobbling, ride slowly, 
turn easily, take a hand off the 
handlebars to signal for a turn 
and stop where you want. 

The best place to practice rid- 
ing is an empty schoolyard in the 
evening, or a supermarket park- 
ing lot on Sundays. After a few 
sessions here, you should be ready 
for the street.

Bikes and the law 


Because state laws regard bikes 
as vehicles, you must keep to the 
right and obey trafie regula- 
tions. But you should also take 
local conditions into considera- 
tion. On busy one-way streets, 
use the left lane to avoid buses, 
which wheel back and forth, stop 
regularly and spew unpleasant 
blankets of exhaust. 

Some local communities require 
some form of bicycle registration 
or licensing. Check with your 
local police department. Police 
departments also often have 
pamphlets on safe bicycle rid- 
ing. If not, write the National 
Safety Council, 425 N, Michigan 
Ave., Chicago 60611. 

Summer holidays do not mean 
you must leave your bike at home. 
Carriers can be built or bought 
that will hold bikes on your car 
roof or behind the trunk. Gears 
should be wrapped in cloth and 
handlebars turned away from the 
finish to avoid scratching the car. 


Bikes also can be rented in 
most towns and resorts through- 
out the country. Rates vary 
slightly from area to area and 
even within a city. In New York 
City, a three-speed rents from 
$1.25 to $1.75 an hour, in Cincin-' 
nati for $1 an hour and in Den- 
ver for 75 cents to $1 an hour. 

The secret of safe riding is con- 
trol, not speed. So ride defen- 
sively, as if you were behind the! 
wheel of your car. Be alert to’ 
possible line-changing by buses! 
and cars and avoid potholes and) 
oil or water slicks. 

On wet or slippery patches 
avoid braking or turning. Hold 
the handlebars firmly and coast - 
through. When braking, use the 
rear wheel brakes first and then 
the front wheel brakes. When 
crossing railroad tracks and 
rough roads, slow down and rise 
off the saddle slightly to let your 
arms absorb the bounce. 





































Light up at night 


If you ride at night, invest in ¢ 
headlight and a taillight. They 
can be generator or battery-oper 
ated. If you carry spare batterie 
in your tool kit, battery-powere¢ 
lamps are completely satisfac 
tory. Failsafe your lights wit 
striped reflecting tape on you 
bike’s fenders. There also is a 
iron-on reflecting tape you ca 
put on your own foul weathe 
gear. A pump and spare tir 
tube are necessities, particular! 
if you are riding in the country 

Part of safe riding is keepin 
your bicycle in good mechanicé 
condition. Lightly oil all movir 
parts regularly, occasionally p¢ 
lish enamel surfaces with 
liquid or paste wax (more oftey 
when at the shore or during w 
weather) and saddle soap leathe 
saddles to keep them flexibl 
Brakes should also be looked 
regularly to make certain the pa 
are in good shape and that tl 
calipers work easily. 

Long-term storage is equal 
simple.

REMODELING OPENS UP 
A 30-YEAR-OLD KITCHEN 


In this airy, suburban kitchen, both eating and 
cooking are beautifully in tune with the wood- 
ed surroundings.

beyond? Not really. The room, below 
right, is the breakfast-room transformation of 
a small passageway off the kitchen in Mr. and 
Mrs. Woolworth Donahue’s summer home in 
Southampton, Long Island, N.Y. Designer Ber- 
nard Gelbort worked the metamorphosis by 
covering walls and ceiling with a white treil- 
lage of lumberyard lath over surfaces of vernal 
apple green. Such an airy, open pattern in 
contrasting color is a time-honored trick to 
fool the eye and create the illusion of spacious- 
ness. Further gardenizers: the white viny! floor 
in herringbone brick pattern, summery rattan 
furniture, tree-form geraniums massing their 
blossoms against the latticework. The room, 
which links the house with a glassy pool pavil- 
ion and the bona fide outdoors, faces north, 
but the bright yellow of table settings and 
chair seats guarantees a perpetual glow of sun- 


light, even on the grayest of rainy days. 





Contemporaneous, Italianate, a_ living 

room with the new International Look, 
far right. The room itself was reshaped to 
suggest the round-edge, fluidly molded forms 
of white acrylic furnishings and the steel-tube 
curves of modern sofa and chairs. Existing 
walls were covered in panels of plywood and 
Masonite bent like the ribs of a boat to swoop 
over the ceiling. These are alternately covered 


in tie-dyed Japanese rice paper and silvery re- 


flective Mylar foil, which doubles and redou- * 


bles the room’s heady magenta and bittersweet 
coloration. The arched wall-covering device 
could also serve as a camouflage for unsightly 
ceiling ducts or poor walls. Tables and lamps 
are Italian imports, but the congenial uphol- 
stered furniture is 100 percent American, 
from the Torino collection by Kroehler, whose 
designers created the room setting that brings 


it all glamorously and inevitably together. 


House Bedutirur, Aprit 1971 
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The manorial bedroom, /eft—mellow, 

comforting, reviving a look of 18th-cen- 
tury French country house dignity—is a re- 
minder that even a large room may need no 
more than a few pieces of furniture if those 
pieces are important in scale and design qual- 
ity. The high, solid headboard of the canopy 
bed and the two armoires placed side by side 
seem to panel the room, to “furnish” it with 
the patina of cherry wood and the pattern of 
their scroll carving. Interior Designer June A. 
Tedder has used two fabrics almost architec- 
turally—a textured lemon cotton for the fitted 
coverlet, bed valance and the formal lambre- 
quin that frames the window, and a green- 
ground French floral print to cover the outsize 
bergére, to skirt the bed and underskirt the 
valance and, as an effective surprise, to glass- 
curtain the window. Fabric workmanship in 
a sparsely furnished room must be impeccable.

Great sails of white stretch nylon jersey reap- 
portion the room, creating new architecture, 
meantime concealing irregular beams and 
ducts. A screen of piano-hinged white Formica 
takes care of an obtrusive radiator and air 
conditioner and delineates the living space 
with its accordion pattern. The owner specified 
casualness, so floor cushions pinch-hit for 
extra chairs, are used for meals at the low 
round table. Everything was chosen for easy 
upkeep, as befits a bachelor pad, and excepting 
the sails and the slipcover of the circular 
couch, nothing was custom-made in this room, 
which was done on a budget yet looks so 
stylishly bespoke. Big, much-for-your-money

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The working home office of Designer 

Charles Segal in Bergen, N.J., right 
clutter-free and businesslike with nary a cliché 
in its practical makeup, it’s an example of what 
House Beautiful calls The Mix in action, a 
variety of unexpected choices that add up to 
the owner's personal style. Against a crisp two- 
color background of eggplant and white, the 
desk is a glass-top hunt table, supported by 
faux bambou legs (iron antiqued in silver) ; 
three-corner chair is Chippendale: luminous 
mushroom lamp is modern. Vertical blinds at 
the window are rigid panels, covered in ric- 
rac-patterned fabric, controlled by a sliding 
mechanism. Bookshelves hang on a_ wall 
painted by the owner for his own amusement 
with a great white graphic of his own design. 
Softening grace note amid this restraint: pots 
of cineraria blooming along the wall, there to 
add eye interest to an uncarpeted floor as well 


as for the sheer enjoyment of fresh flowers. 





Rich, vital, red all over, below right 

the home office of Designer Peter Prince 
and an example of how a small room can be 
unified and raised to importance by the use of 
one color and a few pieces of boldly sealed 
furniture. This is the transformation of a non- 
descript New York apartment bedroom, the 
major medium tulip-red felt stretched over 
walls and moldings and draped at the windows. 
A wool tartan, the only other fabric used, 
matches the felt color exactly—important be- 
cause the success of a monochromatic room 
like this depends upon a perfect color match 
or its visual unity is lost. Three important 
pieces virtually furnish the room the 18th- 
century English double desk, its bulk balanced 
by a sofa that fits one wall as precisely as if 
built-in, and a huge, ornately framed English

In each bed niche there’s the 
elegancy of an antique Persian mirror: on the 
floor, bunk-to-bunk carpeting, a Greek astra- 
khan rug. All is clean-cut and beautifully ade- 


quate for a one-night stopover for two guests.

ime, that not so sweet mystery of 
life, may improve wine, good marriages and 
cheese, but taken on balance, iis effects are 
usually more ravaging than’ enhancing. 
Thus it is that the inevitable moment arrives 
when even the handsomest room begins to 
pall on its owner, when the bloom is off the 
rose. It may be a question of a piece or two 
turned shabby or, more than likely, that 
familiarity has simply bred boredom. What 
was once a place to lift the spirit seems now 
to need a face-lift. 
What to do about it—if youve neither 


the inclination nor the budget to do a com- 
plete redecorating job? What's the quick- 
est. easiest. most effective way to revive a 
tired room?— 





ouse Beautiful posed this poser 
to a panel of interior designers known for 
their imaginative talents and common 
sense. They have obligingly and generously 
responded, and we feel that we’ve pulled 
off something of a coup, because the sug- 
gestions offered here add up to a little gold 
mine of expert professional advice. 

To a man—or woman—they pointed 
out that every room presents a diflerent set 
of problems, and so there’s no one univer- 
sal panacea. But they all agree that change 
is of the essence in bringing a tired room 
to life, and if there’s one basic rejuvenator, 
its a change of color. 

“Paint the walls a dark color,” says Ev- 
erett Brown. “It’s amazing what that does.” 
Or, says Richard Himmel, “If your walls 
are already dark, paint them light. If you 
have solid-color walls, put pattern on them 
Camille 
Lehman brought off a spectacular revival 


the idea is a complete change.” 


in her own all-white living room by paper- 
ing the walls in red marbleized paper, 
without altering another thing. William 
Pahlmann. who points out that paint is the 
fastest. cheapest touch-up tool, suggests 
painting one wall a different color. Albert 
Carr. another paint man, thinks boredom 
could be forestalled if people got the 
habit of changing the color of their walls 
from time to time, contrasting the colors. 
He’s also for learning how to marbleize or 
fake wood graining with paint, claims once 
you know how to flick colors around with 
feathers, sponge and paper, you can ring 
sensational changes on floors, doors, wood- 
work or furniture. 

Jini Costello would opt for coloring the 
ceiling as a quick change, with paint or 
wallpaper. Hector Grant would do the re- 
verse: concenirate on the floor—paint it, 
spatter il, create a treillage pattern with 
masking tape and spray-paint over it. John 
Dickinson considers the consistent use of 
one color in a room.as a great scene-shifter, 
suggests white as a potent contemporizer, 
would paint furniture as well as walls, and 
carry out the same color in everything 
from picture mats to sofa cushions. Arthur 
Elrod is for getting a fresh look by paint- 
ing. or even wallpapering, a chest or a ta- 
ble. Ellen Lehman McCluskey, with dazz- 
ling effect. redid her dining room by sim- 
ply gilding her Chippendale-type dining ta- 
ble and chairs. Katherine Mercer Stanley. 
James Merrick Smith and David Wemple 
consider wallpaper the greatest single snap- 
per-upper. especially in view of the stylish 
geometrics and printed foils that are avail- 
able today. 

Clearly, paint and wallpaper come first 
to mind as the most spectacular rejuvena- 
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tors—if. as Lloyd Bell comments, you can 
stand the mess. Melvin Dwork sounds a 
note of caution: If your furnishings are 
shabby, a spanking new paint job may 
make them look shabbier in contrast. 
So—suppose you reject the paint and 
paper spectacular as too discommoding. 
what are the next easiest, fastest transfor- 
mations? Here’s what the experts sug- 
gest, listed in the order of effectiveness: 


Get new slipcovers 
Rearrange the lighting 
Rearrange accessories 
Rearrange the furniture 
Change the wall treatment 
Change the floor treatment 
Bring in plants and flowers 


This is the bare bones, but hear how the 
experts expand on their suggestions. Wil- 
liam Pahlmann, a slipcover advocate, is for 
a splashy fabric to be repeated on window 
shades, would even “slipcover” a wall in 
fabric (also a good cover-up for cracked 
plaster or a water stain). Thumbtack the 
fabric to a molding, let it hang free, finish 
it off with Empire swags. It’s a treatment 
easily changed, to give a room a new look 
with every season. Fer a speedy color 
change: oodles of bright sofa cushions. 
Pahlmann also believes in the power of the 
window curtain to change a room, and like 
many of the experts. points out that inex- 
pensive fabric lavishly used produces a far 
bigger and better effect than an expensive 
fabric skimpily applied. Edward Perrault 
would restyle the window treatment, using 
fabric of an obviously different character. 
Ellen Lehman McCluskey notes: Try substi- 
tuting mirrored or wallpapered screens or 
louvered shutters for draperies; or lami- 
nate a brilliant patterned fabric on Vene- 
tian blinds. 





ost slipcover buffs feel that the 
most smashing result comes if you. slip- 
cover all seating pieces in the same mate- 
rial, which is surely more feasible if the 
fabric chosen hasn't a gilt-edged price tag. 
Felt is a popular candidate for fast redoing 





as wall or window draping or to revamp 
a table with a floor-length skirt—because 
it comes in grand colors, a copious 72 
inches wide, and needs only to be cut with- 
out hemming. 

Lloyd Bell carries the slipcover idea to 
the floor, especially as a warm-weather re- 
fresher: if you have wall-to-wall carpet. 
spread it with tough awning canvas in 
emerald green or zingy stripes or the brick- 
floor look of terra cotta, to be tacked down 
around the room. Jini Costello’s note for 
apartment dwellers: You can do a tempo- 
rary, easily demountable wall treatment by 
stretching fabric on the walls, attaching it 
with double-face adhesive tape or, unless 
you run into steel beams, with a staple gun.

THE WALL until you make it a point of interest... 


Once upon atime, at least a year ago, 
window treatments were started by 
choosing a fabric. Not today. Cloth 
coverings will be ever good, ever 
right at some windows—but not all. 
Shades can hang alone. Blinds have 
come out from under the draperies. 
Windows shine through beads, hide 
behind shutters, go openly bare. 

A window is, after all, only a hole 
in the wall, cut by the practical an- 
cients to let in light and air or to 
help them watch for foes beyond the 
moat. The gods didn’t need light— 
the Parthenon was illuminated only 
when the doors were open; the sanc- 
tuary of the Egyptian’s Great Temple 
of Amon at Karnak was almost to- 
tally dark. But churches became 
places for congregations and there, 
too, man cut holes in the wall. Yet 
even creators of the Gothic ribbed 
vault, who completed their windows 
with beautiful stained glass, buried 
their windows deep in the walls. In- 
deed, for centuries the practical hole 
was hidden under arcades and ga- 
bles, surrounded with balconies and 
grills, smothered with carvings and 
fretwork. And man copied the archi- 
tecture of palaces and cathedrals in 
his own home. Ornamental window- 
work—the garlands and_ shells 
around the glass embellished with 
swags and silks and cascading lace 
—was a hallmark of residences of 
our more well-to-do ancestors. 

Twentieth-century architecture has 
brought the window out from un- 
der the carving. Neither split-level 
nor skyscraper apartment defines its 
window walls with shell motifs. In a 
housing era built around the econ- 
omies of mass production and a 
growing lack of artistic craftsmen, 
decorative window treatments are 
more important than ever. Good win- 
dow treatments make the best of to- 
day’s way with glass, but it must be 
carefully planned if it is to serve its 
decorative or functional purpose. And 
that planning may determine wheth- 
er you have a lively environment or 
merely a bland room with pretty col- 
ors and a covered-up |\o!e in the wall. 
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Two double-hung windows—nothing could be 
simpler. And basically nothing could be simpler 
than this combination of sheer curtains and print 
draperies and valance. But decorating the two 
windows as one gives new impact to an end wa!| 
and effectively frames the furnishings in this 
quietly contemporary room. The valance is 
classically tailored, the draperies and curtains 
on a double traverse rod so both can be 

closed for a change of scene behind the sofa. 

For extra daytime light control, use semisheer 

Or Opaque curtains or hang shades inside the 
window frames. Consider the more formal! feeling 
this floor-to-ceiling treatment would have had 
with a swagged valance (a decorative flourish 
from the French) or with floral tieback 

draperies instead of the youthful trelliage panels. 


To calm the architectural busy-ness of this paned 
bow window between built-in bookcases, another 
blend of curtains, draperies and valance. Sash 
curtains insure some privacy but flood the room 
with light from the curving window—never a 
problem with today’s special hardware. The 
valance across the front and the matching 
cushion give a horizontal flow of pattern that 
visually widens space between the bookcase 
arches. The airy print is well suited to the Old 
World manners of this planked-floor sitting room; 
a clan plaid or gingham check would set a slightly 
different mood. Where privacy is no concern, 

let a bow go beautifully unadorned, set off by 
coordinated draperies and wallpaper, but the win- 
dow seat fabric must be covered with sun-resistant.

to the wall and bestowed with braid for a spark 


of detail, tuck neatly under their own folds to 
put handles on outward-going casements within 
easy reach. A case in point for the correct 
hardware: an unwanted show of fixtures here 
would look quite like a pretty woman with her 
slip showing—perhaps still pretty but oh, so 


| sloppy. A variation on the same theme would 
| be mini-slatted blinds painted or appliquéd with 


a geometric design, creating a splash of graphic 
art that disappears when blinds are opened. 

Or use one exciting fabric to cover wall and 
Shades and watch the windows disappear when 
shades are drawn. To conquer trickier inward- 
swinging casements, mount a one-way traverse 
rod on the wall so draperies draw clear of the 
window, or fasten decorative pull-down shades 
directly to the window sash and edge the window 
with tall folding screens or painted shutte 
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Streamlined reverse-roll shades team up to 
transform a bank of awning-type windows into a 
huge pop-art canvas with art deco roots. Merry 
mates to a casual mix of wicker furniture and 
contemporary paintings, the oversized bottom-up 
and pull-down shades meet in the center to block 
out all unwanted sunshine or view, open easily 

to let any individual window be adjusted. The 
reverse-roll technique visually eliminates bulky 
shade rolls at floor and ceiling. With different 
furnishings, woven wood or split bamboo shades 
—laminated or trimmed to echo upholstery or 
wall coverings—would have been effective cover- 
ups for the choppy group of windows and sashes. 
Tiers of café curtains (from floor to ceiling or 

just covering the windows) on painted wood poles 
and rings would be punchy brighteners for 

a sunny breakfast nook or a youngster’s room.

In a formal bay without a ledge, floor-length 

sheers could be fitted to custom-shaped plain 

or traverse rods, with draperies at the sides. 


Multicolored stripes glide front and center to 
backdrop a most modern room with sliding glass 
doors. Fitted into sockets in a ceiling track, 
vertical shade-cloth blinds can be turned to 
control light, pulled to the side to clear the door 
or closed completely to hide the world outside. 
Other choices: shiny woven aluminum blinds or 
translucent casements with a French heading, 
installed in a ceiling track, or, for an entirely 
different mood, sliding arched wood frames 
backed with tightly stretched shirred curtains. 
Most patio door treatments could be applied to 
Stationary window walls as well—to the top of 

the windows or to the ceiling, depending on room 
proportions. Remember, too, that glass doors 
and walls might need extra insulation in winter. 
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Ranch windows, too, can be a focal point. Force 
that little strip of glass to be decorative and 
meaningful with a window-wide wall shelf holding 
a frieze of plants—cactuses and other 
succulents would be especially good because 
they need minimal watering. Most ranch windows 
and kindred clerestory types (small, very 
narrow windows at the ceiling level or high above ,\ // 
the slope of a roof) are high enough and © 

protected enough by roof overhang that privacy 
need not be a major concern. If you want to cover, 
think artfully. Custom-fit a short, wide shade to 
the window and bedeck it with vibrant swoops 
and swirls of tape in the manner of a modern 
painting. If curtain you must, de-emphasize 

the window by matching fabric to wallcovering. 




















Create your own dramatic architecture. Problems 
upon problems are envisioned here, with both 
large and small windows on the same wall, 
protruding beams at the corner and overhead, 

a radiator underneath. The solution: one lavish 
sweep of sensational fabric on a curved ceiling 
track. The rounded line is soft and graceful, and 
successfully skirts both radiator and corner. 
Anticipate problems from the heat and 

line accordingly. Tiebacks open to light-giving 
full-length sheers at the larger window. For a 
smooth, tailored approach, there is another 
custom ceiling track that could be installed at 

the point where the corner beam juts out. 
Equipped with a sliding mechanism and special 
fasteners, it gives flat fabric panels the look of 
sliding screens, so smart in contrasting colors. 
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Never fret over French doors—they can be fitted 
into any decor. Expose them for what they 

are and there will be no need to duplicate the 
window treatments used elsewhere in the room. 
This wickery sunroom example has great charm 
and grace but not a hint of overdraping. Bamboo 
molding outlines the doorway. Thin, narrow 
venetian blinds secured at top and bottom swing 
right along with the doors, bring privacy or view 
to hand with a simple turn of the slats. The molding e 
could, of course, be ‘‘built’’ of tape or braid. 


Screen off an obtrusive air conditioner. Convert 
a broken-up window wall into a floor-to-ceiling 
impression of mesh or caning, Moroccan 
grillwork or delicate filigree (backed with shirred 
curtains if the design is too open). The screens 
will slide nicely out of the way whenever it’s 
necessary to get to the movable window sections 
flanking the large picture pane. Screens are 
valuable on a smaller scale, too. Conceal the air 
conditioner or a radiator behind sill-height 

folding screens, fabric-matched to soft tieback 
draperies or to laminated pull-down shades. 








Flaunt a worthy view. Make the outdoor scenery 
an integral part of your interior world. Look at 
the view and window as an unframed painting and 
design the proper surround for them. Here we 
show many-toned whirligigs, a sort of modern 
molding just around the glass; an end wall would 
take well to enormous wavelike swirls from 
corner to corner. A garden prospect in a bedroom 
could become a quiet spot for breakfast with 

flat trellislike framing (real or painted on) 

against a leafy green wall. Depending on the 
texture desired, borders could be composed from 
wallpaper, fabric, felt or braid as well as paint.

Consider the proportions of the wall rather than 
the limitations of the window and any window can 
be correctly scaled. In this tall sitting room, 

the off-center window had no impact at all. Our 
glamorous ensemble made it grow in all directions. 
Brightly colored venetian blinds and chevron- 
patterned draperies were carried from one window 
edge out onto the wall on the other side to increase 
the width. Lengthwise, the window grew taller by 
carrying blinds and draperies from the floor up to 
the top of the window and covering the bare wall 
above with a mirrored cornice. Extension hardware 
can be attached to the window frame if you can’t 
put holes in your wall. Whether wall- or frame- 
mounting, use the right fasteners for that surface. 






















Start with a single tall, narrow window and add 

the magic of mirror. Mirrored shutters seemingly 
magnify both the width and the depth of this 
otherwise ordinary window and greatly intensify 
the light coming in around the heirloom secretary 
paired with a 20th-century chair. Definitely an ac- 
cent that needs professional installation, the 
shutters must be sized exactly to the window. They 
could be assembled one mirror to a frame or with 
mirror sections and molding to match the panes of 
glass. Finish off the backs to go with the wall. An- 
other fool-the-eye device: Hang draperies across the 
entire wall for a top-to-bottom soft background. 
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Drop the tops of two too-tall windows with a 
horizontal structuring of draperies and valance. 
Another two-into-one treatment, everything here is 
lowering and broadening, even the blocky pyra- 
midal stand and rounded vase. The draperies are 
extended onto the wall to give more width and hang 
to the floor to help pull the eye down. The deep 
valance, also in the horizontal print, is mounted 
just at the top of the windows. Such stripes must 
be aligned on both sides so your draperies don’t 
look as if they're sloping uphill or downhill. Where 
there are no protective shades, line draperies 

to guard against sun-fading—and the lining will 
give your fabric body and density as well. 
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and consider the wall instead of the glass 
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Be delighted with dormer windows. These re- 
cessed windows in older homes need no further 
architecture. Here, shirred fabric runs across 
the top and down the side reveals, carefully 
following the wall line (not a do-it-yourself job 
unless you're an expert seamstress). On the 
window, more shirred sheers, stretched between 
* two rods. The total look is one of a clutter-free, 
engaging enclosure for the vigorous fabric on the 
window seat. With a desk or writing table in the 
nook or on the sunny south side of the house, you 
might prefer patterned shades to the glass cur- 
tains. Either way, it’s a space-saving treatment 
that leaves the floor free for the furnishings.

Because according to the experts, who 
are all pretty seasoned observers of human 
nature on the home scene, most of us are 
reluctant to move anything from what we 
considered its appointed place. 


elanie Kahane, marveling at 
this phenomenon, says, “Most women are 
so great, so skillful in wearing their clothes 
in different combinations—putting — the 
same skirts and blouses and sweaters and 
scarves together in interesting variations— 
but these very women seem paralyzed at 
the idea of using their furnishings with 
this kind of flexibility. Every piece of fur- 
niture, every accessory, doesn’t have to be 
nailed down in one place for life.

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By ELVIN McDONALD (] Thirty-five 
years ago, there were no gardens at 
Brookside. But Mrs. Flagler Matthews 
saw potential in the rolling terrain. the 
massive outcroppings of stone and the 
stands of American elms on her new 
properly in Rye, N.Y. And most of all 
she had a vision of how the 100 acres 
eventually should look. On these fom 
pages, House Beautiful brings you the 
first published look at what her vision 
became, one of America’s greatest pri- 
vate cardens. 

“I grew up surrounded by flowers on 
an estate not far from here. My father 
never went out of the house without a 
pair of pruning shears.” 

To start transforming her land, truck- 
loads of topsoil were brought in to fill a 
swampy area. Two ponds were developed. 
Trees were planted. And bulbs were set 
out— 5,000 daffodils, the first installment 
of a growth that has become more than a 
million bulbs in more than a thousand 
different varieties, the largest collection 
in the country. 

Mrs. Matthews was fortunate enough 
io find a top-flight gardener to carry out 
her plans—James S. Jack, a young Scots- 
man from a long line of gardeners. Now 
he proudly points out maturing specimen 
trees, including a sizable California red- 
wood, that he planted in the early years. 

Although the estate garden Mrs. Mat- 
thews maintains today seems to come oul 
of the dream world of the 19th century. 
it is actually deeply touched by reality. 
During the three and a half decades of 
working this land, she has encountered 
every problem known to the Saturday 
morning gardener, including having six 
acres cul off by an expressway. In her 
successes are ideas for every gardener. 

The naturalized bulbs make a _ tre- 
mendous show but require little main- 
tenance. In spring the bulb foliage is 
allowed to mature and turn brown na- 
turally, then the area is mowed, usually 
the first week of July. This formula—to 
space bulbs so casually that they appear 
to have been planted by nature and to 
let foliage mature before removing it 


The formal garden at Brookside (left) was 
once a swamp. In the larger photo, neatly 
trimmed boxwood hedges frame white and 
pink tulips.

works for naturalizing bulbs anywhere. 

The drama of spring at Brookside is 
accentuated by sweeping borders of 
shrubs and flowering trees. Plantings 
along the curving drive through the 
erounds constantly excite the eye with 
views of flowering trees and daffodils. 
Tanbark-covered footpaths invite stroll- 
ing. Curving paths that disappear behind 
trees or shrubs can be just as effective on 
a smaller property. 

While Brookside is primarily a spring- 
time garden. the formal area with its 
12,000 tulips. or sometimes hyacinths, 
retains the same color scheme in sum- 
mer. using white and pink verbenas. The 
rule here that would work in any garden 
is to mass colors for maximum effect. 

One major job has been fighting Dutch 
elm disease. James Jack’s program is so 
successful he can boast some 300 mag- 
nificent healthy American elms. Every 
spring he uses a dormant-oil spray. 

Although the garden at the Matthews 
estate is private, its beauties are known 
to anyone who ever visited the Interna- 
tional Flower Show in New York. An- 
nually for 15 years, complete gardens 
were forced into early bloom at Brook- 
side and transported into the city. 

Without the demands of the show, but 
more importantly because good garden- 
ing help is so hard to find, the staff 
has dwindled—from 15 last year to nine 
this season. In an effort to reverse this 
trend and because she feels strongly 
about the need to attract young people 
into horticulture, Mrs. Matthews has 
been active in supporting training pro- 
grams at Sand Hills Community College 
in Pinehurst, N.C. 

The earden at Brookside is obviously 
maintained on a grand scale. But Mrs. 
Matthews firmly believes that with a 
plan, work and time, any landscape, re- 
zardless of size, can be transformed into 
one’s personal dream of beauty. “It is a 
matter of patience. of perseverance 
and, above all. of working with nature.” 


Dogwoods and ornamental apple trees line 
the drive at upper left, and Mary Copeland, 
a double white daffodil. carpets the grass 
beneath maples and tulip trees at lower 
left. A mighty oak (right), with elms, 
oaks, ashes and maples in the background, 
spreads its canopy over the water. The 
teahouse was made of small cedar logs. 
Branches of a carefully pruned weeping 
willow (upper right) frame a pair of 
swans on the long, narrow pond, where 
black swans, geese and ducks also live.

seen first from the inside. So the side 

facing away from the water has a closed, 
formal, New England look.

look interestingly sculptural. And sculptural 
objects Miss Merrill finds all over the world 
—Guatemalan pots, Russian samovars, tiny 
Austrian votive animals—are also carefully 
designed for. They stand on shelves in 

the inglenook or in niches in bedroom walls 
—where the collections can be self-contained, 
so rooms still have the restfulness of long 
views and clear white walls.” 

At the kitchen end of the long hall is a 
small duplex apartment— flexible space for 
live-in help or to rent out. At the other end is 
what Miss Merrill calls “my apartment.” Her 
bedroom (top left) has a fireplace set high so 
it can be seen from her bed and connects to a 
bath and skylit studio where she paints.

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One of the most dramatic spaces is the 


two-story screened porch (left). located at 
the solarium end of the house. A soaring 20 
feet in height and set up with comfortable. 
weatherproof furniture, this is a major 
entertaining area where the owner and her 
friends “do a lot of living right up through 
October.” One of the first times it was used, 
and with great success, was at a party Miss 
Merrill gave for her builder and his men. 
“They all had a marvelous time.” she recalls, 
“going from room to room, showing each 
other and their wives each part they had 
worked on.” The porch had to be screened 
since mosquitos are sometimes a problem, but 
Mrs. Chafee figured out an ingenious way to 
do this without resorting to lots of little 
screens in frames, which would have 
chopped up views of distant sailboats or 

wild ducks in the cove. She had a local 
awning-maker sew together yards and yards 
of fiber-glass screening by hand so no 
seams would show. Then she had this fine 
mesh attached to long rollers set into the top 
of the two high, open sides of the porch. 

The resulting one-piece screens can 

be controlled as easily as window shades 
—pulled down when mosquitos are 

around, rolled up out of sight when they 

are not. So people will not be aware of the 
porch as a big, unused space during cold 
months, it’s positioned so it cannot be seen 
from major rooms. And:it can be entered 
only from a hall or the deck outside the 
dining and living rooms (inset). The 

far end of this deck, protected by a jutting 
wind wall, is always a cozy spot to sit. 

It traps afternoon sun year-round. The 
high-low, in-out. sculptural profile of this 
home (above) is simply, the architect 
suggests, traditional Northeast building 
forms, but multiplied several times. “Even

Break the heads of garlic apart and drop 
into boiling water for a couple of seconds. 

This 
makes them easy to peel. Set aside when 
peeled. 

Pour the oil into a large, heavy casserole 
that has a cover. Turn the chicken legs over 
in the oil. Add the garlic cloves, celery and 
parsley. Crumble the tarragon over all and 
sprinkle with the salt, lots of pepper and 
the nutmeg. Now, using your hands, mix 
everything together. 

"To cook, place double-duty foil over the 
top and a little way down the sides of the 
casserole. Add the lid and cover that with 
foil, too. Finally, seal with masking tape. 
The original recipe called for sealing with 
a heavy flour paste but using tape is easier. 
It is absolutely essential to have a very tight 
seal. Can be prepared to this point early in 
the day and set aside at room temperature. 

Cook in a preheated 375° oven for 114 
hours. Do not take off the lid or foil until 
serving time. Serve straight from the cas- 
serole with soft toast or thin slices of pum- 
pernickel that you “butter” with the soft 
earlic. 

A red wine such as a Beaujolais is flaw- 
less with this, and we think you need noth- 
ing more than a big green salad with vinai- 
grette dressing, followed by a simple des- 
sert. Ice cream, perhaps.

THE BOTTLE INTHE BOOK 


Good reading makes good drinking 


Most of the time, for a wine drinker, one 
sip is worth a thousand words. Still, a few 
well-chosen words from one who knows 
can often turn an uneducated sip into a 
knowing appreciation. “Put down the glass 
and take up the book” is the lesson for the 
day. The question is: What book? The 
answer is: How much (or perhaps how 
little) do you want to know? The list be- 
low is designed to help you select a book 
at your level of desire and competence. 
Some are more expensive than others, con- 
siderably more, for reasons that are usual- 
ly given. But none would cost more than 
a bottle of Romanée-Conti 1962, to which 
you may aspire after reading the golden 
words. All of the books on this list are cur- 
rently available. Your bookstore can. or- 
der from the publishers given if it is not 
in his stock. 

THE REFERENCES 

Alexis Lichine’s Encyclopedia of JWines 
& Spirits (Knopf, 713 pages, $15) and 
Frank Schoonmaker’s Encyclopedia of 
Wine (Hastings House, 410 pages, $7.95 ) 
These two books are designed primarily 
as references, rather than as books to be 
read through. They can, of course, be read 
from page to page with enjoyment, just as 
many persons read the dictionary, but 
their real value is in the alphabetical ar- 
rangement, giving immediate 
specific knowledge. The authors are per- 
haps the two most respected wine authori- 
ties in this country, and though their per- 
sonal evaluations of individual wines vary 
(as they should), the basic material is 
similar. The Lichine book covers spirits 
as well as wines and, though it may not 


access to 


have any more actual entries, bulks consid- 
erably larger because of the detail into 
which it goes on specific subjects. It has, 
also, helpful material and 
over 100 pages in appendix charts and 


introductory 


data. Both have good maps, and either 
could serve as the anchor in your library. 


THE READERS 


Wines of the World edited by André L. 
Simon (McGraw-Hill, 719 pages, $20) 

Much of the material in this oversize vol- 
ume was published in separate books de- 
voted to individual countries, ie. The 
Wines of France, The Wines of Germany, 
etc. There is, therefore, no unified section 
on such subjects as the care of wine, wine 
and food, etc. Such quibbles aside. this 
book must rate highly, if only because of 
the late M. Simon’s imprimatur on it. All 
of the individual authors are well-known 
men in their fields, and Simon himself 
contributed several sections, including the 
important one on France. The 60 color 


plates add little to the store of wine 
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knowledge, but they do give a sense of 
place to the wine countries covered. Since 
this is primarily a_ British production, 
scant attention (20 pages) is paid to 
American wines. 


Wine by Hugh Johnson (Simon & Schus- 
ter, 264 pages, $10) 

Organized not by countries but by types 
(apéritifs, white table wines, 
red table wines, after-dinner wines), this 
book nevertheless covers all the basic wine 
information. However. it is refreshingly 
personal, with the recommendations made 
not so much on the basis of traditional 
acceptance as on the author’s own enthusi- 
asm. The introductory material, which in- 
cludes sound advice on the many ques- 
tions surrounding wine and its use (such 
as ordering wine at a restaurant—and 
when to send it back) is almost worth the 
price of admission.

Wine and Spirits by Alec Waugh (Time- 
Life Books, 208 pages, $7.95) 

This book traces the pattern of drinking 
at a dinner party, following the drinks 
from cocktails through dinner wines to 
late-evening brandies. The pleasures of 
Alec Waugh’s text are constantly inter- 
rupted by picture sections on related but 
sometimes peripheral subjects. The pho- 
tography, as might be expected, is superb, 
and the book does pay at least lip service 
to the cocktail hour. A good book for the 
beginner because it cuts things down to 
the essentials. As one of the Foods of the 
World series, it is boxed with a recipe 
book covering drinks and hors d’oeuvres. 


Grossman’s Guide to Wine, Spirits, and 
Beer by Harold J. Grossman (Seribners,. 
508 pages, $8.95 ) 

Though not presented as an encyclopedia, 
this is more a reference book than any- 
thing else. It has a very professional. cut- 
and-dried tone, which is understandable 
when you know that Grossman was for 
many years involved in the training of 
professional wine and liquor men. That 
very quality, however, gives the book its 
value—the strictly factual approach. It 
devotes more space to spirits than any 
of the other books listed, and the appendix 
includes the aphorisms of Brillat-Savarin 
along with such esoteric information as 
the chemical composition of wine. 


THE HANDBOOKS 


Quick Guide to Wine by Robert J. Misch 
(Doubleday, 98 pages, $2.95) 

In a valiant effort to compact the basic 
facts into less than 100 pages (and small 
ones at that), Misch has had to restrict 
himself to the bare, bare necessities. But 
they are here. in an hour’s reading, for 
the beginner. Prices given in this book, 


and most of the others, are somewhat out 
of date. what with recent inflation. 


The World of Wines by Creighton Chur- 
chill (Collier Books, 271 pages, $1.95, 
paperbound ) 

A complete review of the wine world, done 
country by country, with a pleasantly per- 
sonal approach. Each chapter ends with 
a summary of its highlights, somewhat 
like a textbook, but most helpful in bring- 
ing order out of a welter of information. 


The Vintage Wine Book by William S. 
Leedom ( Vintage Books, 266 pages, $1.95, 
paperbound ) 

A good solid introduction, concentrating 
on the wines themselves, rather than on 
history or culture. A new edition is due 
in May of this year, which will make it 
the most up-to-date of these handbooks. 


The Penguin Book of Wines by Allan 
Sichel (Penguin Books, 295 pages, $1.45, 
paperbound ) 

Wide-ranging book with sound background 
information by an experienced wine man, 
but very British (two pages for U.S. wines). 


An Invitation to Wines by John Storm 
(Simon & Schuster, 201 pages, $1.95, 
paperbound ) 

The approach is by wine type and the em- 
phasis is almost as much on the care and 
use of wine as it is on an analysis of the 
individual wines. Good index and glossary. 


THE SPECIALTIES 


The Wines of France by Alexis Lichine 
(Knopf, 409 pages, $8.95) 

The Wines of Germany by Frank Schoon- 
maker (Hastings House, 156 pages. $4.95 ) 
Two classics, generally accepted as such. 


Wines cf America by William E. Massee 
(McCall Publishing Co., 210 pages, $6.95 ) 
The Fine Wines of California by Blum- 
berg and Hannum ( Deubleday, 312 pages, 
$6.95 ) 

Two new books giving recognition, final- 
ly, to the fine wines of our own country, 
California in particular. The Massee book 
covers, in addition, all the other wine re- 
gions of the Americas. Both books give 
vineyard-by-vineyard ratings of the Cali- 
fornia wines, based on personal tasting. 


The Wines of Burgundy by H. W. Yox- 
all (Stein and Day, 191 pages, $7.95) and 
The Wines of Bordeaux by Edmund 
Penning-Rowsell (Stein and Day, 320 
pages, $10) 

For connoisseurs only, but for them, a 
feast of reading. 


Scotch Whisky by David Daiches (Mae- 
millan, 168 pages, $9.95 ) 

Interesting, perhaps, as one of the few 
recent books on spirits, though it may 
tell you more about its subject than you 
really care to know. —G.H.

Allow about 2 slices of kosher 
liver and one big onion for each

Peel the onions and slice thin. 
Heat some butter in a heavy skil- 
let.

Add a dash of vinegar and season 
to taste with salt and freshly 
ground pepper. If you have bacon 
fat or drippings from a ham, add 
a tablespoon or so.

To sauté the liver, heat enough 
butter in a skillet to accommo- 
date the amount of liver you are 
going to cook.

Modern onions are mostly mild 
and mostly hybrids—crossed to 
develop certain specific charac- 
teristics. So the nomenclature we 
all use—Bermuda, Spanish red

In buying onions, look at the 
general appearance. A good on- 
ion should be free of black spots, 
have good color and a “rattling” 
skin. 


Explaining dry onions 


Dry onions are those that have 
been cured by having hot dry air 
blown over them, or in the field 
by fresh air and sunshine. They 
are not dry in the sense that they 
have been dried out. Inside, they 
are juicy and delicious. 


Chives 


Although usually available all 
year, when this charming mem- 
ber of the onion family pops up, 
like crocuses. in little pots at the 
grocer’s, it spells spring. The 
hollow, cylindrical leaves, more 
delicate than onions or garlic, 
are used to garnish soup, mixed 
with scrambled eggs or stirred in- 
to mashed potatoes or rice. Some 
cooks use them in baking bis- 
cuits (about 1 tablespoon to 1 
cup of flour), mixed with may- 
onnaise or added to a green salad 
—and many a vegetable benefits 
by the addition of a handful of 
bright green chives, minced. 
Freeze-dried chopped chives are 
generally available. 


Garlic 


The atomic bomb of the vegeta- 
ble world, garlic has played an 
important role in all cuisines 
since Biblical times and has been 
credited with curing nearly all 
the ills that flesh is heir to. The 
three important varieties are 
Creole or American, which has 
a white skin and is the strongest 
of all; Italian, which usually has 
a pink skin and is noted for its 
many cloves; Tahiti, which has 
the largest head, measuring from 
two to three inches. However, 
there is little difference in flavor 
between the white and red vari- 
eties of garlic. 

Garlic is sold by the head but 
is also available in small film 
bags and windowed pasteboard 
containers holding several cloves 
or two whole heads. You can also 
buy garlic powder, garlic flakes, 
garlic chips and garlic salt. 


The Scallion is a green onion

The four basics 


The Importance of Age. A col- 
lectible is any product that can no 
longer be purchased new. Any- 
thing produced over 100 years 
ago is considered “antique.” This

that products made prior to 1871 
were of an excellence all later 
products were not.

investment. Coca Cola trays in so- 
called Depression Glass may at- 
tract the potential collector's eye, 
but these items were cheaply pro- 
duced by techniques easily dupli- 
cated today. If prices rise to the 
point where duplication can be 
profitable, reproductions will un- 
dersell the originals. And, be- 
cause the originals have no hand 
work or quality materials to dis- 
tinguish them from fakes. collec- 
tors will lose money. 

Materials. Solid wood, copper 
and brass have all but disap- 
peared from contemporary fur- 
nishings. The most expensive 
lamps use a great deal of base 
metal. the best furniture contains 
ply wood, brass on copper cannot 
be found for any price. It is even 
possible to determine the age of 
an iron object by its weight. Any 
item that makes lavish use of ma- 
terials too costly to be in general 
use today is a most desirable 
acquisition. 

Rarity. The hard-to-find item is 
always the prize of a collection. 
It is exhibited with pride and end- 
less tales of the difficulties in ob- 
taining it. The price of any item 
is always partially determined by 
the number of its kind originally 
made, and the sensible collector 
is knowledgeable about the quan- 
tity produced before he makes a 
purchase. 

“Instant rarity” is a popular 
come-on used by manufacturers 
trying to cash in on the lucrative 
collectibles field. Limited editions 
of bottles, commemorative plates. 
paperweights, etc. are being pro- 
duced. The collector is promised 
that only a certain number will be 
made, thus insuring scarcity. 
Quality of materials, workman- 
ship and design must. of course. 
be considered before an invest- 
ment is made. 


Other considerations 


Age. workmanship, materials, 
rarity—these are the primary fac- 
tors that determine present and 
future value. However, two minor 
considerations to remember are 
marks and contemporary design. 

Any marked piece will bring a 
higher price than an unmarked 
piece. even if they are identical 
in every other respect. Buying un- 
marked pieces lets collectors own 
better quality than they could 
otherwise afford. Of course, the 
resale value will be less. 

Items reflecting the times in 
which they were made are more 
valuable than those with a histori- 
cal design. Thus a Victorian Staf- 
fordshire figure of Jenny Lind is 
more valuable than a Victorian 
Staffordshire figure portraying 
Shakespeare. This rule may also 
be applied to current collectibles.

At 
first the petals are spotted as if 
boiling water had been sprinkled 
on them, then the whole flower 
collapses. If you discover the dis- 
ease, spray with zineb, prepared 
as directed on the container.

Simplify. Clear away the unnecessary, 
the mismatched, the ugly. Retain 
everything that is charming and 

individual. This is a common 
foundation for all good remodelings. 
Here. in Richmond, Va.. is a 

telling example of the rule wisely 
applied. When Architect James M. Glave 
bought the house directly above for 
his family, it was one of many row 
houses in the “fan” district of the 
city, an area that had been slowly 
deteriorating until 10 years ago. 

The house was divided into two 
apartments at the time. Outside, Glave 
removed the heavy old front porch, 
and added a trim contemporary 
balcony that doubles as a canopy for 
the front door. But he kept the 
delightful rounded facade and roof 
turret. Then, white paint blended 

the brickwork, casings, lintels and 
sills. Paint also distinguishes the 
house from its neighbors in the row. 
The “simplify” rule applied with 

equal force inside. (Plans at right 
show the rooms as they are now.) 
Some examples: Glave converted a 
small bedroom and living room into 
one spacious living room on the first 
floor. He removed a dining room 

bay window, thrusting into a slim side 
yard facing the wall of the nexi 
house. opting for a wood deck in that 
outside space and a cleaner facade.

REMODELING: 8 WAYS 
TO REDUCE COSTS AND STI 
GET WHAT YOU WANT 


Across the desk from a remodel- 
ing contractor sat a couple in 
their mid-thirties. He is a middle- 
management executive with a 
food processing company. She 
teaches part time. They have a 
1952 house in a suburb of St. 
Louis, two children and a badly 
out-of-date kitchen they very 
much wanted to make over. 

The plans and sketches of the 
proposed new kitchen were just 
exactly what they wanted—but 
the estimate of $7,250 was out of 
their range. When they decided 
to remodel, they had agreed they 
could spend up to $4.500. Wasn’t 
there some way, they asked, to 
bring the  contractor’s — price 
closer to their figure ? 

The contractor’s reply: Yes— 
if they were willing to compro- 
mise in some areas. 

Pleased and somewhat — sur- 
prised, the couple did work out a 
compromise with the contractor. 
The new estimate was $5,000. Af- 
ter all the work was completed, 
the final tally came to $5,183.17, 
and the homeowners were thrilled 
with their new kitchen. 

How was it done? By applying 
our first two fairly simple rules 
for saving money. Nothing very 
extraordinary. 





1. Buy less expensive materials. 


When the general economy is 
healthy and expanding. we're in- 
clined to demand more and worry 
less about paying for it. Having 
gone through some _ financial 
rough sledding last year, many 
people are now more careful with 
their money. As a result, these 
long-since-proven rules are being 
taken out, dusted off and put to 
work. Here’s how the St. Louis 
couple saved more than $2,000 on 
their new kitchen. 

First, they ordered some _ less 
costly—but equally functional— 
materials and equipment. In 
some areas, and rightly so, they 
didn’t compromise. They wanted 
a dishwasher that would endure, 
so they bought a fine-quality ma- 
chine. She definitely wanted a 
self-cleaning oven, and they got 
it. And a heavy-duty garbage 
grinder was a must. 

But they re-examined their 
needs for refrigerating food and 
decided they could do without a 
large side-by-side refrigerator/ 
freezer that cost slightly more 
than $600. Instead, they chose a 
more modest model and paid less 
than $325: same brand, same 
good quality. 

Solid birch cabinets having an 
attractive inlaid design on the 


























































doors went out in favor of 
fir plywood cabinets. An 18 
inch wall cabinet in solid 
sold for $43.50; in plywoodbh 
size cost $15. The saving in

think we ought to try that on our 
own.” was the response. But hus- 
band and wife did agree to help. 
Instead of sending three men to 
remove the old cabinets and ap- 
pliances, the contractor sent one, 
and the couple pitched in with 
him. That decision reduced their 
bill by more than $150. 

These first two rules—buying 
less expensive materials and tak- 
ing on some of the work yourself 
—are direct ways to shave the 
cost of remodeling. 

A survey by House Beautiful of 
leading remodeling contractors 
shows that painting is the job 
owners take over most frequently 
when they want to save money. 
And there’s no status barrier. The 
management executive pitches in 
as wholeheartedly as the blue- 
collar worker. One reason is the 
paint. Manufacturers make water- 
based paints today that “you can’t 
put up wrong,” as one contrac- 
tor observes. Another reason is 
the surprisingly large saving. An 
Indianapolis homeowner saved 
$131 by painting the woodwork in 
his living room and dining room. 
Low bid from a_ professional 
painter for the job had been 
$150. The owner's cost for qual- 
ity paint, brushes and turpentine 
was $19. It took him two week- 
ends to finish the work. 

Other jobs inexperienced 
homeowners typically try to do 
themselves include tiling a floor 
with the new. stick-down  vinyl- 
asbestos tiles: applying _ pre- 
finished hardboard or plywood 
wall paneling (often after the 
contractor has leveled and furred 
out the old walls); putting up 
ceiling tile, and building shelves. 

There’s another advantage in 
doing part of the work. The. re- 
modeling contractor is always 
there to help you get a start, give 
advice if you run into a snag or 
take over if the task proves too 
difficult. 

\nd there are at least six addi- 
tional ways anyone can_ save 
money on remodeling: 


3. Limit structural changes. 


Better planning combined with 
choosing more compact equip- 
ment could allow you to update, 
decorate and increase the storage 
and efficiency of your kitchen 
without moving a single wall or 
changing doors and windows. If 
that’s possible, then your kitchen 
remodeling will cost less. The 
same thing is true for baths (for 
bathroom ideas. see our examples 
starting on page 94). As soon as 
the contractor breaks out a wall 
or adds a new window, the job 
price heads skyward.

by weeds and in a sad state of disrepair, this 


typical Long Island barn seemed an un- 


likely candidate for renovation. Actually, 
the turn-of-the-century structure had a lot 
eoing for it, more than enough to compen- 
sate for what proved to be a long and costly 
transformation from shabby wreck into 
pleasant weekend house that one day might 
become a fulltime home. To Architects 
Julian and Barbara Neski and owner Ed 
Dent, an advertising executive, the strong, 
simple shape of the barn was almost reason 
enough to undertake the rebuilding. But 


they could also see exciting potential in the 


lofty double-story interior space and in the 
impossible-to-duplicate spirit of this one- 
time agricultural building with its weath- 7 


ered cedar shingles and clean white trim. 
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A major pitfall of barn renovating has been 
avoided here. As the architects explained. 
“It is easy to get carried away with senti- 
ment and then find that the restoration is 
getting corny. In contrast, our approach 
was austere. We let the textures of the barn 
itself serve as the main form of enrich- 
ment for the interior.” 

This treatment was in perfect agreement 
with Ed Dent’s thinking and made the barn 
an ideal showcase for his collection of an- 
tique Navajo rugs, other Indian artifacts 
and Mexican, Latin American and African 
art. Now, he says, “Not only do these primi- 
tive art objects enhance the rough quality 
of the barn, but they are enhanced as well.” 

To make the best use of the site, the barn 
was turned 90 degrees and the doors re- 
placed with large sliding glass doors (also 
installed in the facing wall). Year round, 
these overlook the changing seasons im ad- 
joining farm fields. Rolling barn shutters 
protect the glass from the elements when 
the house is closed. 

Throughout, the modernization was han- 
dled with restraint. The original structural 
system was left intact, although the building 


was lifted so a proper foundation and cellar 


could be added. Since the interior oak and = 


hickory timbers were in good condition, 2 
only a few new beams were needed for 

strengthening. New materials—like the = 
Mexican floor tiles, iron hardware and stair- : 
case and the terra cotta flue—were kept 5 
consistent with the spirit of the structure ® 
without turning to period reproductions. 

And the addition of sand plaster sets off the s 


dark oak beams so beautifully that only ® 


under the most careful scrutiny can one tell ~ 
where the original barn components leave * 
off and the new finishing materials begin. 3 
The basic gable shape with a lean-to at the 
rear is typical of Long Island barns. as are 
the weathered cedar shingles and white trim 
and doors. As the plan of the building indi- 
cates, the stable now serves as the main living 
area while the rear shed was divided into two 
bedrooms and baths, with a small laundry 
rea also tucked into that space. Kitchen 
cabinets were faced with some of the original 
barn siding. In the dining area, the benches 
are ' church pews and the table is made 
from -[mertcan chestnut planks that the own- 
er found in an old Connecticut mill. Tiffany 
glass globes from a pharmacy in Georgia sit 
a chandelier designed by the architects.

estraint kept the 
restoration faithful to the 
barn’s primitive origins 
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Is this enormous space—28 feet high and 
hung with colorful tapestries—a medieval 
hall or a castle in Brittany ? 

Look more closely. Its walls of weath- 
ered siding, its exposed beams and wide- 
planked floors reveal more humble begin- 
ings. This is actually a  19th-century 
barn/carriage house in Pound Ridge, N.Y., 
remodeled as a weekend-summer house, but 
it pays only the slightest obeisance to its 
bucolic origins. 

The conversion began with work on the 
structure itself. Into the steeply pitched 
roof went a marvelous skylight that lets 
in streams of bright sunlight even on chil- 
ly winter weekends. The hayloft became 
children’s and guest quarters. Under the 
loft, there are now two bedrooms, a bath 
and a small kitchen. But these rooms are 
merely side shows to the main event. the 
large central living area designed with 
great style by William Pahlmann. 

Given the massive fireplace, the original. 
now-mellowed flooring and the incredible 
space to play with, Pahlmann created an 
endlessly fascinating arena, with an excit- 
ing mélange of accessories and objects from 
many centuries and many countries. Were 
they not so thoughtfully chosen and in- 
geniously placed, they might seem incon- 
eruous together in their barn background. 

But here, they all live in harmony: a 
large 19th-century painting from the Paris 
Opéra. suspended above the chimney: a 
17th-century dining table; Russian candle- 
sticks: antique Chinese silk embroidery 
hangings in front of the windows: dozens 
of antique porcelain and ironstone platters 

some English, some Chinese, some Delft 

-on the walls: a fine French Provincial 
chest between the windows; and, in front 
of the fireplace, a Manchurian table flanked 
by a pair of overscaled sofas covered in 
a deliciously patterned red and_ white 
chintz. The rug of braided squares beneath 
this fireplace grouping is one of Designer 
Pahlmann’s few nods to America’s own 


19th century, in which the barn was born.

What a marvelous, soothing mood 
the early morning scene at left pre- 
sents.

The new version has 
the charm of a bedroom and the 
warmth of a den. Part of the impres- 
ston is produced by wood. Wood in 
a bath? Absolutely. This is pressure- 
treated southern pine siding with a 
tongue-and-groove joint. Its weath- 
ered appearance was achieved with a 
coat of Cabot’s pickling stain. And, 
yes, the wood wiil stand up to bath 
and shower splashing. The harmo- 
nizing floor is of American Olean’s 
blue-black eight by eight-inch tex- 
tured ceramic tiles (the Primitive 
series). Even five medicine bottles 
by Wheaton Nuline match the theme. 

Then, consider how much more 
functional the room at left is than 
the one above. For washing or tint- 
ing hair, there is the convenience of 
the wide, gently sloping basin and 
spray attachment—Kohler’s Lady 
Vanity in Cerulean Blue. Or bathe a 
baby there; then dry and powder him 
on the wide white Formica counters 
—virtually impossible with the old 
one-piece, stand-alone basin above. 
And storage? In the old bath: one 
medicine cabinet, a window ledge 
and the top of the radiator. In the 
new: wall hooks, quick-access stor- 
age on the counters and four big 
cabinets. Heat now flows from a 
baseboard convector behind camera. 


new fixtures and cabinets can make every inch count 
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Zap! Color-bright, mod, fascinating 
and fun, this new version of an old 
oversized make-do bath (upper left) 
is a trove of ideas on its own. For 
example: his round shaving station 
in mid-bath (right), a@ movable mir- 
ror above it for close inspections ; 
her private dressing table (above) 
with good light, leg room and Koh- 
ler’s Lady Vanity lavatory: a show- 
er platform behind the tub (see the 
plan at left), where one can move 
and splash with freedom—no cur- 
tain required, water running off into 
its own floor drain; and a _ book 
cubby above Kohler’s quiet-lushing 
Rochelle toilet. All fixtures are in 
Kohler’s latest—and perhaps boldest 
—color, Fresh Green. And fresh it 
is, teamed with sparkling reds and 
yellows and cooled by white trim.

of the Robert Golders’ Manhattan limestone 
house is a bit like the story of “Sleeping 
Beauty.” Built around 1890, it originally was 
an elegant townhouse complete with marble 
entrance foyer and two ballroom-sized draw- 
ing rooms deep in mahogany wainscoting. 
But it had fallen into a state of neglect as the 
neighborhood deteriorated and had been di- 
vided up into a seedy rooming house for 
transients. Now, new splendor has returned 
both to the house and the surrounding Upper 
West Side.

—only with a difference. 

Instead of restoring the bits and pieces of 
remaining Victoriana, the Golders combined 
their design talents (he is an architect and 
Mrs. Golder is Interior Designer Poppy 
Wolff) to achieve a whole new look. They 
erased the 19th-century mood and created a 


townhouse that is urbane, sophisticated af

An 18-foot beamed ceiling is 
a rare sight in the city. And 
Mr. and Mrs. Selig S. Bur- 
rows city home makes the 
most of it with an unusual 
feeling for space that belies 
the apartment’s lowly origin. 

With creative remodeling 
and redecorating, the Bur- 
rowses and Architect John 
LoPinto transformed typical 
commercial space on the top 
two floors of a small New 
York business building into 
the uncrowded and certainly 
untypical duplex shown here 
and on the next two pages. In 


the living room (above), the 


old low ceiling was removed 
to expose the original struc- 
tural beams.

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Editor: NANCY CRAIG Calm 
weekends in the country have 
lone been the city dweller’s anti- 
dote for relieving workweek pres- 
sures—and so they are for Dr. 
Cary Guy, a New York plastic 
surgeon. His Connecticut country 
home, built in 1801, has the re- 
laxing spell of age, but the kitch- 
en (shown here and on the next 
two pages) until recently had 
only the detriments. So Architec- 
tural Designer Richard D. Phelps 
and Builder Robert N. Fountain 
revitalized it with the best of both 
eras—19th-century charm and 
20th-century convenience. 

The kitchen was enlarged with 
an addition to the house and then 
outfitted with all new appliances 
(see plan. next page). But far 
from looking cold and new, it was 
designed to have a rapport with 
the time-mellowed house.

Each of the three new sinks 
has its own work area revolving 
around it. The food-preparation 
and dishwashing areas share one, 
and the double sink on the other 
side of the island is a useful com- 
panion to the stove. All the while, 
the bar sink, close to the dining 
room, is free for mixing drinks, 
with an icemaker in arm’s reach. 
ven a washer and dryer, dis- 
creetly camouflaged inside cabi- 
nets, have a section to themselves. 

The outdoors is special to Dr. 
Guy and the patio-like breakfast 
area (far right) links the entire 
kitchen to the outside world. One 
step down from the cooking sec- 
tion, this addition was an impor- 
tant consideration in the remodel- 
ing. The new structure was 
carefully planned around an old 
enaried apple tree, a natural 
sculpture that changes charactet 
with each passing season. The 
pool beyond is the center of Dr. 
Guy's summer entertaining. Slid- 
ing class doors on two sides of 
the dining area let guests move 
freely between the kitchen bar 
and the pool, and the kitchen grill 
conveniently provides all the fla- 
vor of backyard cookouts. A 
wrought-iron chandelier sporting 
real candles, and an antique meat 
hook that is a hanger for utensils 
and tools mix with contemporary 
table and chairs in this workable

Next, turn the bird breast side up 
and cut holes in the skin between the 
thigh and breast meat.

Mix well, place over a very low heat 
and cook, stirring constantly. until the 
mixture comes to a boil. Stir in the 
salt, cover and cook over simmering 
water for 114 hours. Take off the 
heat and stir in 2 to 3 tablespoons 
of butter and lots of freshly grated 
Parmesan cheese. 

Butter a 10 by 12-inch pan and 
add the polenta. It should be no more 
than 1% inch thick. Smooth the sur- 
face with a wet spatula, then chill. 

To serve. cut the polenta into small 
circles with a cookie cutter. then ar- 
range. overlapping, in a serving dish. 
Allow to stand at room temperature. 

Before serving, coat generously with 
melted butter and top that with a 
good coating of the cheese. Place in

Skillets: the most

The five skillets shown here cover every need of 
the homemaker or professional chef. Most of them 
do not have covers; should the need arise, double- 
duty foil is a good substitute. 1. The big cast-iron 
pan, ready-to-use or “preseasoned,” is the all-pur- 
pose utensil par excellence. Perfect for sautéeing 
small steaks, browning three pounds of stew meat 
or poaching 10 eggs all in one batch. 2. A small 
version of the same skillet. this pan is obviously 
used for smaller quantities. Both are absolute es- 
sentials to good cooking, and there are no substi- 
tutes. 3. The omelet pan, of extra-heavy aluminum, 
should be used exclusively for egg cookery— 
whether omelets or fried or scrambled eggs. The 
fine, smooth surface inhibits sticking and gives a 
light blond surface to the cooked eggs, and the 





gentle slope of the sides results in a fluffy omelet 
that is easy to roll onto serving plate. 4. The 
heavy steel oval skillet is a fish skillet and ready to 
use. Its shape “fits” most fish, and it is customary 
to use it exclusively for fish or shellfish, although 
it can be utilized for other foods if the skillet is 
first washed to get rid of all fish odors (rubbing 
the washed pan with salt is one proven method). 
5. The crepe pan is also made of heavy steel and 
should be used only for crepes. Because of its 
splay “mouth,” it is easy to flip the crepe over. 

To cure the omelet pan and the crepe pan, heat 
two tablespoons of oil in the pan until it reaches 
the blue-smoking point. Pour out the oil, add a 
handful of salt and rub with paper toweling. Do 
not wash—ever. Just wipe out with a damp cloth. 
If by chance something does stick, rub it away 
with a little salt. Many cooks do not believe in 
washing any skillets but in simply wiping them 
out very thoroughly. I agree that this is true of 
the omelet and crepe pan. The others should be 
washed very well each time they are used, then 
dried completely in order to prevent any rusting. @

Pattern, shadow, highlight and 
color are like an artist’s palette 
when it comes to lighting the 
landscape. Flowers can be incred- 
ibly beautiful in artificial illumi- 
nation. Trees offer endless possi- 
bilities as they change from can- 
opies of summer foliage to color- 
ful autumn paintings to stark sil- 
houettes of branch and bark in 
winter. Beyond the need for light- 
ing driveways, entry areas and 
steps, there is lighting for pro- 
tection, with an automatic elec- 
tric eye to switch the lights on at 
dusk, off at dawn. And lighting 
for games—badminton, croquet. 
archery. as well as swimming and 
dancing—and to work by. 

To do a complete job of land- 
scape lighting, you will first need 
a plot plan of your place, the 
same as a landscape architect 
uses. You will need to know the 
position of all major trees, out- 
door living areas, steps, paths, 
sculpture, pool and play areas. 

The next step is to take a 
spotlight, floodlight and standard 
incandescent in a wire hood on a 
long extension cord into the gar- 
den at night.

Once he 
knows you are really interested in 
plants and not buying those gera- 
niums to make into soup, he can 
help you in many ways. 

He won't help you turn the 
compost pile, of course. Or pull 
out the weeds by the walk. But 
he can you from costly 
bloopers, dissuading you from 
certain roses, for instance, if 
they tend to molder where you 
live. He can guide you to the most 
sure-fire fit-in-the-slot plants—and 
he can often put you onto im- 
proved varieties that haven’t yet 
made the books and tell you what 
to plant for when. After all, a lot 
of us garden only for that party 
we give each year, and since he 
knows the climate, plus its reac- 
tion on seasonal plants, he can 
help synchronize your planting 
so the blooms pop out with the 
hors d’oeuvres. 

Most nurseries will plant large 
trees and shrubs for you. if you 
give them the right address and 
remember to warn your dog. And 
a friendly nurseryman can also:

healthy, it probably is and you 
don’t have to pinch it and prod it 
and take its blood pressure to 
tell. However, no good nursery 
shopper will accept anything with 
bugs or other creatures leaping 
from leaf to leaf; anything that 
looks chewed, dried out, rusty, 
molting, wilted, mildewed or 
otherwise battered or lame; any- 
thing in a rusty or bottomless con- 
tainer; a tree with sap bleeding 
out of its skin, suckers growing 
out from the bottom or a root 
coiling above the surface of the 
can; bulbs with missing skins or 
holes chewed out of their sides. 


Cope with final details with 
panache and expertise. This is not 
too difficult as the nurseryman is 
doing all the work. Once you 
have chosen your plants, all you 
have to do is stand there and 
look aware as he (1) attacks your 
bareroot material with his shears 
(Do not flinch, cry out, or other- 
wise protest—time-of-sale prun- 
ing means a better future for your 
plant); (2) cuts the sides of cans 
(This makes plant removal easier, 
so nod wisely here); (3) Loads 
the loot in your car. Don’t panic 
if it looks like the forest primeval 
waiting for a chauffeur. All you 
have to do is hop. behind the 
wheel and drive the jungle home. ®

Indian crafts country 


By Marion Gough 


We suggest that you go'to visit 
the truly beautiful people of our 
country—the American Indians 
whose art and artistry we present 
on pages 37 through 59. Their 
most distinguished work happens 
to be made, East to West, in such 
diverse, magnificent areas of the 
U.S.A. that you can see some of 
America’s most wondrous scenery 
while getting to know Indian 
crafts and craftsmen on home 
ground. The map on page 62 
indicates major crafts areas, but 
we brief you here on those locales 
where the crafts shown in. this 
issue originated. 

The Southwest. We turn first to 
Arizona, land of deserts, mesas, 
canyons, an awesome world, home 
to Navajo and Hopi, among many 
other Indian groups. Navajos— 
shepherds, rug weavers, workers 
in massive silver and turquoise 
jewelry—center chiefly on a 
vast 24,000-square-mile reservation 
that spills over into New Mexico 
and Utah. Hopis, surrounded by 
the Navajo Reservation, live in a 
2,500-acre reservation of their 
own in pueblo villages on three 
high mesas overlooking the Paint- 
ed Desert and Little Colorado 
Valley, backdropped by the San 
Francisco Peaks. Oraibi village 
on Third Mesa, first settled in 
1150 A.p., vies with Acoma, N. 
Mex., as the oldest continuously 
occupied town in the country. 
Hopis, the rain-worshippers, are 
gifted weavers of basketry and 
ceremonial garments, specialist 
silversmiths in overlay technique, 
makers of kachina dolls—carved 
figures recalling the masked ka- 
china dancers who represent spir- 
its in Hopi ceremonials. Among 
Indians, dancing is usually  in- 
volved with rituals, 
hence may not always be seen by 
non-Indian visitors.

Beyond the Rockies. Indians 
of California, Nevada, Utah and 
Idaho, those skilled basketmak- 
ers, are scattered. We'd direct 
you certainly to the Paiutes’ 
Walker River Reservation in Ne- 
vada (between Las Vegas and 
Reno), where the Paiutes, Sho- 
shones and Washoes bring their 
crafts to be sold cooperatively. In 
Idaho, see the Fort Hall Reserva- 
tion and a settlement of Western 
Shoshones (see map). In Cali- 
fornia there are settlements in 
Escondido, near San Diego, and 
Calistoga, north of San Francisco. 
The Hoopa Valley Indians near 
the Oregon border are reticent 
about visitors. In any case, you’re 
in beautiful country all the way, 
with much to be experienced of 
Indian customs. In California, as 
in most of the Southwest, the mis- 
sion-influenced Indians combine 
their own festivals with Catholic- 
ity, as in the Corpus Christi Fi- 
esta on June 13. Apaches, Nava- 
jos and Papagos dance in full 
costume at San Luis Rey, June 
18-21; Mohaves celebrate the 
Festival of the Bells at Mission 
San Diego de Alcala, July 18. For 
more information: State of Calli- 
fornia Office of Tourism, Sacra- 
mento; Nevada Dep’t. of Eco- 
nomic Development, Carson City. 
Alaska In summer, whether you 
approach the 49th state by ship 
or air, the place seems ice-bound 
by glaciers, but step on land and 
you're in the mildest of climates, 
where roses bloom like cabbages 
and dahlias are as big as pie 
plates. Places to see the Eskimo 
craftsmen at work and recognize 
the boom in crafts interest here- 
abouts (and the pioneering new 
state’s energy): Juneau, home of 
the Alaska State Museum and 
headquarters for the Alaska Na- 
tive Arts and Crafts Cooperative 
Association, clearinghouse for 
authentic “Made in Alaska” carv- 
ings, paintings, woodcuts, silver- 
work, etc.; Port Chilkoot and 
Haines; Anchorage and the Gild-

Eskimo fun 
and games go on all year, but 
from May on at Wrangell there is 
native dancing in the Shakes Is- 
land Tribal House; in Nome, 
Midnight Sun Festival, June 19- 
21; at Gambell during July, the 
Euviat celebration with native 
dances, blanket-tossing, boat rac- 
es; and July 4 is a big Eskimo 
celebration everywhere. Chilkat 
Indians in Alaska’s panhandle 
put on dances all summer at 
Haines-Port Chilkoot. More trav- 
el details: Alaska Travel Division, 
Juneau. 
Pacific Northwest. The State of 
Washington is converging point 
for artists and craftsmen descend- 
ants of the potlatch people of the 
entire northwest coast, and be- 
cause of the curiously fascinat- 
ing design of these totem-orient- 
ed, carving people, art- and _his- 
tory-conscious Indians of many 
origins have come here to study 
and translate their Indian herit- 
age in contemporary terms. Make 
Seattle headquarters, with the 
coastal beauty of Puget Sound 
and its islands, the cascading, 
salmon-jumping woodland rivers 
and easy excursions across the 
border to Vancouver and Van- 
couver Island added inducements 
to your discovery of crafts. See 
these particularly at the Yakima 
Reservation in the southeast, the 
Lummi group on the Canadian 
border, and visit the town of Ari- 
el, where Don “Lelooska’” Smith 
does his sculpture. A few of 
many summer events: Lummi 
Stomish Water Carnival. Mari- 
etta, Lummi Reservation, June 22 
or 23; Indian encampment and 
dancing at White Swan, Yakima:

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By LLOYD KIVA NEW ( Alien contacts 
over a span of nearly five centuries have 
wrought incommutable changes in the 
lifestyle of the American Indian, but de- 
spite this a considerable amount of his 
current art and craft work carries with- 
in its forms the threads of traditions 
that long precede the arrival of the 
white man. At the same time, much 
work of a totally new nature is being 
produced now as a result of 20th- 
century influences. 

The photographs in this issue illus- 
trate the complete spectrum: from the 
pottery of Picuris, made today with sim- 
ilar materials and methods, similar 
form and design used here a thousand 
years ago, to paintings by young Indian 
artis's ho use materials produced 
by non-Indian technology and whose 
rautson deire stems from comparatively 
recent cad basically non-Indian institu- 
tiens. This complex cultural mix must 
be recognized to understand the prog- 
ress of Indian arts and crafts today. 

The American Indian population de- 
clive | fyom an estimate! 850,000 when 
Columbus arrived to a low of approxi- 
mately 243,000 in the latter part of the 
19th century. Tt now stands at an esti- 
mated 790,000. Clearly, the Indian is 


no longer the “vanishing American.” 
Historically, Native Americans were. 
and to some degree still are. divided by 
language, custom, tradition and geogra- 
phy. They live north, south, east and 
west, and the variety of environments 
they encounter accounts in part for re- 
gional differences in form, style, motif, 
and concept of their arts and crafts. In 
our age of instant communication these 
differences may well become less and 
less discernible, but in many cases. even 
today, there are stylistic peculiarities 
that differentiate one piece of work 
from another according to locality. 
For example, the moccasin made by 
the Plains Indians, such as the Sioux or 
Crow, has a hard, flat sole. originally 
made of readily available buffalo hide 
and now made of cowhide, joined to a 


low-cut buckskin upper that generally 





is decorated with brightly dyed porcu- 
pine quills or heads applied in geo- 
metrical designs. The Woodlands tribes, 
such as the Chippewas, make a_ soft 
moccasin of deerskin decorated with 
beading in curvilinear leaf and floral 
motifs and often incorporating fabric 
insets. a design idea derived from early 
contacts with the French, who made 
brocaded and embroidered fabrics avail- 
able to the Indians. 

While the influx of new technology. 
tools and materials from alien sources 
greatly affected all Native American cul- 
tures. it is significant that not all groups 
reacted to the changes in the same way, 
so these influences did not always pro- 
duce the same results. The Cherokees, 
for instance. abandoned of their 
own paraphernalia during the 1700s and 


most 


adopted the utensils, weapons, tools and 
costume styles of the early Colonists. As 
a result, the Cherokees of today do not 
have a unique tribal costume, and the 
most intense efforts to trace original 
tribal art forms turn up relatively mea- 
ger evidence of early work. Contempo- 
rary Cherokee artist-craftsmen are now 
evolving their own forms reflective of 
cultural conditions as they now exist.

In contrast to the Cherokees, the 
Pueblo groups in the Southwest resisted 
any alien influence tiat stood as either 
an immediate or a potential threat to 
their lifestyle. Continuous contact with 
the Spanish from early in the 17th cen- 
tury led to an acceptance of Catholicism 
among the Pueblos. But the new  reli- 
gion was not allowed to infringe upon 
or to replace their own religious beliefs 
and practices, which remain basically 
unchanged to this day, as does the so- 
cial structure of Pueblo life. It is in the 
Pueblo area, where an ancient lifestyle 
has suffered little change, that the rich- 
est varieties of live traditional arts are 
to be found. 

The sculpture of the Southwest deals 
mostly with ceremonial or religious sub- 
jects, such as carved and polychromed 
altar figures and arrangements of con- 
structed forms combining various ma- 
terials, including wood, feathers, leath- 
er, fibers and earth paints. There is, in 
addition, an extensive variety of Ka- 
china “dolls” carved in wood and elabo- 
rately decorated with high colors and 
other embellishments. They represent an 
array of supernatural beings who gov- 
ern many aspects of daily life. Fetishes, 
forms to which magical living powers 
are attributed. are made and used by all 
the Shell, 


wood and animal material are common

It is the male 
weavers from the Hopi mesas of Arizona 
who produce the largest supply of these 
items. They also make a small quantity 
of good-quality handwoven rugs. Bas- 
ketry has been virtually abandoned by 
most of the Pueblo groups but is’ still 
available at Hopi. 

While few Pueblo potters work to the 
high achievement level of earlier peri- 
ods, or on as broad a scale, there is nev- 
ertheless a considerable production of 
pottery in many Pueblos. particularly at 
First Mesa on the Hopi Reservation in 
Arizona as well as in Zia, Santo Do- 
mingo, San Juan, San Ildefonso, and 
Picuris Pueblos in New Mexico. In Santa 
Clara, N. Mex.. the Naranjo family has 
developed an interesting style of poly- 
chromed ware, and to the south, in 
Acoma Pueblo, N. Mex., Lucy Lewis, 
who is noted for her finely crafted and 
meticulously decorated pots, is one of a 
lively group of potters who work in tra- 
ditional style. 

Silversmithing, learned from the 
Navajos, is practiced by a few individ- 
uals in most of the Pueblo villages. In 
occasional villages it is the mainstay of 
the economy, such as Zuni. N. Mex., 
Hopi, Ariz.. and, to a lesser degree, 
Santo Domingo, N. Mex. Zuni silver- 
work is delicate, with multitudinous tiny 
turquoise settings or designs of shaped 
coral, shell, turquoise and jet inlaid in 
silver. The Hopis, not more than LOO 
miles distant, have adopted an overlay 
technique in which finely designed fig- 
ures and abstract forms are sawed out 
of a plain blank of silver which is then 
soldered over a separate silver base. The 
Santo Domingan approach is generally 
eclectic—many members of that village 
are engaged in intertribal trade and so 
are exposed to a wide variety of jew- 
elry styles. They are particularly skilled 
in making the ancient and very popular 
Heche necklace, composed of hundreds 


of tiny drilled shell disks. 
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The Navajos, unlike either the Pueb- 
los or the Cherokees in their reaction to 
alien influences. have a story of their 
own. Neighbors of the Pueblos. but as 
different from them in their viewpoint 
as two societies can be, the Navajos 
have been eminently successful in 
achieving a mix of old and new, main- 
taining an Indian lifestyle while fully 
participating in an alien society. With 
one hand the Navajo fiercely protects 
his Indianness. while the other hand is 
busy gleaning the best from whatever 
new ideas, influences and opportunities 
come his way and can be turned to good 
advantage. 

Newcomers to the Southwest. the 
nomadic Navajos arrived in what is now 
Arizona and New Mexico during the 
[4th century, reaching the end of a very 
long migratory trail that began in the 
Athapascan regions of Canada. They 
settled in and around the long-estab- 
lished sedentary Pueblo groups and by 
the beginning of the 18th century had 
learned weaving skills from the Pueblos 
and had been introduced to shepherding 
by Spanish settlers, thereby assuring a 
ready supply of wool tor weaving. They 
copied sand painting from the Pueblos 
and learned silversmithing from Mexi- 
can ironsmiths. They adopted and then 
expanded whatever skills were useful to 
them. and in the end they became the 
masters who carried these skills—weav- 
ing, silversmithing and sand painting— 
to unique esthetic heights. 

Between 1700 and 1870, the Navajos 
evolved a highly developed weaving art 
in the form of exquisitely designed and 
expertly crafted blankets made for their 
own use and, occasionally, for trade 
with other Indians. Blankets of this kind 
have not been made since. and they are 
now precious. much sought after by 
collectors. When the Navajos were in- 
troduced to machine-woven trade cloth, 
they readily adopted it for their own 
clothing needs, and weaving as an art 
stood on the verge of abandonment. 
The Navajos were urged by traders to 


produce rugs expressly for commercial 


purposes, a move that resulted in goods 
of extremely poor quality. 

Fortunately, the downward trend in 
quality was reversed early in the 20th 
century through the special efforts of 
many concerned individuals and agen- 
cies, including a number of discrimi- 
nating traders. In 1941, the Indian Arts 
and Crafts Board and the Bureau of In- 
dian Affairs joined forces to assist in es- 
tablishing the Navajo Arts and Crafts 
Guild. with the Board providing ex- 
pertise in product development, produc- 
tion training and management services 
during the formative years. Today, this 
tribally owned and operated center en- 
joys a singular reputation as a source 
for the finest of handcrafted Navajo 
rugs and Navajo jewelry. 

Navajo leaders are intent on guarding 
the course of their own cultural ways. 
retaining their language, their religion, 
their lifestyle. They are aggressive in 
attacking these problems from within. 
such as gaining control of their own 
schools and instituting educational re- 
forms to insure that their children may 
achieve success without loss of identity. 
On the other hand, they step quite 
freely outside tribal structures to exert 
political clout in behalf of their goals 
and to establish favorable business liai- 
sons. If one can conjure up the image 
of a very tall, very handsome, very 
Navajo woman attired in full tribal re- 
galia sitting calmly before a computer 
—and computers are indeed in use on 
the reservation—and seeing to its oper- 
ation with the aplomb of an expert, one 
can begin to understand the Navajo 
mystique. 

The Cherokees. the Pueblos. the Na- 
vajos-three different responses to ac- 
culluration, but variations of these pat- 
lerns are to be found throughout the 
Indian world. There are. of course, 
many Indian tribes that no longer exist 
and are lost to history: many others 
have been sorely displaced. 

Most of the tribes that originally re- 
sided in the coastal regions and inner 


areas east of (Continued on page 132)

Hark back now to Hiawatha, or 
Hayenwatan., peace-making 
founder of the ereal lroquois 
Confederacy ol tribes from 
Canada to Tennessee—the Six 
Nations of Mohawks, Oneidas, 
Cayugas, Onondagas, Senecas, 
Tuscaroras. Descendants of 
these L6th-century United States 
of Americans live now in small 
settlements in upper New York 
State and lower Canada. These 
were the Woodland People, liv- 
ing in a four-season climate, re- 
sourcefully surviving on what 
their forests and rivers and 
clearings provided during the 
years cycle. Their crafts, 
springing—as all Indian crafts 
do—out of necessity. were di- 
verse, using seasonal and 
“found” materials: furs and 
deerskin, birchbark, sweet sum- 
mer grasses, husks of the always 
revered maize, gourds, turtle 
shell, stone, wood. They took 
their symbols from forest flow- 
ers and woodland animals, and 
with an innate sense of design 
translated the white man’s trad- 
ing beads into their own talis- 
mans. Here see old craft ways 
kept alive by modern [roquois:

Indian crafts everywhere reflect 
a deep-rooted racial perception 
of utility and beauty in the find- 
ings of nature. The Iroquois 
looks to his familiar woods, 
fields, streams. Over the ages he 
has learned to work with birch- 
bark as if it were the most sup- 
ple cloth, stretching it to make 
his traditional lightweight ca- 
noe, using it pliantly to form 
his objets de vertu and of neces- 
sity, like the lidded basket of 
birchbark at right, “‘embroi- 
dered” with lacings of spruce 
root. Its a work of rustic ele- 
eance from the Six Nations, the 
same area where Rita Vice 
crafts her cornhusk masks at 
lower right, deftly knotting the 
rough husks, treating them like 
taffeta ribbons. Masks are no 
mere amusements, but spiritual- 
ly endowed ceremonial accou- 
trements, rarely sold to out- 
siders, revered in I[roquois 
homes as religious symbols of 
the nourishing maize spirit. 
Quillwork, another inherited 
craft, manipulates the spiny 
porcupine quills like embroi- 
dery floss in objects of such 
finesse as the covered boxes at 
far right, patterned with favor- 
ite woodland motifs—beaver, 
bird and flower. Setting is a 
field of sumac, Six Nation Res- 
ervation. Dollmaking, like mask- 
making, is an intricate, highly 
respected craft among all In- 
dians. Some dolls are playthings, 
but many are significant repli- 
cas of the costumed participants 
in religious ceremonies, mys- 
tically meaningful to Indians 
and not for popular or casual 
purchase. Especially prized are 
the faceless, featureless, authen- 
tically dressed dolls of Josephine 
Hill, an Onondaga, shown at top 
left wearing the beaded medal- 
lion of her Deer Clan. Artist- 
sculptor Duffy Wilson of the 
Beaver Clan, at center left, per- 
petuates the [roquoian skill of 
stone carving. He draws on the 
myths and legends of his peo- 
ple for his subject matter and 
has had his work exhibited in 
the Smithsonian. The finely 
chiseled eagle head at left exem- 
plifies his sensitivity and skill. :

Before the white man. innumer- 
able small and widely scattered 
groups of Indians lived the sim- 
plest of lives in sparse, arid 
areas which are now part of 
California, Nevada, Utah and 
Idaho. In a land of few re- 
sources they were grubbers in 
the earth for food—grasshop- 





pers, roots, caterpillars. In more 
temperate California, they 
ground the acorn into meal, 
which was their staple diet. For 
their utensils they turned to the 
scrubby foliage at hand, devel- 
oping a rare skill of basketry, 
from sifting sieves to cooking 
pots. The work of the Califor- 
nians to this day is considered 
the finest in the world. But 
along with this poverty of tangi- 
bles erew a rich, nature-oriented 
spiritual life, full of myth and 
ceremony, producing poets, vi- 








sionaries, seers of the unseen, 
all reflected today in the con- 
temporary works of their de- 
scendants.

Tlingit, Kwakiutl, Tsimshian, 
Haida. Nootka—these were 
prominent Indian groups who 
inhabited a long strip between 
ocean and forest, rich. natural 
resources which furnished the 
wherewithal of life and the 
materials and patterns of their 
highly developed crafts.

DON'T LET 
FURNITURE JUST SIT 


THERE when it can make a room really work... 














Good furniture arranging is 
aseries of furniture 
rearrangements, evidenced at 
left in two versions of 

the same typical apartment 
space. At top, the room 
seems cozier, more intimate, 
because major seating 
pieces are clustered in the 
center, hidden from the entry 
by tall mirrored screens, 
evenly balanced by desk and 
dining groupings at the two 
ends.

Start with paper and pencil. Using large-scale 
graph paper, draw a plan of your room, indicat- 
ing windows, doors, other architectural features. 
Then outline your furniture on another sheet, 
glue construction paper or cardboard on back, 
cut out and start arranging. It’s much easier to 
push around a two-inch cutout than an eight- 
foot sofa—and if your plans are accurate, you'll 
be able to fit everything into its proper place. 
Use common sense. Furniture arranging alone 
won't make a room great, but it alone will make 
a room function for your way of life. Arrange 
for your needs—the quiet zones and lively 
zones, places to sit and places to walk, places 
to look at and places to put your lighting to 
make that space comfortable for you. 
Remember, the eye has it. How your room looks 
will depend on how your arrangements work 
with the colors, patterns, designs and styles 
in that room—and the visual impression is 
often more of a factor than the real proportion 
or scale or period used. 
No piece stands alone. Each furnishing must 
be considered in relation to the pieces around 
it and to the room as a whole. Consider hori- 
zontal and vertical lines, the relative weight or 
bulk, the scale of two designs. A dark color will 
look heavier than a light, an all-wood piece 
colder than an upholstered one, an allover pat- 
tern smaller than a pattern mix, a curved line 
more graceful than an angular one. 
Balance works like a seesaw. And a room that 
is not properly balanced can look as if it’s 
sinking into the sea for the third time. The way 
to achieve safe-and-sure formal balance is to 
draw a mental line across the center of the 
room and distribute weight equally on each side. 
A more relaxed room with a free-and-easy bal- 
ance would cluster all the heavy pieces at one 
end but would create visual interest for apparent 
balance at the other end. Whichever feeling you 
prefer, place the major elements first. 
Build a pleasing rhythm. Vary the high and low 
elements, the light and heavy, the woods with 
the upholstered. Consider the way lines and 
shapes guide your eye around a room—a chair 
on the wrong side of a secretary can break that 
movement. Think about angles. Major pieces 
are best if parallel to walls—though we definite- 
ly don’t believe in lining up all your furniture 
along the wall. Diagonal placement can seem 
disturbing if it interrupts the rhythm, but a 
chair on the diagonal can be just the contrast 
to wake up a seating group. 
Equality is restful—but too much matching can 
oe boring. Use a twin or two to prevent a 
umbled effect, unify by repeating pattern, set 
a formal scheme with matching pairs—but 


don't overdo. Too many pairs are monotonous. — 


Acknowledge the architectural realities—the 
size, shape and height of the room, the im- 
movable doors, windows and fireplace. Leave 
room to open doors; don’t hide a view behind 


a pair of wing chairs; take advantage of the ©

built-in interest of beams, moldings, fireplaces. 
Use several groupings to make a large room 
more intimate, a corner arrangement to open 
up a small one. Balance openings and solid 
walls—a door or archway will have more weight 
than a plain wall beside it. 

Clear a path for traffic. Plan around a natural 
traffic pattern across the end of a room or use 
furniture to interrupt that flow and create a new 
one, but be realistic about movement. 


Find a focal point for every grouping. Build 


around a natural feature or Compose new ones 
—with one huge graphic, a whole wall of prints, 
a terrific armoire, a mirror above a table. 
Think, too, about backgrounds. A background 
can affect both the visual impression and the 
mood of a setting. Too many prints on a wall 
can create a busy, uneasy background, a 
mirrored wall with strong light hitting it can 
be a constant interruption to people sitting 
opposite. A traditional room generally requires 
a more formal, more orderly background than 
a contemporary one. And reconsider back- 
grounds when you rearrange furniture. 

Be logical about groupings. The most practical 
way to group is by function. Two comfortable 
chairs flanking an upright piano can look forlorn 
and useless. A chair and table and lamp on one 
side of the piano will look like a nice little read- 
ing spot. Allow enough space for every function. 
Look anew at lighting. Install architectural light- 
ing—on a ceiling track, recessed in ceiling or 
walls—to free tables for the paraphernalia of 
life. When you need concentrated table light for 
close work, place a lamp where it really does 
the job you had in mind. 

Mix the usual with the unusual. Flank a sofa 
with commodes or cubes instead of tables. Use 
imaginative occasional pieces—just make sure 
there is enough contrast in size and shape to 
look intentional instead of make-do. Mix periods 
and styles. If the proportions and lines are 
visually pleasing, they'll look good together. 
Build a wardrobe of flexible furnishings. Use 
folding chairs and tables, cushions, benches, 
ottomans to fill in for parties. Use screens to 
divide, to hide utilitarian areas, to provide a 
focal point. Let a trunk serve as both table and 
storage unit, a wall of shelves as bookcase, 
sculpture stand and center of interest. Let a 
sectional sofa change its size with your mood. 
Capitalize on corners and other small spaces. 
A tall clock, a table, a bushy plant can be just 
the right finishing touch. 

Place rugs with purpose, to tie together a seat- 
ing group, set off a dining area, separate a music

Do anything you want, as long as it is comforta- 
bly, pleasingly arranged for the way you live. 
Rules are made to be broken—including ours. 
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By MARY SCOTT WELCH ( I was going 
slightly schizoid over living in both city 
apartment and country house. I felt that I 
was dividing not only my time but also 
my self, and there wasn’t enough of either 
to go around. I’m the woman who has 
everything, including two jars of mayon- 
naise in the city and none in the country 
(or is it the other way around?) but | 
feared I was losing my double-living mind. 

I knew that I was “crying with a loaf of 
bread under my arm,” to borrow an ex- 
pression from my Depression-conditioned 
father. It’s a great privilege to have a sec- 
ond house, a place where we can escape 
from the dailyness of living near schools 
and livelihood. But in a certain peculiar 
way my being aware of my good fortune 
was itself part of the problem: I felt guilty 
because I was not ecstatically happy all 
the time. 

Fortunately, I’ve discovered that ’m 
not alone with my second-house trauma. 
By talking to other two-house people, I’ve 
come to realize that we all share both the 
perils and the pleasures of living in two 
places. As a result I’ve experienced a 
that would do 
to a woman’s liberation 


“consciousness-raising” 
credit group. 
When [I learned that I was not unusual, 
and not necessarily an ingrate, | developed 
the courage to examine my modus oper- 
andus, a first step toward correcting it. 
Maybe I’m still a little bit schizoid, but 
now I understand two-house living better, 
so I enjoy it more. 

Our “second house” was actually a 
“first” until we moved back to the city 
seven years ago. That is, we lived there 
full-time when our four children were 
little, and when we built it, we expected to 
live there forever. Although we now use it 
only for weekends and school vacations 
(its 114-2 hours from the city), it’s a full- 
fledged, year-round house. That makes our 
situation quite different from those who 
own ski condominiums or lake cottages or 
castles in Spain. Yet, as it turns out, we all 
grapple with the same. problems, both 
emotional and practical. | talked to fellow 
weekenders as well as to those who use 
their more distant houses only for long 
vacation periods: to parents of young 
children, who move as a family unit, and 
to retired couples who use second houses 
as gathering points for their married chil- 
dren; to those who go deliberately primi- 
tive in back-to-nature settings and to those 
who value creature comforts (including 
caretakers) ; to isolation seekers no less 
than to the highly gregarious whose 
houses swarm with guests. I found that 
we're all plugged into the same circuit. 


To get emotionally involved or not? 
One circuit is a high-voltage, emotional 
attachment to our number-two places. 
Among the men I talked to, the feelings 
were mostly tied up with the earth itself. 
Many feel a deep sense of land, of the 
kind of belonging that comes from being 
master of a tangible portion of the uni- 
verse. One man put it this way: “When 
I’m stomping around on my own ground, 
I feel that I grow a little. ‘This is mine,’ I 
say to myself, and I suppose that’s simple 
pride of ownership. But there’s more to it 
than that. When I feel that place under my 
feet, I feel that I’m better connected with 
my whole life.” 

Unless she’s a gardening enthusiast, a 
woman seems more inclined to fix her 
affections on the house itself. It’s more her 
creation than are woods and fields, after 
all, and more her charge. Her feeling for 
it is often reflected in a kind of mothering 
of it.

I do love the place, taking conscious 
pleasure from the flooding light, the free 
feeling of space, even the little sounds the 
house makes when the wind blows. But | 
look at the house as I look in the mirror, 
with the same dissatisfaction over imper- 
fections. We had this house designed and 
built to our own highly individual specifi- 
cations. Every piece of wood and glass is 
a personal expression, almost an extension 
of myself. Thus when | look around the 
house on Saturdays I tend to see what it 
needs rather than realizing what J need. 

What the house needs is more tender, 
loving care than I can manage to give it 
on a weekend basis. What J need is to 
relax and enjoy the place instead of get- 
ting down on my hands and knees with a 
razor blade, insanely bent on scraping old 
wax off the toe space under the kitchen 
cabinets. My husband has a comparable 
compulsion about the outdoor work of 
home maintenance, but now that we’ve 
probed the problem, we think we can solve 
it: It may not be easy, but we have to 
change our way of thinking about 
the house. We’ve been spending too much 
time on it, as though looking after the 
house were the purpose of our weekends. 
But this is a second house, we must re- 
mind ourselves. As it is no longer the 
be-all to us, we'll have to stop trying to 
be all to it. 

Can you be a second person? In my 
talks with other second-house owners I 
encountered another, rather more com- 
plex emotional dilemma—the question of 
personal identity. Are you two people,

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By JAMES DeLONG ( The idea of 
lakeside living amid the sighing 
presence of tall trees evokes visions of 
fleeting holidays in far places. But 
on Lake Washington’s Mercer Island— 
12-minutes from downtown Seattle 

Mr. and Mrs. Merle D. Cohn and thei 
two daughters live such a mind’s idyll 
the year round. Their cedar dwelling, 
designed to cover the waterfront in the 
dual role of townhouse and escape 
home, is a light-filled, stately space that 
Merle Cohn can come home to in time to 
take his family for a sail before supper 
or to host a formal dinner party. 
To achieve the best of these two 
worlds on a steep, limited site, Architect 
Reid A. Morgan conceived a three-story 
decked-and-terraced structure that 
descends from an upper-level carport 
and entrance to a boat dock at water’s 
edge. In between. the two worlds share a 
rare continuum of pervasive space and a 
common denominator of utter simplicity 

basic premises of both townhouse 
elegance and the easy freedom of a 
vacation place out in the country. 
To enhance his concept, Morgan 
enlisted the expert plantsmanship of 
Landscape Architect Robert Chittock. 
who also designed the tiered complex of 
lakefront facilities. Furnishings and 
color coordination were in-family 


services provided by Lorraine Cohn. 


The space secret of this house is not 
in the space itself although the two-story 
volume of the principal living areas 

is considerable—but in the skillful way 
that it has been interrupted (though 

not blocked) by such functional necessities 
as the stairway and an open passage 
bridge. These carefully planned incursions 
into the nothingness of open space give 

it the somethingness of scale, dimension 
and depth that bring it within the range 
of human awareness and appreciation, 
The bridge, which can be seen through 
the windows from outside (left), 

connects the entry level with Mrs. Cohn’s 
upper studic. (An accomplished 

painter, she has a second studio in the 
basement where she sculpts with a welding 
torch.) It also creates a mid-air visual 
divider between the living and dining areas. 
Seen from the bridge, the living room 
(lower right and cover) is a constant 
pageant of moving window shadows. The 
tall wall at the opposite end of the room 
(upper right) is an expandable art gallery. 


pace and simplicity 
enable this dwelling to double 
as townhouse and escape home 
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From the dining area (right), 17-foot- 
high windows look out into an intimate 
rhododendron-filled garden, and up the 
slope to the top of the forest beyond. 
The underside of the bridge to the studio 
appears in the upper corner of the 
photograph. The dining floor is of beige 
Botticino marble the Cohns salvaged 

from the razing of an old movie palace in 
Seattle. The bronze-and-walnut table and 
buffet were designed by Robert Stanton. 
Paintings over the buffet were mounted 

on a bleached linen wall surface that was 
acrylic-coated to minimize dust. The

is seen from the bridge. It indicates the 
great vertical and horizontal spatial 
depth that results from this kind of open 
planning. The sheltered outdoor bridge 
seen through the windows leads from the 
guest parking area to the upper entry. 
The quiet garden view toward the hillside 
is an ideal foil for the busy lake 
panorama also visible from the dining area. 
The bluewater end of the long kitchen 
(left) is set aside for breakfast, snacking 
and round-table discussions. The wrought- 
iron and mosaic-topped table, as well as 
the hanging lamp. were designed by Mrs. 
Cohn. Opening to the deck, this space is a 
handy staging area for outdoor serving. 
The bleached oak floor is softened with 
Oriental rugs. As elsewhere, much of 
the available wall space has been 
filled with paintings and drawings.

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Second-stage guide 
to a gardener’s garden that gives 
waves of color from 


ALL-SEASON FLOWERS ; 


By ELVIN McDONALD [) It’s relatively easy to have a 
garden that bursts into bloom for one short season. What 
is more difficult is to plant a garden that gives some 
bloom at any given moment in all seasons. A sound plan 
is the answer, and for this we turned to Landscape 
Architect John Philip Baumgardt, who conceived the design 
shown here. We introduced his plan in the October 1970 
issue along with recommended fall plantings for spring 
bloom. Now is the time to plant the seeds and bulbs 
suggested here—the second stage if you began the garden 
last fall. Or you can start the garden in this season 

by planting everything now except the hardy bulbs, which 
you can plan to put in next October. 

In its simplest form, Baumgardt’s garden consists of 
four plant groupings: (1) trees and shrubs, (2) hardy 
perennials that return year after year, (3) spring- 
flowering bulbs, which require planting once in the fall and 
then keep coming up in succeeding years, and (4) annual 
flowers and tender bulbs, which must be planted every 
year in late spring or early summer. Within this 
scheme, all kinds of variations are possible. For instance, 
clumps of spring-blooming Phlox subulata and perennial 
candytuft might be massed here and there along the 
front of the border instead of using all! “low annuals” 
as indicated. In place of some medium-size annuals, you 
might plant three clumps each of irises, peonies and 





daylilies—selecting three different varieties of each 
that give early, midseason and late bloom. 

To begin the garden now, your first step is to choose 
a sunny site where the soil is well drained. As shown, the 
plan is 36 feet long and varies from six to 20 feet wide. 
Measure off the area, making any adjustments necessary for 
your own plot of ground. Use a garden hose to lay out a 
pleasing curve. Then spade the soil to a depth of at least 
10 inches. If your soil is sticky clay, incorporate peat 
and sand to give it a spongy texture. Next, plant 
the flowering dogwood—or any other small flowering 
tree of your choice, which might be a redbud, ornamental 
crab apple, peach or cherry—and the roses, clematis, 
bittersweet and silverlace vine. Then, put in the hardy 
perennials, such as spuria iris, heuchera, hosta and 
helleborus, and finally the annuals and tender bulbs that 
will give a major flower show from mid- to late summer. 

Along the front of the border, sow seeds or set out 
started plants of low-erowing annuals—the carpeting 
kinds such as sweet alyssum, Dahlberg daisy, lobelia, 
portulaca and dwarf dianthus. Behind these, through the 
middle of the berder, you can use any sun-loving annuals of 
medium height. The fibrous-rooted bedding or wax begonias 
(hybrids of Begonia semperflorens) ave superb, in varieties 
such as Organdy, Sleeping Beauty and Lady Derby. Or you 


can use petunias, geraniums, snapdravons, marigolds or 
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zinnias. If you planted bulbs last fall, interplant the 
annuals carefully so as not to disturb the bulb foliage, 
which should not be removed until it has ripened and turned 
vellow. In the shade of the tree, plant impatiens. They 

will be covered with bloom until frost. In this area you 
might also put in a few tuberous-rooted begonias. 

If you did not plant lilies last fall, the bulbs can 
be planted now, as soon as possible. Place them in clumps 
of at least three toward the back of the border, 
selecting from kinds that bloom early (Mid-Century }, 
midseason (Harlequin) and late (Auratum hybrids). 

After the gypsophila (baby’s-breath) blooms in the 
spring, shear it back to a few inches from the ground and 
surround it with gladiolus as indicated on the plan. 
Varieties are available in every color of the rainbow, 
in sizes varying from the delicate, wiry-stemmed 
tristus types (only 12 inches tall) to the 
near-delphinium-size hybrids. Plant the corms about four 
inches deep. Blooms open about 60 days after planting. 

Position clumps of dahlias toward the back of the 
border, as suggested on the plan. Today’s varieties are a 
far cry from those monstrous dinner-plate kinds that used 
to be grown only by dahlia fanciers. Now the trend is to 
medium-size varieties that grow three or four feet tall 
and literally cover themselves with flowers—in any color 
you might wish. Some of the new breed of dahlias are 
Carousel (purple), Wagschall’s Goldkrone (orange-tipped 
yellow), Octupus (pale yellow), Coral Robinson (red). 
Brandaris (scarlet-orange, yellow center) and Pinkette (rosy 
pink). Plant the tubers on a cushion of well-prepared soil in 
a hole six inches deep: at first cover with two inches of 
soil. When the sprouts are eight to 10 inches tall, 
fill in the rest of the soil and nip out the growing tips. 

If you put in clumps of chrysanthemums last fall, divide 
and reset them now. Otherwise, put in new plants, selecting 
hardy garden kinds for placement toward the back of the 
border and the low-growing cushion mums toward the front. 
The key to success with chrysanthemums is to divide and 
reset them each year, discarding the woody center growth 
and keeping only the strong new shoots. 

At the same time that you plant chrysanthemums, put in a 
clump of three Michaelmas daisies in the corner of the 
garden. With the silverlace vine and bittersweet for 
background, they will be a beautiful picture in fall bloom. 


The green plan shows the suggested arrangement of 
permanent hardy perennial flowers, a flowering dogwood 
tree, climbing roses and vines. The black 

overlay indicates annual flowers and bulbs that should 
be planted now. Within this framework, hardy 

bulbs are planted in autumn for spring bloom, as detailed 
in the October 1970 issue of House Beautiful.

HOW _TO 
READ 


AWINE 
LABEL 


Even before tasting a wine, you can learn a lot about 
it—from the label. A three-part story, beginning 


here with France, other areas in July and August. 





By WILLIAM CLIFFORD [ Can you really tell a wine by its 


label? Not totally, but you can tell enough to help you decide 


whether to try it or not. Untortunately a label won’t tell you 
if it’s a bad bottle, if the wine is spoiled by a defective cork, 
or if it has been frozen or overheated in storage. But you can 
tell a great deal about its type, its origin, and its claim to a 
high-level pedigree. 

First, some universals, found on all wines. The label al- 
ways tells the degree of alcohol—usually around 12‘ for 
table wines, (16° to 20% for brandy-fortified apéritif and 
dessert wines, which we are not considering here). It will 
indicate if the wine is carbonated, either by the word Cham- 
pagne or another term such as sparkling, crackling, or 
mousseux. It always tells the country of origin and usually 
(in France) the region, such as Bordeaux or Burgundy. Most 
fine wines are vintage labeled, and the year will appear on 
the label. When it does, you can consult a recent book to see 
how this vintage is described for this particular district or 
vineyard. The label tells the names of the actual producer 
and/or the shipper (who frequently buys young wine in 
bulk, ages it, and sends it out to the world), as well as the 
importer. From experience you will learn some of the better 
names to look for. 

The name of the wine itself usually appears in the largest 
letters. There must be between 10 and 20 thousand different 
wines, each with its own name, and it seems at first like a 
whole new language. But it isn’t really that complicated be- 
cause most of the names are only slight variations of others. 
Sull, there are several fundamentally different ways of nam- 
ing wines: by geographical place name—district, commune, 
or specific vineyard; by grape variety; and by made-up 
trademarked name. France uses just about all of them in one 
region or another. 

We'll begin with the leading fine-wine region of France 
—Bordeaux. It gives a clear picture of geographical labeling 
and shows how quality starts at the top with the smallest, 
most specific area and ends at the bottom with the largest, 
most general area. One of the key words is chateau, which 
normally means castle or manor house. In Bordeaux it means 
something else: a delimited property with a vineyard, planted 
only in legally specified varieties of grapes, cultivated in 
certain ways.

If wine is made on the premises 
—let’s call it Chateau Bicoque— 
using only the grapes grown 
there, then it is automatically a 
Bordeaux chateau wine even if 
the “chateau” is nothing more 
than a shed. The grapes may be 
crushed and fermented in porta- 
ble equipment and barrels of new 
wine carried off for storage else- 
where; it is none the less authen- 
tic Chateau Bicoque, and the 
name on the label ensures that. 
Of course this situation is an 
exception, not the rule. Many of 
the most famous estates have 
sumptuous houses and great cel- 
lars. 


Classified information 


Beyond the chateau designa- 
tion, you will often see an official 
classification on the label, as for 
example “deuxiéme cru classé” 
(“second classified growth”). Of 
the 2,000-odd Bordeaux chateaux, 
67 of the best in the Médoc were 
officially classified in 1855 at lev- 
els called “first” through “fifth” 
growth. The 62 of these still do- 
ing business are the ones that 
get the lion’s share of attention 
and that on the whole still pro- 
duce the best wines—together 
with the leading chateaux of 
Graves (classified in 1953 and 
1959), Saint-Emilion (classified 
in 1955), and Pomerol (not yet 
classified). However, a Médoc 
chateau that was classified third 
such as Palmer (or fourth or 
fifth like many other fine ones) 
may elect not to put this fact on 
its label because it seems to sug- 
gest, at least to foreigners, that 
the wine is third (or fourth or 
fifth) rate. Actually any position 
in the 1855 classification means 
one of the finest wines of the 
Bordeaux region. 

Every chateau is part of a 
commune or township, and lesser 
wines coming from other vine- 
yards in the commune can use 
the commune name on their la- 
bels. Thus Chateau Margaux is 
in the commune of Margaux, but 
wines named simply Margaux are 
blends of non-chateau produc- 
tion from this commune, with o1 
without the characteristic taste 
of the great chateau, better or 
worse according to the skill and 
integrity of both the blender and 
the shipper. 

Other communes are not so 
conveniently named. Chateaux 
Lafite, Latour, and Mouton, for 
example, are in the commune of 
Pauillac, and there is no Cha- 
teau Pauillac. The three Léovilles 
are in the commune of Saint- 
Julien. Cos d’Estournel is in 
Saint-Estéphe. To verify such 
names, to know what character- 
istics to expect, to find complete 
classified listings, and for much 
other useful information, you 


need a wine encyclopedia such 
as the excellent ones by Frank 
Schoonmaker or Alexis Lichine. 

Below the commune-labeled 
wines are the wines of a whole 
district, such as Médoc or Saint- 
Emilion. And below them, be- 
cause they came from a much 
larger area, are wines with the 
appelation Bordeaux Supérieur. 
These are blends of any of the 
22 districts into which the half 
million Bordeaux acres are di- 
vided, and must have 11.5% of al- 
cohol (for red wine). Last of all 
—and lowest on the quality scale 
—comes plain Bordeaux, which 
has to be only 10% but at least 
should have more character than 
Vin Rouge or Vin Blanc from any 
old part of France. 

This hierarchy of labeling is 
strictly regulated by French laws 
known as Appelation d’Origine 
Contrélée. “A.O.C.” or “Appela- 
tion Controlée” are signs to look 
for on labels—they guarantee 
that the wine actually was made 
in the area named. A notch be- 
low A.O.C. comes V.D.Q.S.. which 
stands for Vins Délimités de 
Qualité Supérieure and © still 
promises quality under govern- 
ment controls. V.D.Q.S. wines 
come from lesser areas than Bor- 
deaux and Burgundy. 


What’s in a name? 


The great Bordeaux wine mer- 
chants like to have their own ex- 
clusive wares, both in terms of 
chateaux that they own or mo- 
nopolize, and wines with names 
that no one else can use. For a 
long time the usual practice was 
to make a quality blend under 
the company name with the word 
monopole; for example, Kress- 
mann Monopole, which isn’t very 
well known in America though 
popular in parts of northern Eu- 
rope. The more recent trend is 
to invent a trademarked name 
such as Mouton Cadet (the pop- 
ular Bordeaux blend sold by 
Baron Philippe de Rothschild, 
who also owns Chateau Mouton- 
Rothschild—though Mouton Ca- 
det does not have the relation 
the name seems to suggest to the 
iHustrious Mouton), and Barton 
& Guestier’s Prince Noir shown 
in our illustration. For the qual- 
ity of these wines you trust. the 
reputation of the Bordeaux mer- 
chant, and you expect approxi- 
mately what you’ve had 
this label before, regardless o! 
vintage variations, market condi- 
tions, or other factors. 

The great majority of Bor- 
deaux wines carry place names 
—vineyard or estate, commune, 
district, or whatever. The same 
holds true for Burgundy, the sec- 
ond large wine area of France. 
Here, only a handful of estates 
use the [Continued on page 96 | 
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A goodly part of the pleasure of drinking wine is 
provided by what you drink it out of. And you'll get 
a great deal of pleasure drinking from the Connois- 
seur’s Collection by West Virginia Glass.

How to truss 





a bird two ways 
By Jacques Pepin 


THE 





What, essentially, is the purpose of trussing a bird or tying up a 
roast? It is so that once properly tied—and I emphasize properly— 
the bird or roast, as the case may be, will keep its shape and roast 
evenly throughout. Here are two methods for trussing: one with a truss. 
ing needle (as practiced in the French kitchen) and one without 


To truss a bird 
without a trussing 
needle, trim the tips 
off the wings and 
tuck the first section 
under the breast. 
Place the chicken on it 
back and slide a 
string under the back 
next to the tail. Then 
lift the string on 

both sides and cross it 
over the top. 


Then slide the string 
under the end of the 
drumsticks and pull it 
tight. Both legs are 
now contained in a 
loop and secured tight 
to the breast of 

the chicken. 





Pull the string along 
both sides of the 
chicken, above the 
wings and behind the 
bone of the neck. This, 
you will note, pushes 
the breast up. Tie 
securely—and your 
chicken is trussed, 














































Turn the bird over 
so it is on its breast. 
Now push the needle 
rough the wing section, 
the loose neck skin, 
the back skin and 

the other wing. Pull 

le string very tight and 
ecure with a knot. The 
front is now trussed. 
Place the bird on its 
ck, tail end toward you 
(facing camera, in this 
se). Insert the needle 
the middle of the lower 
back next to the tail. 
ush the needle through 
to the other side. 







To truss a bird with 

a needle, cut off 

the tips of the wings 
and tuck the first 
section under the breast. 
Thread the trussing 
needle with a long piece 
of white string, knotted 
at the eye. Place 

the bird on its back, 

lift up the drumsticks 
and insert the needle 
at the joint where the 
thigh and drumstick join. 
Push the needle through 
the body, coming out at 
the corresponding point 
on the other side. 


Then go through the 
loose skin that pins the 
breast to the back, so the 
drumstick is secured with 
a loop. Now knot the 
string very tight.

Fresh Grape Tart 


Rich pastry (page 93) 

14% pounds sweet seedless 
grapes 

Apricot glaze (see recipe 
for peach tart) 


Make the pastry and line a 9- 
inch flan ring (page 93). Place 
in the freezer for about 30 min- 
utes. Bake (see page 93). 

Wash the grapes and pull off 
the stems. Dry thoroughly. Brush 
the bottom of the baked pastry 
shell with Apricot Glaze. Fill the 
shell about two-thirds full with 
grapes. Pour half the glaze over 
them, Arrange remaining grapes 
on top in a design. Brush with 
more Apricot Glaze. 


Blueberry Tart 


Rich pastry (page 93) 
4 cups blueberries 

4 cup sugar 

Grated rind of 1 lemon 
Juice of 4% lemon 

‘4 teaspoon cinnamon 


Make the pastry, line a 9-inch 
flan pan and place in the freezer 
for 30 minutes or so. Then bake 
(see page 93). 

When baked, lift the ring from 
the shell and slide the shell onto 
a serving plate. 

Meanwhile, combine 144 cups 
of the blueberries with the sugar, 
lemon rind, lemon juice and cin- 
namon.

Granny Smith Apple Pie 


Granny Smith is not a_ person, 
as you might suspect, but rather 
a marvelous apple that comes to 
us this time of year from New 
Zealand. Bright green, with very 
white, crisp flesh, it is good for 
both eating and cooking. 


Basic American Pastry (page 93 ) 
for a two-crust pie 

2 pounds Granny Smith apples 
(about 4 cups sliced apples) 

1 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

14 teaspoon salt 

Grated rind 14 lemon 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

2 tablespoons butter 

Heavy cream 

Extra sugar 


Peel, core and slice apples. Place 
in a bowl with the sugar, corn- 
starch, salt, lemon rind and juice. 


Mix well so the apple pieces are 
well coated. Divide the pastry in 
half. Refrigerate one half. Roll 
the other half on a lightly floured 
pastry cloth large enough to ex- 
tend 11% inches beyond the full 
width of a 9-inch pie plate. Roll 
up on the rolling pin, then cen- 
ter over the pie plate and unroll. 
Fit the pastry loosely in the 
pan. Trim the pastry even with 
the rim of the pie plate. Fill with 
the apple mixture, piling it some- 
what higher in the center. Dot 
with the butter. 

Now, roll out the second half 
of the pastry, again about 14% 
inches larger than the pie plate. 
Roll up on the pin, then center 
and unroll over the pie plate. To 
seal the edges, moisten the bot- 
tom edge and press top and bot- 
tom edges together, then fold the 
edge of the top crust under the 
bottom crust and press together 
firmly. Flute. Make about three 
slits in the top of the pastry to 
allow steam to escape. It’s sort of 
fun to make the slits in a pretty 
pattern. Why don’t you try? 


Bake in a preheated 425° oven 


for 10 minutes. Reduce heat to 
350° and continue baking an- 


other 35 to 40 minutes or until 
the crust is golden. Five min- 
utes before the pie has finished 
baking, brush the entire surface 
with cream and sprinkle gener- 
ously with sugar. 

Serve lukewarm (do not refrig- 
erate) plain or with cream, ice 
cream or Cheddar cheese. 

Note: Any surplus pastry, of 
any kind, can be frozen to use at 
some future time. Properly 
wrapped and marked, of course. 


Lemon Butter Tarts

93) 

Lemon Butter Filling: 

3 whole eggs 

1 extra egg yolk 

1 cup sugar 

Juice of 1 lemon 

1% cup (1 stick) 
cut up 

Grated rind of 2 lemons

Combine all ingredients except 
the lemon rind in the top of a 
double boiler. Mix together, 
place simmering water 
(make sure the pan is above the 
water) and stirring con- 
stantly with a wooden spatula, 
until the mixture is as thick as 
mayonnaise. This will take a 
good 30 minutes. Take off the 
heat, seal the surface with Saran 
to keep a skin from forming. 
When cool, stir in the grated 
rind. This recipe makes 2 cups, 
which will fill about 12 to 15 
small tart shells.

To make the tarts, roll out 
the dough about ‘%-inch thick 
on a lightly floured pastry cloth 
(the sleeve on the pin should be 
floured, too). Cut the dough into 
squares one inch larger than the 
top of the tart pans. Fold the 
squares into four and drop the 
dough (don’t push it) into the 
pan. Then push it into all the 
indentations until it touches all 
sides. Using a sharp knife, cut 
off any dough that hangs over 
the edge. Now, cut squares of 
waxed paper and drop into each 
pastry shell. Fill with rice or dry 
beans (these can be stored and 
used again indefinitely ). 

Place the pans on a_ baking 
sheet and bake in a preheated 
400° for 25 minutes. At 
this point, lift the filling from 
the shells and continue baking 
another five minutes or until cen- 
ters are lightly brown and com- 
pletely cooked. Take from the 
oven and, while still hot, turn 
the shells out onto a cake rack 
and cool. Makes about 12 to 15 
three-inch shells. Spoon filling 
into shells just before serving.

which house you are occupying? 
If so, do you feel an extra and 
sometimes excruciating wrench 
when you move from one _ place 
to the othér? This question came 
up again and again.

were really talking about was ad- 
justing personality to place. 

“I know who I am when I get 
out to the house,” the mother of 
four young childen told me. “In 
the city ’'m just a lot of charge 
plates. In the country I’m me.” 
She’s a weekender, 
day night she has to work through 
this metamorphosis. “Monday is 
she says. “I really can’t 
try myself on and take myself off, 
as though I were a hat.

I see this happening to our 
children. Quite visibly and audi- 
bly they expand when they get 
out to the country.

My own psychic ener- 
gy operates exactly in reverse.

But 
the problem is nonetheless the 
same: We two-house people are 
jerking our psychological beings 
back and forth without allowing 
for the inevitable lag.

The jet lag has now been es- 
tablished as a physiological fact, 
with symptoms that include dis- 
orientation, insomnia, inability to 
concentrate and digestive disor- 
Return to normal takes 
three days. May not the 
sort of upset afflict those 
of us who change our functions 
and feelings from place to place? 
Shouldn’t we allow for it? 

Actually, I think we could do 
better than allow for it. We could 
cultivate and celebrate per- 
sonality changes, for in a 
real sense that’s one of the great, 
soul-lifting advantages of living 
in two places: We get a regular 
chance to be somebody else. 
When we want to “get 
away from it all.” we often mean 
we want to get away from our- 
selves, from the way we feel 
about ourselves deep down. If we 
can achieve that effect, however 
briefly, we can reinforce both 
sides of ourselves. We can know 
in our very bones the meaning 
of the phrase “for a change.” So 
let’s make it easier for ourselves 
to experience and absorb a sec- 
ond-house metamorphosis.

How to highlight the change- 
over. First off, we could see to it 
that our two houses were entire- 
ly different from each other. Cre- 
ating a totally different look in 
the second house was an easy way 
to dramatize the two-personality 
value of our two places. 

Not so easy to separate are 
the two lifestyles. A certain diyi- 
sion occurs naturally: Country 
clothes are different from city 
clothes; weekend and vacation 
schedules are more flexible than 
workaday routines: the change 
of scenery is usually total. Too 
often, though, without ever de- 
ciding to do so, we fall into du- 
plicate patterns of friends, en- 
tertainments, methods of running 
our lives, ideas. It’s as though 
in moving from one place to an- 
other we moved only our bodies. 

To warrant the extra expense 
and work of a second house, the 
move should go deeper, [ think, 
past the body and into the spirit. 
That requires a conscious, almost 
militant weeding out of activities 
and attitudes that don’t fit the 
idea of refreshing change, of tem- 
porary escape. 


What about entertaining? Social- 
izing poses the most common 
threat to a clear-cut change of 
life. For the person whose 
ond-house self is part Thoreau, 
part Rip Van Winkle, getting 
onto the local cocktail party cir- 
cuit can negate the whole idea 
of rest and rehabilitation. One 
couple I talked to fell into a 
black-tie sort of social life in 
Litchfield, Conn., where full-time 
residents used weekends for moy- 
ing out into the world (the exact 
opposite of the city dwellers’ ob- 
ject in being there). “We finally 
realized that we had to live our 
own lives, not theirs,” the inad- 
vertent social butterfly told me. 
“But before we stopped to ex- 
amine the situation we had lost 
almost a year of what could have 
been peace and quiet on Satur- 
day nights.” 

Another threat is implicit in 
the urge to have weekend guests. 
That’s fine, and for many it is a 
large part of the purpose and 
pleasure of having a _ second 
house, but trouble looms if you 
view your second-house hostess 
role with a first-house eye for 
the niceties. Wanting to treat 
guests in the style to which you 
suppose they’re accustomed can 
get in the way of freeing your 
second-house personality.

Can we cut down the mechanics? 
Perhaps the biggest stumbling 
block of all, for those of us who 
seek change in our second houses, 
is housekeeping. As one woman 
said, “Sometimes it seems to me 





that I’m just moving from one 
vacuum Cleaner to another.” The 
setting may be totally different 
but the recurrent question is the 
same: What’s for dinner? 

That’s why I’ve lately 
talking pure mechanics with a lot 
of women.

word chateau, and only a very 
few named properties owned en- 
tirely by one producer make 
only one quality of wine. Bur- 
gundy has many exceptional 
problems, including its small size 
(inadequate to meet the ever-in- 
creasing world demand for the 
wine), numerous poor vintagés 
(this is the farthest north that 
red wine grapes grow well), and 
the way the land is parceled out 
among many owners. How can 
you know which of the several 
scores of owners of acreage in 
the Clos de Vougeot made the 


| best wines in 1969—all called 


simply Clos de Vougeot? Only by 
tasting them yourself, or trusting 
the opinions of impartial experts 
(if such can be found), and 
learning which Burgundy pro- 
ducers and which American im- 
porters of Burgundies are most 
entitled to your confidence. 

But you can learn a few things 
from the label, beyond the uni- 
versals we spoke of earlier. You 
can learn if a Burgundy is 
estate-bottled, which is the near- 
est equivalent to Bordeaux cha- 
teau production. If it is, the la- 
bel will say something like “mis 
au domaine” or “mis en bou- 
teilles par le propriétaire.” But 
watch out for “mis en bouteilles 
dans nos chais” which means 
only bottled in our cellars— 
“our” being the shipper’s. What 
goes on in the dark privacy of 
the shipper’s cellar is sometimes 
open to question. With place 
names in Burgundy, frequently 
the shorter they are, the better 
—somewhat the opposite of Bor- 
deaux. Chambertin, Musigny and 
Montrachet are all superior to 
Gevrey-Chambertin, | Chambolle- 
Musigny, and Chassagne-Montra- 
chet. The single names are those 
of specific vineyards at the heart 
of larger areas. The double 
names are communes that have 
glorified their names by adding 
on the names of the finest vine- 
yards within their bounds. 


The Cote d’Or 


The core of Burgundy is called 
the Cote d’Or, a name you won't 
find on labels. But you will some- 
times find names for either of the 
two parts into which it is divid- 
ed, the northern Cote de Nuits 
(named for Nuits-Saint-Georges ) 
and southern Cote de Beaune 
(for the town of Beaune). A 
wine labeled Cote de Nuits Vil- 
lages will come from specified 
areas surrounding the greater 
vineyards of the Cote de Nuits, 
which carry individual names. 
Thus in ascending order of qual- 
ity and cost you may find Cote 
de Nuits Village, Nuits-Saint- 
Georges from a Burgundy ship- 


per’s cellar, Nuits-Saint-Georges 


Clos des Perriéres (a specific” 


vineyard), and Le Saint-Georges 
(the best vineyard of Nuits. 
Saint-George). 


Beaujolais, which is a south- 


ern extension of Burgundy, is 
different again. Here the desig- 


nations are reasonably simple,” 


beginning with just plain Beau- 
jolais, of which there is said to 


be a great deal more sold than— 
can be grown in the defined area 


(once again you must rely on 
the better shippers). Then come 
Beaujolais Supérieur and Beau- 
jolais-Villages, both better than 
plain Beaujolais, and finally the 
nine particular grands crus 
names such as Brouilly and Mou- 
lin-a-Vent, which are best of all. 

The vineyards of Chablis, 
grouped with Burgundy though 
nearly a hundred miles off to the 
northwest, are labeled grand cru 
followed by one of seven vine- 
yard names if they are the best, 
or premier cru with or without 
the vineyard name if next best. 
Plain Chablis and Petit Chablis 


are lesser wines. 
Rhone to Loire 


France’s other leading areas 
with Appelation Contrélée wines 


exhibit the full range of nomen-— 


clature. The labeling of Rhone 
Valley wines tends toward place 
names such as Chateauneuf-du- 
Pape, Tavel, Gigondas. Tain- 
Hermitage, and Condrieu. Indi- 
vidual vineyards are named in 
these leading areas and a few 





others (estates such as Cha- — 


teau-Grillet). The Loire Valley 
uses area names (Muscadet, An- 
jou), town names (Vouvray, 
Bourgueil), and even grape 
names (Pouilly-Fumé, made in 


Pouilly-sur-Loire from Fumé | 


Blanc or Sauvignon Blane 
grapes}. 

Burgundy has also recently be- 
gun to use grape names on les- 
ser wines, at least for export to 
America, perhaps to compete 
with California’s varietals of the 
same names. But the region of 
France that truly features grape 
varieties on its labels is Alsace. 
Here you will encounter Gewurz- 
traminer and Riesling (two of 


the best), Pinot Gris and Muscat ~ 
(neither one yet imported), Syl-— 


vaner, Pinot Blanc, and others. 
Lesser grapes are usually used in 
a blend (Zwicker) and sometimes 
given a trade name such as Cor- 
don d’Alsace. This may all seem 
a bit complicated to enjoy at the 
beginning, but knowledge ac- 
cumulates quickly with experi- 
ence, and, as in other realms, the 
more you know about wine, the 
more sophisticated your  wine- 
drinking pleasure can become. ®

The epic period of Great Plains 
tribal arts was intimately linked 
to the buffalo-centered 
that flourished in the 18th 
19th centuries.

Plains Tribes were almost de- 
stroyed. But, happily, a strong 
cultural thread still unites the 


present to a glorious past through 
the hands of living traditional 
craftsmen, such as Alice Fish, a 
highly skilled Sioux beadworker 
from South Dakota’s Rosebud 
Reservation, and the New Holy 
family of Pine Ridge, S. Dak.. who 
continue the production of excel- 
lent quillwork. Traditional cos- 
tume work is ably forwarded by 
Melvin Blackman, Cheyenne from 
Oklahoma, while the Kiowa 
craftsman David Apekaum, also 
from Oklahoma, is noted for his 
superb execution of feather pey- 
ote fans. Young Plains artists find 
inspiration in all of this fine tra- 
ditional work and draw on it 
heavily, extending traditional lines 
to create modern expressions in 
painting and costumes. 

Plains Tribes have an excellent 
showcase for their work in three 
museums and craft centers oper- 
ated by the Indian Arts and 
Crafts Board: The Sioux Indian 
Museum and Crafts Center in 
Rapid City, S. Dak., the Museum 
of the Plains Indian and Crafts 
Center in Browning, Mont., and 
the Southern Plains Indian Mu- 
seum and Crafts Center in Ana- 
darko, Okla. Each maintains 
permanent collections of historic 
and contemporary materials and 
also presents special exhibitions 





of outstanding Indian artwor 

In California, there once e 
isted numerous tribal bands tha 
were virtuosos in basketry an 
featherwork that remain uns 
passed on this continent toda 
Now, there are only vestigial re 
nants of that culture, which earh 
settlers had virtually eradicate¢ 
by the end of the Gold Rush pe: 
riod. The Hupa, Pomo and Yuro 
Tribes continue to produce 
very limited number of excellen 
baskets. Nettie McKinnon, 
Yurok, is representative of th 
few remaining workers who d 
this exacting work. 

Tribes in Oregon and Washing 
ton also suffered substantial dam 
age to their culture, but the 
Makahs and a few other tribes 
have managed to keep alive 3 
vital cultural continuity in dance 
songs, sculpture and basketry. 

An astonishing array of superb 
sculptural form was produced b 
a complex of tribes on the North- 
west Coast from Puget Sound to 
southeastern Alaska, seem. 
ingly were endowed with nearly 
unlimited talent, expertly lent to

This is 
ot solely a political matter but 
Iso involves intensified feeling 
‘bout racial identity and tribal 
yyalty. Native Americans have 
.lready begun to exercise more 
oncern for tradition; simulta- 
eously they are moving to as- 
ume increased responsibility in 
ontrolling their own affairs. In 
ve course of this, they are bound 
» step outside the familiar con- 
nes of their previous cultural 
‘olation in order to establish ef- 
ective relationships with the 
omplex hierarchy of the domi- 
ant society. These circumstances 
rill require new levels of sophis- 
ication for coping with new so- 
ial ways. and institutions. 
With a premium being placed 
pon the symbols of Nativeness 
ad because arts and crafts are 
rime vehicles for carrying for- 
ard such symbolism, we may see 
renaissance of tribally derived 
rts and crafts expressions, not 
nly in increased productivity by 
aditionalists but also in the 
ork of young people just coming 
ato the scene who are intensely 
oncerned with both the symbols 
' racial identification and the 
cercise of contemporary  free- 
ams. In this dichotomous posi- 
on, the artist-craftsman of to- 


morrow may well be forced into 
new roles in which tradition could 
become more precious than ever, 
not as an embalmed carryover 
into the future but to serve as a 
firm foundation upon 
construct viable new life-ways. 

A new style of cultural evolu- 
tion is appearing in which the Na- 
tive American is finding ways to 
cope with cultural change at a 
more rapid rate but without sacri- 
ficing himself on the altar of as- 
similation. While he wel- 
comes educational advantages and 
political involvement, he is con-

currently inventing ways to 
strengthen ties with his own cul- 
tural traditions. This is a new 


phenomenon in Native American 
cultural evolvement: a bifurcated 
approach in which tradition is 
revered more than and in 
which tradition serves as a spring- 
board for the most avant-garde 
experiences and expressions. 

It is safe to say that at some 
time in the future, Native Ameri- 
can arts and crafts will come in 
a new format based on an exten- 
of Native forms that will 
continue to include cultural color 
and content. The role of the indi- 
vidual artist will continue to rise, 
and because of his new political 
sophistication his art will tend to 
carry a message.

Quality and quantity 


The number of the individual 
artist-craftsmen taking innovative 
approaches to contemporary art 
increases each year. Most of them 
manifest a sophisticated perspec- 
tive toward cultural heritage. 
Each decides his position on the 
scale of ethnic or tribal purity. 
Each is engaged in a process of 
identification with the traditions 
of his tribe but simultaneously 
seeks to extricate his work from 
complete conformity to tribally 
prescribed styles. The movement 
is growing, and only a few of its 
exponents are mentioned below.

translates the mysticism of his 
group into contemporary jewelry, 
working in semitraditional meth- 
ods. Kenneth Begay, Navajo of 
Cameron, Ariz., entered the con- 
temporary scene over three dec- 
ades ago with his use of Navajo 
motifs in flatware, boxes, book- 
ends, bowls and accessories. 

In an innovation on traditional 
ceramic form, Maria Martinez 
and her late husband Julian, of 
San Ildefonso Pueblo, developed 
a unique style of handsome. high- 
ly polished, black pottery that 
has gained international recogni- 
tion. Maria’s son, Popovi Da, and 
grandson, Tony Da, are seeing 
this work forward with further in- 
novations. The field of contem- 
porary ceramics is ably led by 
Otellie Loloma, an instructor at 
the Institute of American Indian 
Arts in Santa Fe. She is equally 
skilled in ceramic sculpture and 
painting and draws heavily on 
Hopi traditions for inspiration. 


Sculpture and painting 


Allan Houser, Apache from 
Oklahoma and an instructor at 
the Institute of American Indian 
Arts, is probably the most prolific 
sculptor in the Indian world. 
Working in wood. stone, bronze 
and other metals, he deals with 
Indian subject matter in stylized 
portraiture, animals common _ to 
Indian life, equestrian figures. 
On the East Coast in Lewiston. 
N.Y., Duffy Wilson, Iroquois, pro- 
duces stone _ pedestal-sculpture 
based upon highly personal inter- 
pretations of a privately con- 
ceived world very often peopled 
with massed figures intertwined 
Laocoon-like in ingeniously ef- 
fective compositions. Other fine 
Indian sculptors include Willard 
Stone, Cherokee of Locust Grove, 
Okla., who works in a sophisti- 
cated folk-style, carving animals 
and Indian genre tableaus mostly 
in wood; and Richard West. 
Cheyenne, chairman of the arts 
department at Haskell Junior Col- 
lege in Lawrence, Kan., whose 
style is often marked by elonga- 
tion of the human figure and 
forms that follow the natural 
shape and grain of the material. 
Numerous painters work very 
successfully in a style of painting 
that is popularly but erroneously 
known as “traditional Indian 
painting,” which is characterized 
by a flat. two-dimensional treat- 
ment showing highly stylized ren-

ditions of genre scenes from pr 
ent Indian life or imaginative re- 
productions of bygone days. Os- 
car Howe, one of the most illus 
trious of this school, has carried 
his work to a finely developed ab- 
stract level in which he deals 
metaphysically with the  tradi- 
tional aspects of his Sioux cul- 
ture. Howe is professor of art at 
the University of South Dakota 
in Vermillion. 

Some avant-garde Indian paint. 
ters have moved into a style that 
lacks the “look” of Indian art, 
often because they no longer deal 
with easily recognized Indian cul- 
tural elements or because they 
embrace a universal style. Yeffe 
Kimball, Osage of New York City. 
is well known for her space-age 
paintings. Frank LaPena, Wintun 
Tribe, California, is an abstrae- 
tionist expresses tribally 
rooted concepts in a language of 
personal symbolism. An_ early 
breakaway into a very distinctive 
expressionist style rife with tribal 
mystique is superbly represented 
in the work of Larry Little Bird, 
Santo Domingo-Pajuate, who was 
a former JATIA student and now 
maintains a studio in Santa Fe.

In textiles, Navajo rug weaving 
is still a high spot. Working on 
the traditional vertical loom de- 
veloped: hundreds of years ago, 
Della Woody, one of the many 
talented Navajo designer-weavers. 
produces only a limited number 
of rugs each year, but each falls 
easily into the category of mas- 
terpiece. The unfailing innova- 
tion of Navajo weavers in their 
use of geometric design and color 
is truly extraordinary. 

A contemporary approach to 
wall hangings done in stitchery 
and appliqué techniques is car- 
ried on by Arthur Amiotte, one of 
the younger generation Sioux art- 
ists.

the name Nizhonie, Inc., in Cor- 
tez, Col., offering outstanding re- 
gional designs on fabrics for fash- 
ion and interiors. 

The many differences that exist 
in the lifestyles of Native Amer- 
icans are strung on a core of com- 


monalty. consisting of philosophi- 
cal and spiritual concepts that 
are attendant in the lives of ale 
most all Native groups. Therein 
lies their greatest strength. The 

Native American value system 
has always been centered around 

the belief that man must seek to_ 
blend his existence into the 
rhythms of nature, as opposed to 
the dominant society’s quest for 
control of nature through scien-— 
tific manipulation of its elements. | 

Both the secular and the reli- 
gious life of the Native American 
are nature-oriented, and _ obei- 
sance must be paid ito all natural 
phenomena. A continual need ex- 
ists for communication with the 
powers of nature regarding every 
facet of life. This is done in ritual 
and ceremony, through song and 
dance. The rhythm of life is mea- 
sured by the movement of light | 
and dark and change of season. 
Life’s continuity depends upon 
the magic of birth and the growth 
of all living things, supported by 
the elements—wind, rain, sun. 
And all of these events are ruled 
by the Great Spirit who controls 
them for good or ill. 

Viewed in the light of the weak- 
ened spiritual condition of the 
general society, the spiritual 
strength of the Native American 
must surely stand as an awesome 
power. It has carried him through 
a seemingly insurmountable array 
of adversities and, although many 
a dear price was exacted of him 
in the process. he is still on the 
scene today, striving for unity in 
the face of differences. It is this 
indomitable spirit that lives in 
and finds expression in Native 
American arts and crafts today. &

one minute the steps are descend- 
ing toward you, the next they 
seem to be ascending in the op- 
posite direction. Just so, it has 
dawned on me that when we use 
the house we are not using the 
apartment. In terms of ovr Puri- 
tan of waste-not-want-not 
compulsion to use the house, isn’t 
it true that when we’re spending 
a weekend at the house we're 
“wasting” the apartment? Ex- 
penses run on every minute in 
both places so, in terms of money,

does it matter which place we use 
on any given weekend? 

Presto! This means we can 
stay in town some weekend when 
we feel like having a gallery/ 
movie/fancy-lunch city day in- 
stead of the trek to the house. 
We can decide according to how 
we feel rather than according to 
some crazy sense of obligation to 
the house. We can avoid getting 
locked into an invariable routine 
that could, by definition, kill the 
spirit of change that our house 
is intended to nurture. 

I seem to be recommendin 
two divergent courses, both “get 
organized” and “stay loose,” but 
the two complement each other 
better than you might at firs 
suspect. Get organized so you can 
open up your time and your ener 
gies to the second house. Stay 
loose so your Other You can ste 
freely forward any time to 
and enjoy your Other House. 
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
